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DOCTORS AND THE ARMY. 

At a time when the doctors of the United States have 
formed a national organization, and a most effective one, 
in the cause of medical preparedness, and at a time when 
the number of students in the medical colleges of our 
country is showing a marked decrease, the U.S. Senate 
amends the Army Appropriation bill so ‘that hereafter 
the maximum age limit for eligibility to appointment of 
first lieutenants in the Medical Department of the Army 
shall be thirty-two years.” 

After Mr. Chamberlain introduced this amendment the 
following interchange took place in the Senate: 

Mr. Smoot: ‘That is an increase of two years of the 
present law?” 

Mr. Chamberlain: ‘“T'wo years for the Medical Corps. 
I will state to the Senator that the Surgeon General 
advises me that under the strictness of the requirements 
for admission to the practice of medicine in many of the 
states of the Union a young man is hardly fitted to 
practice his profession, or rather it is difficult for him 
to pass the examinations and be commissioned, until he 
is past thirty years of age, particularly where he serves 
an interneship in a hospital. Many young men of thirty 
or thirty-one are just completing their education by 
service in the hospitals; and he therefore requested that 
this increase be made. I may have put it a Httle 
stronger than the Surgeon General put it to me; but the 
effect of his language to me was that the requirements 
are very much higher than they used to be, and that a 
man is better suited for appointment at thirty-two than 
he is at twenty-eight.” 

Mr. Gallinger: “I do not object to the amendment, 
but I thought it was a little strong.” 

If this amendment becomes the law it will be an 
admirable thing both for the U.S. Army and for the 
doctors of America, since it would afford a wider opportu- 
nity for them to enter the Medical Corps. That the 
profession is awake to the advantages to be found in 
the Service under the National Defense Act the following 
extracts from the Journal of the American Medical 
Association show. The Journal says: “The glamor of 
military preparedness from a national point of view 
should not be allowed to obscure the fact that from the 
standpoint of the individual there has never been so 
good an opportunity as at present for the physician who 
desires to enter as a career the Medical Corps of the 
Army. For competent men there is the certainty of 
immediate appointment, and the chances of rapid pro- 
motion are all that any reasonable person could wish. 
Looking on the Service as offering a career in time of 
peace as well as in time of war or threatened war, it 
will be found to invite as do few other fields of medical 
endeavor. It offers a more than fair living wage, under 
most congenial conditions, a wage and condition that 
are certainly superior to those pertaining to the average 
medical practice. To the physician of a scientific turn 
its opportunity for rational practice along strictly 
scientific lines presents an almost irresistible appeal. 
Opportunities for study and research in favorable en- 
vironments are numerous, and officers are encouraged 
to avail themselves of them.” 

In a paper on “The Medical Mechanism for War in 
the United States” Lieut. Col. W. B. Banister, M.C., 
U.S.A., shows that in war time we need one per cent. 
of medical officers, while at the time he wrote—June, 
1916, there were 444 officers in the Regular Medical 
Corps, “which is nearly four per thousand of the recently 


authorized strength of 111,305 combatants.” Colonel 
Banister argues that the provisions in the Senate and 
House bills for the Medical Corps were not large enough, 
and states at the time he wrote his paper that 
“having, therefore, not sufficient Regular officers to per- 
form the required duties in peace, 109 of the Medical 
Reserve Corps and fifteen contract surgeons have been 
called into service.” Colonel Banister also states that 
“the number of Regular officers now provided is. in- 
sufficient to provide inspector-instructors to properly 
train the medical officers of the Militia.” Despite 
the efforts of the Surgeon General to give the 1,460 
members of the Medical Reserve Corps some training 
for their prospective military duties, more than half 
that number have received no instruction whatever. 
According to testimony before the House Committee 
on Military Affairs in 1915 we had only 292 well in- 
structed medical officers in the continental United States 
and 139 in our overseas possession, which would leave 
us with 292 medical officers at the outbreak of a war 
in the United States. There are 852 medical officers in 
the National Guard, according to Colonel Banister, 
and yet for the zone of advance 955 would be required. 
He estimates that “after having used all of the medical 
personnel of the Regular Army and the Organized Militia 


there would still be a shortage in the first line of defense 


of 1,245 medical men with no instructed reserve for a 
second line. If we went to war with any first class 
Power,” Colonel Banister continues, “we would call 
out at a minimum at least 2,000,000 men, and allowing 
one per cent. of doctors 20,000 would be needed. That 
number of physicians from civil life would be the 
minimum.” As there are 145,041 doctors in this country 
there is certainly a large force to draw upon; but the 
question is how many of these would be of a suitable 
age for active service, and how would some of the schools 
of medicine get along without their proper preparations 
in the government supplies? 

The suggestion Colonel Banister has made that “it 
would seem that some organized patriotic movement 
should be made by the medical profession of this country 
to place in the hands of the War Department on the 
outbreak of war the necessary data to enable it promptly 
to fill the need of doctors’? has been answered by the 
physicians themselves. This is in the form of an organi- 
zation which has tendered its services to the Government 
toward the medical welfare of the Army and Navy. 
“These services,” according to a recent issue of the 
medical journal quoted above, “comprise the establish- 
ment of an organization to make a comprehensive survey 
of the resources of the Government; the invoicing of the 
resources available in peace and in the emergency of war, 
including the names of men available for field or home 
duty, who are trained in medicine, surgery and sanita- 
tion, the equipment of the hospitals with which these 
men are connected, the buildings available for hospital 
use; the facilities for transportation of the wounded, 
food and drug supplies available, lists of trained nurses 
and other hospital helpers, and to aid in the care of the 
sick and wounded and the elimination of preventable 


diseases.” : y 
In view of what the doctors of America are doing for 


the country through thus aiding the Services, it would 
show a wise decision of the conferees if the proposed 
amendment were adopted. It would give the doctors 
a longer opportunity to get into the Army, and this 
would result in great good both to the Service and the 
medical officer. The doctor is our help and comforter 
at home; and how much more so in time of war only 
those who have been wounded or ill in the field really 
know. We can do more for them in the Army and Navy 
than we have done. And here is the chance open to us.

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A TEST OF THE PREPAREDNESS MOVEMENT. 


The action of the War Department in ordering the 
organizations composed of college undergraduates out of 
the Army of the United States on Sept. 1 raises the 
question as to the profit that has accrued to the country 
and to the Army by the recent wave of enthusiasm for 
preparedness that swept across the land. In so far as 
it affected the recruiting of the National Guard organi- 
zations, the great parade held in New York city on May 
13 was a keen disappointment, while in Boston it is 
reported that out of the army of preparedness advocates 
who marched through its streets in May only three have 
become recruits for the Massachusetts National Guard, 
according to a statement made by one of the recruiting 
officers. The Harvard regiment, which was another 
outcome of the preparedness movement, has not figured 
in the mobilization, and therefore does not come within 
the scope of this order. 

The organizations affected include the Yale University 
regiment of Field Artillery, a battery of Field Artillery 
from the University of Illinois, one from Purdue Univer- 
sity, one from the University of Michigan, and a com- 
pany of Infantry from the University of Vermont. From 
unofficial reports it is learned that while the young men 
comprising these units were ready and willing for mili- 
tary service, their training had not been of a kind to 
make them of immediate use, and now they are to form 
the nucleus of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
established by the National Defense Act. The sense of 





partial failure resulting from the preparedness movement, 
as illustrated by these cases, is further deepened by the 
closing of the business men’s training camp at Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga., owing to a lack of attendance. 

But there still remains the opportunity for the young 
men of the United States to show whether the training 
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they have received either in the business men’s instruc- 
tion camps or in the National Guard has fitted them for 
real military service in the U.S, his is presented 
in the examinations that are t@*b i this month for 
commissions as second lieutenants. There are about 
1,500 vacancies to be filled in-the grade of second lieu- 
tenant, and as the promotions of July 1 and those of 
more recent dates have practically stripped the Army 
of second lieutenants there is a larger opportunity for 
young men to enter the Regular Army as officers than 
ever before in its history. 

This is where the chance comes for the men who have 
gone through the course of training at Plattsburg, who 
have served in the National Guard or in such college 
units as mentioned above. If their military ambitions 
have been earnest they have an opening in these exami- 
nations for admission to the Army as second lieutenants 
to prove they were serious in their desire to serve their 
country. If they fail of trying to enter the doorway 
opened to them by the National Defense Act then we 
will have to admit that the preparedness movement was 
merely a passing craze and that the U.S. Army, at least, 
is to find little actual profit in it in what it needs most 
just now, namely, officers and men, 

A COMMENDABLE MOBILIZATION PLAN. 

One of the best, if not the best, system of mobiliza- 
tion of National Guard for Federal service was that de- 
vised for the Pennsylvania National Guard at its mobil- 
ization camp at Mt. Gretna, Pa. This work was done 
under the direction of Capt; James B. Kemper, Inf., 
U.S.A., chief mustering officer; Capt. David H. Biddle, 
Cav., U.S.A.; Capt. F. S. Leisenring, Inf., U.S.A.; Lieut. 
James P. Castleman, Cav., U.S.A., and Major C. E. 
Koerper, Med..Corps, U.S.A. The only troops mobilized 
were those ordered for Federal service. These consisted 
of division headquarters, three brigades of Infantry, one 
regiment of Cavalry, one regiment of Field Artillery, two 
companies of Engineers, two Field Hospitals, two ambu- 
lance companies, and one battalion of Signal Corps. All 
these troops were ordered into one camp at Mt. Gretna 
and arrived on June 24 and 25. On Jan. 26, the physical 
examination was commenced and sixty doctors of the Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsylvania were sworn in as a unit the 
previous night, Major Koerper of the Army being in 
charge of the physical examinations. A central ex- 
amination point was established, and the medical forces 
worked night and day in three shifts of eight hours each 
for the first two days. 

A thorough and complete physical examination was 
made of each officer and mar, and there was no slighting 
of the work in any particular. The physical examina- 
tions demonstrated that about eleven to twelve hundred 
men could be examined by this method in twenty-four 
hours. In spite of the fact that these large number of 
doctors were available the physical examinations pro- 
ceeded much slower than the inspection and the taking 
over of the property, and was therefore the controlling 
factor. The examination of property which had an im- 
portant bearing on the promptness with which the troops 
were mustered into the Federal service was conducted as 
follows: 

Two officers represented the Federal Government and 
one officer represented the Governor of Pennsylvania. 
The commanding officer of the regiment to be inspected 
having previously been notified of the time of the in- 
spection was instructed in the methods of procedure in- 
cluding invoice, receipts, etc., which he must make out. 
One officer made the actual inspection of property, one 
officer superintended the accomplishment of the paper 
work with the representative of the state and the method 
of preparing the invoices and receipts. In the case of 
Ordnance, and Engineers, and Signal property, these 
stores were invoiced by company commanders as an offi- 
cer of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, who must, as 
an officer of the National Guard of United States re- 
ceipt for the same. In the case of quartermaster prop- 
erty the stores were invoiced by an officer of the N.G.P. 
to the regimental Q.M., who receipted for the same as an 
officer in the N.G. of the United States, and issued 
memorandum receipts. The actual preparation of the 
muster rolls was in charge of the three officers who pre- 
pared the rolls from forms ten and two, War Dept., as 
soon as the physical examination was completed. The 
muster began on June 26, terminating July 10. During 
this period some 14,000 troops were examined physically 
with great care and property taken over by the United 
States, and then the troops and property entrained for 
the border. From the experience gained during the 
mobilization of the Pennsylvania troops it is believed 
that an ideal force of Federal officers for mustering in a 
division would be about as follows: 

‘One executive officer, one adjutant, two officers for in- 
spection of property, one officer in charge of muster rolls 
and one surgeon. In order that the work should progress 
successfully and rapidly, it is asserted that troops should 
be mobilized at the central point. If not, a great loss of 
time will result. Although the Pennsylvania National 
Guard before being mobilized for U.S. service had com- 
pleted with*the physical examination prescribed by the 
War Department, 10.47 were turned down on physical 
examination under the direction of officers of the Army. 
These disqualifications ran from none in one organiza- 
tion to as high as forty per cent. in another. In the 
latter case it was found that the examining surgeon had 
been a civilian. 

The New York National Guard had no one camp 
available for mobilization. This caused delay and neglect 
of physical examination and the proper transfer of 
property to the United States, 
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There is now in operation at Toronto, Canada, the 
biggest and finest military dental clinic in the whole 
Dominion. The building, 155 feet in length by 50 in 
width, is the only one painted throughout in white. 
Bright tan and red striped awnings on all the windows 
give quite a picturesque effect. Since the start of the 
war the dental clinic in the Toronto military district 
has by attending to the teeth of recruits made possible 
the enlistment of ten thousand men who otherwise would 
have been rejected as unfit for overseas service. In the 
dental building at Toronto already 100 soldiers are being 
treated daily, and 450 operations performed. There are 
twenty-five dental chairs. Sixteen officers and twenty- 
five N.C.O.’s now compose the dental staff. Later the 
staff will be increased to about double the number. 
Capt. W. G. Thompson is commandant of the dental 
clinic, and much credit is due him for creating such an 
impressive dental establishment. In the dental stores 
department, directed by Capt. T. D. Webb, is nearly 
$10,000 of dental supplies and equipment. The stores 
include a complete stock of drugs, apparatus and artificial 
teeth. The dental building is modern in every way, 
electric lights in all rooms, also hot and cold water 
beside each chair. During June there were 13,850 
dental operations on soldiers in No. 2 Military District. 
The general health of the soldiers in camp continues 
good. There has been no evidence of any spinal- 
meningitis. The number of contagious diseases in the 
camp hospital is falling off. 
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After Robert Bacon, president of the National Se- 
curity League, returned to New York city from a trip 
to the Mexican border he issued a statement showing the 
need of universal military training in this country. In- 
cidentally he praised the sanitary condition of the camps 
along the border and the fine spirit of the men of the 
National Guard. Mr. Bacon’s statement reads, in part: 
“There is no body of men in the world superior to the 
U.S. Army, both in regard to their professional efficiency 
and their standards—the very highest—of loyalty and 
discretion. I constantly wonder that they have been 
able to maintain the morale and enthusiasm and pro- 
fessional ‘esprit de corps’ in spite of all the discourage- 
ments, the apparent lack of sympathy of the nation and 
of the lawmakers. It is this lack of sympathy with the 
work and the ideals of our Army which has resulted in 
the present lamentable system, now enacted into law, 
which seeks to perpetuate what is probably the most 
dangerous principle that could be adopted in military af- 
fairs, or, indeed, in any great administrative or executive 
work, that of dual and equivocal control and_responsi- 
bility. There has been a great change in sentiment and 
opinion about universal service. Everywhere that I have 
been I have found but one opinion, that universal ser- 
vice for the nation, whether it be enrolment for the mili- 
tary or for the broader work of industrial efficiency for 
national purpose, is the only democratic principle of na- 
tional life, and only by such service can we obtain justice 
and equality for all citizens of the great community.” 
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Ernest Peixotto, of East Brewster, Mass., in a letter 
to the New York Times contradicts the statement 
attributed to Kaiser Wilhelm that Frederick the Great 
sent von Steuben to help us during the War of the 
Revolution. Von Steuben had retired from public life 
and was on his way to England to pay a visit, when, 
as he was passing through Paris, his friend, the Comte 
de St. Germain, endeavored to persuade him to go to 
America, as he knew our ragged Militia sadly needed 
efficient officers. Upon learning, however, from Benjamin 
Franklin and the other American Commissioners in Paris 
that they had no power to make a definite agreement 
regarding his future rank and pay, he declined their 
offer and returned to Germany. There he received a 
letter from Beaumarchais, again pressing his acceptance 
and assuring him that satisfactory arrangements could 
be made. Von Steuben returned to Paris and finally 
consented to go to America when Beaumarchais should 
supply “ample funds for his immediate purpose.” “And 
why, pray,” asks Mr. Peixotto, “does the Kaiser say 
that von Steuben was the ‘first major general of the 
Americea Army’? When Washington took command 
of the American Army at Cambridge four major generals 
were associated with him in the high command—Artemas 
Ward, Charles Lee, Philip Schuyler and Israel Putnam. 
This was July 3, 1775. Von Steuben landed in Ports- 
mouth, N.H., on Dec. 1, 1777.” 
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That President Wilson is strongly in favor of a Coun- 
cil of National Defense, as a first requirement of pre- 
paredness, is shown by a statement issued at the White 
House on July 28, in which the President says of this 
Council: “This body will be capable of very great and 


material service to the Government in the vital matter 
of the nation’s security. Needless to say, men of the 
highest quality of patriotism and ability will be asked to 
serve upon it. Preparedness, to be sound and complete, 
must be solidly based on science. In realization of this 
fact, the President some time ago requested the National 
Academy of Sciences to form the National Research Coun- 
cil. That body has been formed, and has made a pre- 
liminary report. The outline of work there set forth and 
the evidences of remarkable progress toward the accom- 
plishment of the object of the Council are indeed gratify- 
ing. The departments of the Government are ready to 
co-operate in every way that may be required, and heads 
of the departments most immediately concerned are now. 
at my request, actively engaged in considering the best 
methods of co-operation. Representatives of Govern- 
ment bureaus will be appointed as members of the Re- 
search Council.” 





Howard E. Coffin, chairman of the Committee on 
Industrial Preparedness of the Naval Consulting Board 
of the United States, has issued a résumé off the work 
accomplished by the committee, which shows that more 
than 30,000 manufacturing concerns, representing a total 
annual business of about $3,000,000,000, all of which 
can render important service in the event of war, are 
being inventoried, in addition to hundreds of other 
smaller plants whose individual business is less than 
$100,000 a year. Congress, Mr. Coffin announced, has 
practically completed legislation that will carry out the 
entire program of the Committee on Industria! Pre- 
paredness, and this legislation has ‘the hearty indorse- 
ment of President Wilson. There will be incorporated 
into the new law, it was announced, the committee's 
carefully worked out plans to teach American manufac- 
turers now, in times of peace, through annual educa- 


tional orders, how to turn out war munitions and all 
other military and naval supplies when needed. It 
likewise seems probable that legislation will soon be 
adopted vitalizing the committee’s proposal for an indus- 
trial reserve, so that in time of war the skilled mechanic 
shall be kept at home on the job where his services are 
most needed to feed the firing line. 
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In the London Lancet Dr. Harold Wiltshire states 
that in the vast majority of cases of shell shock the 
exciting cause is some special psychic shock. Horrible 
sights are the most frequent and potent factors in the 
production of this shock. Losses and the fright of being 
buried are also important in this respect. Sounds are 
comparatively unimportant. A consideration of the 
causes and frequency of relapses favors an original 
cause of psychic nature. Any psychic shock or strain 
may cause a functional neurosis, provided it be of 
sufficient intensity relative to the nerve resistance of 
the individual. The wounded are practicaily immune 
from shell shock, presumably because a wound neutralizes 
the action of the psychic causes of shell shock. Exposure 
and hardship do not predispose to shell shock in troops 
who are well fed. While it is theoretically possible that 
physical concussion resulting from a shell explosion 
might cause shell shock, it is certain that this must be 
regarded as an extremely rare and unusual cause. 
Chemical intoxication by gases generated in shell explo- 
sions cannot be more than a very excéptional cause of 
shell shock. Gradual psychic exhaustion from continued 
fear is an important disposing cause of shell shock, par- 
ticularly in men of neuropathic predisposition. In such 
subjects it may suffice to cause shell shock per se. 
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The libel proceedings for possession of the British 
liner Appam, that was captured by the German com- 
merce destroyer Moewe in January and sent into Nor- 








. folk, Va., with a prize crew on board, were decided on 


July 29 by Judge Waddill in the Federal court in 
Norfolk in favor of the British owners. “The court’s 
conclusion,” the decision reads, “is that the manner of 
bringing the Appam into the waters of the United States, 
as well as her presence in those waters, constitutes a 
violation of the neutrality of the United States; that 
she came in without bidding or permission; that she is 
here in violation of the law; that she is unable to leave 
for lack of crew, which she cannot provide or augment 
without further violation of neutrality; that in her 
present condition she is without a lawful right to be in 
and remain in these waters; that she, as between her 
captors and owners, to all practical interests and pur- 
poses, must be treated as abandoned and stranded upon 
our shores, and that her owners are entitled to restitution 
of their property, which this court should award, ir- 
respective of the prize court proceedings of the Imperial 
——— of the German Empire, and it will be so 
ordered.” 
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The statement appearing in daily newspapers to the 
effect that enlisted men of the Organized Militia or Na- 
tional Guard who may be discharged under the instruc- 
tions of the Secretary of War on account of dependent 
relatives will not receive travel pay on their discharge is 
incorrect. Men who are dischar; for the reasons above 
stated from organizations that have been mustered into 
the service of the United States are entitled to travel 
pay at the rate of 31% cents per mile as follows: (a) 
From place of discharge to place of company rendezvous 
or to place of muster in, at the option of the soldier, in 
eases of all enlisted men who, as actual members of the 
Militia or National Guard, proceeded from company ren- 
dezvous to mobilization camp. (b) From place of dis- 
charge to place of acceptance for enlistment in cases of 
men who were enlisted for mobilized Militia organizations 
by the state authorities or who were enlisted by the Fed- 
eral authorities for Militia organizations which had been 
mustered into the service of the United States. The fore- 
going ruling has been communicated by the War Depart- 
ment to the commanding generals of the Southern, East- 
ern, Central and Western Departments. 
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An idea of the enormous development of machinery, 
says the United Service Magazine, can be gathered from 
an Italian semi-official communiqué of June 7. Before 
the war, it was known that the Austrian supply of 
machine guns was large, amounting to eight per battalion, 
against two in the British army. The eight were in- 
creased, for the Trentino offensive, to twenty-four, and 
here and there to thirty-two. The regiment, of four bat- 
talions, had in many cases also a battery of 114 inch guns, 
of the nature of the pom-pom of the South African war. 
The infantry division, of four such regiments, began the 
war with thirty-six field guns, twelve light howitzers, 
and six mortars, which was much the same supply of 
guns as we had for the corresponding unit in Britain, 
viz., fifty-four pieces. To this the Austrians have added 
thirty-six howitzers. Besides these, there are many 
hundreds of heavy and light guns in the permanent and 
provisional works along the front. It is easy to see, 
therefore, that the Italian claim is not exaggerated, that 
they are fighting against over 4,000 guns in the Trentino 
sector. 
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The War Department has awakened to the necessity 
of putting a curb on the newspaper correspondents that 
have been sent to the Mexican border to report the move- 
ments of the National Guard organizations. On July 31 


it was learned that the War Department had sent copies 
of the correspondents’ stories dealing with the treatment 
of the men of the Guard to the various commanding 
officers for investigation. At the orders of the War 
Department these officers have been instructed to get at 
the truth of the charges of mismanagement, incompetence 
and neglect made in these stories. If it is proved that 
the men have been in any case made to suffer needless 
hardships the blame will be fixed. But if it can be 
shown that there was no basis for charges that caused 
the relatives of the Guardsmen great mental anguish 
then the guilty writers will shortly find themselves 
homeward bound. 











The House committee having reported in favor of 
appropriating for a monument to John Ericsson $35,000, 
of the $100,000 asked for, the Washington Star expresses 
the hope that Congress will pass the bill and that the 
monument will be located in Potomac Park, Washington, 

.C. “It is,” says the Star, “most fitting that the 
nation should erect a memorial to the great engineer. 
whose services to the country at a time of great peril 
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were of inestimable value. The country knows too little 
of John Ericsson as a scientist and inventor, and a 
monument perpetuating his memory will serve a useful 
purpose, if placed where it might be viewed by large 
numbers of people. Memorials of this character are 
always stimulating to the imagination, and serve to 
perpetuate the deeds and achievements of those who have 
left their mark upon the record of progress.”

Major General Funston, U.S.A., commanding the 
Southern Department, received authorization from the 
War Department on July 26 to detail second lieutenants 


of the National Guard for service with organizations of - 


the Regular Army who lack officers of that grade. It 
is estimated that an average of three second lieutenants 
will be drafted from each National Guard regiment. 
General Funston made the suggestion to the War De- 
partment on the ground that the temporary detail would 
prove of value to the National Guard officer and fill 
some of the gaps in the Regular companies until new 
officers report. It is thought likely that a number of 
National Guard officers may be appointed to fill vacancies 
in the commissioned roster of the Army.

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According to the German Admiralty Staff several 
naval airship squadrons successfully attacked London 
and the eastern counties of England on the night of 
July 31. Abundant bombs, the statement says, were 
dropped on coast works, anti-aircraft batteries and indus- 
trial establishments important from a military viewpvint. 
All the airships returned undamaged, the report says. 
Following the publication of the above report, the British 
official report said: “It is clear that those on the airships 
had no idea of their course or else that on their return 
to Germany their report was falsified deliberately. In 
either case there need be no surprise. One raider was 
engaged by our aircraft and anti-aircraft guns. She 
was seen to drop to a low altitude and she then dis- 
appeared in the mist. There were no casualties.” 
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Carrying a message from Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
commanding the Eastern Department, to Major Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell, commanding the Western Department, an 
automobile made the trip from New York city to San 
Francisco in 5 days, 11 hours and 40 minutes between 
July 24 and 29. The trip, which was made as a part of 
the preparedness movement, was arranged by Samuel B. 
Stevens, of the American Defense Society. The six- 
cylinder automobile covered 3,390 miles at an average 
speed of 25.1 miles an hour and was driven by Mr. 
Stevens and three chauffeurs who relieved him from time 
to time, being sent ahead of the automobile by fast ex- 
press trains. 
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An investigation of the integral method of water- 
proofing concrete has been undertaken by the United 
States Bureau of Standards in co-operation with manu- 
facturers of compounds, and with societies, engineers 
and others interested in this problem. A questionnaire 
has been addressed to more than 800 architects, en- 
gineers, contractors, etc., and the tabulation of the 
replies received has been started by the bureau. An 
important feature of the investigation is the project 
for experimental concrete tanks along the river front 
of the city of Washington. The district government has 
set aside a small piece of ground for this purpose, and 
oo have been completed for the construction of the 
tanks. 
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Plans for establishing Federal labor clearing houses in 
every state were announced on July 29 by Commissioner 
Caminetti, of the Immigration Bureau, who directs the 


Department of Labor’s employment service. The state 
headquarters will undertake to co-ordinate information as 
to local conditions and make possible a steady flow of 
men who are out of work to the positions for which they 
are best suited. Mr. Caminetti said he has worked out 
arrangements.with the War aud Navy Departments by 
which it is hoped that all men in the Army or Navy on 
retiring may nnd ready for them the kind of work they 
want in the place where they want it. 
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A review of the July class of the Business Men’s Train- 
ing Camp at Plattsburg, N.Y., by Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, U.S.A., was held on July 29 with Major Peter 
Murray, U.S.A., in command. Many spectators were 
present. In addition to the 4th and 5th Junior and the 
6th and 7th Senior Regiments of Infantry the elective 
course civilians were also on parade. There were two 
troops of Cavalry, a battery of Field Artillery, the Engi- 
neer Corps, Signal Corps, Machine-gun Troops and the 
Medical Corp students, nearly 7,000 men being in line. 
The instructions in field problems on a seven-day march 
began on July 31. 
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Headquarters of the Quartermaster Corps in St. Louis, 
Mo., will be moved Aug. 1 to the old arsenal, Second and 
Arsenal streets, from their present cramped and uncom- 
fortable quarters in Custom House on Third and Olive. 
This change comes upon recommendation of Capt. A. E. 
Williams, Q.M.C., at present in charge of the arsenal and 
supply depot. Because of complications arising from 
separation of officers and paper records it was considered 
most practical to move all into one block, hence all offi- 
cers’ quarters are being turned into office buildings. 
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Tables compiled by John Barnes, bond editor of the 
Wall Street Journal, show that the debt of the Allies, 
Great Britain, France, Russia and Italy, has increased 
from $17,465,000,000 in 1914 to $44,736,000,000 in 1916; 
that of Germany and Austria-Hungary in the same time 
from $9,808,000,000 to $21,002,500,000; a grand total of 
$66,338,000,000 in 1916. Two years of this war have 
cost ten times as much as four years of the Civil War. 
The daily cost of the war now approximates $100,000,000, 
of which the Allies are spending two-thirds, or $67,- 
000,000, and the Teutons and Turks $33,000,000. 
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An Army aeroplane driven by Lieut. Sheldon H. 
Wheeler, 25th Inf., fell on an automobile at Cucamonga, 
near Los Angeles, Cal., on July 28, killing a ten-year-old 
boy who was standing in the motor watching the flight 
of the biplane. Lieutenant Wheeler, who is at the 
ee pees Aviation School at San Diego, was seriously 
injured. 
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COLONEL SLOCUM EXONERATED. 


The War Department issued the following bulletin on 
July 31 giving the results of the investigation of the 
circumstances connected with the attack made by 
Mexican bandits on the camp of the U.S. troops at 
Columbus, N.M. (commanded by Col. H. J. Slocum, 
18th Cav.), on the night of March 8 and 9. The investi- 
gation was made by a special inspector on the staff of 
General Pershing, commanding the punitive expedition. 

In forwarding the report of this investigation Colonel 
Pershing remarked : “Colonel Slocum seems to have made 
every endeavor to obtain accurate information of the 
whereabouts and intentions of Villa. The information 
received from the usual Mexican sources was, unfortu- 
nately, credited, when, as a matter of course under the 
circumstances, it was entirely unreliable. From _ head- 
quarters, both of the department and the brigade, the 
information regarding Villa’s exact whereabouts and his 
intentions were not such as to cause any particular 
alarm in Colonel Slocum’s mind, although he did rein- 
force the troops patroling the border line. Although a 
brigand, Villa was not presumably an enemy of the 
United States, nor were Mexico and the-United States 
at war. Although Villa’s approach to the border excited 
the curiosity of our officers along the border, it is not 
believed that many thought that Villa would have the 
audacity to attack a regimental garrison of American 
troops. The very prompt action on the part of the offi- 
cers and men of the garrison in meeting this sudden 
attack, the small loss incurred, and the very great loss 
inflicted upon Villa and his band deserve full considera- 
tion in this connection. To my mind the results present 
a good reason for complimenting the officer in command, 
instead of subjecting him to, technical criticism, which 
could serve no good purpose.” 

The commanding general of the Southern Department 
(General Funston) in forwarding this report quoted his 
remarks in a former indorsement on the same subject, 
in which he held the same opinion as General Pershing 
as to Colonel Slocum’s course, adding: 

“A partial surprise carried out by stealth and 
treachery in time of peace must not be judged by the 
same standards as a surprise in time of war. Had open 
hostilities existed between our force and Villa’s, and our 
scouting parties been able to go anywhere, Villa never 
would have been able to concentrate his band within 
a day’s march of the border without his actions being 
known. Further, last November Villa, smarting under 
his defeat at Agua Prieta, which he claimed was due 
to the fact that I told him that if he resumed the attack 
and any projectiles fell on the American side I would 
attack him with my entire force, openly threatened on 
several occasions that he would raid Arizona with_his 
entire force. The fact that he did not when he had fully 
10,000 men with him for such an enterprise made it 
naturally seem improbable that he would try. a raid with 
one-tenth of that number; and it must be remembered 
that until he made his raid our information was to the 
effect that he had only a small personal escort. Colonel 
Slocum, being at Douglas at the time, heard of Villa’s 
threats and knew of his failure to carry them out.” 

The report of Colonel Slocum was referred to the 
Inspector General of the Army, who remarked as fol- 
lows: “From the facts before me I am of the opinion 
that Colonel Slocum followed correct military principles 
in the disposition of his force, in the orders given to the 
commanders of the detachments on the boundary line, 
and in the organization of his interior guard. The fact 
that he was barred from sending patrols across the 
boundary line into Mexico deprived him of the only sure 
means of discovering the presence of bandits or others 
with hostile purpose in time to adequately protect his 
territory from sudden incursions by them. After the 
alarm was given by the sentinel the command appears 
to have assembled with commendable alertness and soon 
gained command of the situation, driving the Mexicans 
from the town and camp with a comparatively small 
loss (namely, seven men killed and five wounded), and 
inflicting considerable loss upon the Mexicans, which 
speaks well for the discipline of the command.” 

After thorough consideration of all the papers in the 
ease the Chief of Staff made the following recommenda- 
tion, which was approved by the Secretary of War: “J 
recommend that Colonel Slocum be advised that no 
stigma rests upon his conduct of command at Columbus, 
N.M., at the time of Villa’s attack, and that he and his 
command are highly commended for their prompt and 
valorous action in the repulse of Villa’s force and in 
pursuit of same.”

ANNUAL REPORT COAST ART. SCHOOL. 


Col. Ira A. Haynes, C.A.C., commandant of the Coast 
Artillery School, Fort Monroe, Va., has issued the 
annual report of the school for the year 1915. It shows 
that thirty-eight student officers of the Coast Artillery 
Corps attended during the year, Lieut. Stiles M. Decker, 
C.A.C., having been on special duty at the school for 
experimental work in connection with radio dynamics. 
All the student officers, with the exception of Lieut. 
Charles E. Ide, completed the course, and he has been 
detailed to complete the course during the school year 
1916. Among the foreign officers attending the school 
were Comdr. Galvao Aristides Bueno, of the Brazilian 
navy; Capt. Alexandre Galvao Bueno, of the Brazilian 
artillery, and Lieut. Mareolino Fagundes, of the same 
corps. Ten National Guard officers from Washington, 
New York, Maine, North Carolina, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, California and Oregon attended the school for 
joint defense exercises and the gunnery course. Lieuts. 
Walter P. Boatwright and William R. Nichols, C.A.C., 
were detailed as instructors in the school and ordered 
to Boston to take a special course of instruction at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

During the year eighty-three enlisted men were present 
for instruction, and of these sixty-one graduated, while 
seven were unsuccessful, those relieved for inability 
being eight, for misconduct three, and discharged four. 
Of the two classes in radio telegraphy nineteen qualified 
in the first class and seventeen in the second. The two, 
power plants of the school cost $30,058.51 to run. The 
library received 1,826 accessions during the year, the 
greatest number of books drawn in one class being 1,507 
in technology, military science coming next with 669 
books drawn, and science ranking third with 481 books. 
The work in the different departments has been conducted 
satisfactorily, Colonel Haynes reports, and the riding 
horses at Fort Monroe were made use of during the year 
to give all student officers systematic instruction in 
equitation. Colonel Haynes recommends that the number 
of horses for use at the Coast Artillery School be in- 
creased to twenty-four, so that the class of forty officers 
divided into sections could each obtain five and one-half 
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months’ instruction. The personnel of the school on 
Jan. 1, 1915, was as follows, all the officers being from 
the Coast Artillery Corps: Commandant, Col. Ira A. 
Haynes; secretary, Capt. Kenneth C. Masteller ; direc- 
tors, Major William R. Smith, Major George A. Nugent, 
Capt. Jacob M. Coward; librarian, Major James M. 
Williams ; instructors, Capt. Claude E. Brigham, Capt. 
George P. Hawes, jr., Ist Lieut. Sidney H. Guthrie, 
1st Lieut. Alexander G. Gillespie, Ist Lieut. George A. 
Wildrick, 1st Lieut. Thomas F. McNeill, 1st Lieut. 
Robert Arthur. 
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NAVAL MILITIA CRUISES. 


On Aug. 1 that part of the Naval Militia of the 
states of Massachusetts and Maine who did not partici- 
pate in the cruise of the Naval Militia on the nine 
battleships of the Reserve Force, Atlantic Fleet, July 
15-29, began a cruise on the U.S.S. Kearsarge to con- 
tinue to Aug. 12. Approximately twenty-three officers 
and 220 men from Massachusetts, two officers and forty 
men from Maine reported for the cruise. The Massa- 
chusetts contingent embarked at Boston. The Kearsarge 
then left for Portland, Me., taking aboard the Maine 
contingent on Aug. 2, and started for a cruise in Cape 
Cod Bay and vicinity until Aug. 11. The Massachusetts 
Naval Militia will disembark Aug. 11 at Boston and the 
Maine contingent on Aug. 12 at Portland. During this 
period officers and men were ordered drilled and trained 
as follows: 

Drills at general quarters day and night, battery drills, 
handling and treatment of wounded, fire (day and night), 
collision drill, abandon ship, man overboard, boats under 
oars and sails, and signals. All officers and men will 
be instructed in their respective duties as follows: Naval 
customs, routine in port and at sea, aim and object of 
all drills, marking clothes, boats, marlinspike seaman- 
ship, ground tackle, duties of a lookout, deck seaman- 
ship, steering and gunnery. The officers and men were 
ordered assigned to definite duties. Officers for line 
duties only will be instructed in navigation, use of 

navigational instruments, taking of sights for computing 

positions, and in executive and deck duty. Officers for 
engineering duties only will be assigned to a watch in 
the engine and fire rooms and will be instructed in marine 
engineering and electricity, including radio. The Naval 
Militia will be considered as forming a part of the 
complement of the ship and will be required to perform 
all the duties of regular man-o’-wars’ men. 
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THE NEW REAR ADMIRALS. 


While the members of the House of Representatives 
were discussing the Naval Appropriation bill on July 27 
Mr. Cox voiced his objections to Senate amendment 89, 
which, he said, ‘“‘provides for eighty-two new rear 
admirals. That number,” he continued, “is out of all 
proportion to a well balanced Navy. Twenty-five or 
thirty rear admirals, at most, would make a well balanced 
and well constituted Navy, as far as the officers of the 
line are concerned. ‘There are to-day 145 rear admirals 
on the retired list, now drawing a salary of $4,500 per 
year. There are 757 naval officers to-day on the retired 
list, and this bill carries an item of $3,500,000 to pay 
retired officers. If this amendment returns here sub- 
stantially in the shape that it now is, with a provision 
for eighty-two new rear admirals, I reiterate that it mugt 
take a quorum to pass it.” 

After pointing out that a number of retired officers 
of the Army and Navy were also drawing pay from other 
branches of the Government or from private firms, Mr. 
Cox went on: “I hope the time will come when there 
will be a Military and a Naval Committee appointed in 
this House that will have the nerve and the strength 
to back it up, to remodel, remold and revamp all of our 
retired list and not to permit our officers of the Army 
and Navy to retire before they reach the age of seventy 
years. Last summer two Army men in the very prime 
of life, graduates of West Point, long before they reached 
the age of sixty-four were permitted to retire and hire 
themselves to private manufacturers making powder and 
other munitions of war, no doubt at an enormous salary. 
They are now drawing, at the expense of the people, a 
large salary as retired officers. It -cost the people of 
the country between $50,000 and $60,000 to educate 
them. Mr. Speaker, it is unjust to the people to permit 
these men to retire before they reach the proper age and 
accept private employment. A member of the House 
said to me yesterday, ‘Oh, Cox, -that is a little thing, 
I would not mentior it.’ Little! Let me say to you 
gentlemen that the $315,000,000 that is to be raised by 
taxation is not paid 4 lump sums by the taxpayers, 
but it is paid in small amounts. I hope, when these 
conferees meet, that amendment 89 will not come back 
to this House in the shape in which it is now written. 
I said the other day that it made an addition of eighty- 
two new rear admirals. If I am wrong, criticise Victor 
Blue and not myself, because he is the man who figured 
it out for me and told me there were eighty-two new 
rear admirals provided for in this amendment.”

CAPTAIN SIMS ON THE JUTLAND FIGHT. 


In our last issue the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL gave 
a brief summary of the report made by Capt. William 
S. Sims, U.S.N., on the outcome of the battle of Jutland 
as it affected the military importance of the battle 
cruiser. Since then the complete text of his report has 
been made public, from which we take the following 
significant extracts: 

“There is no reason to believe that the Germans have 
ever intended to risk their fleet in a decisive action 
against the greatly superior British fleet. They are not 
in the habit of pitting any military force against twice 
its numbers of at least equally powerful units. There 
is on the contrary every reason to believe the Germans 
know exactly what they intended to do during this last 
sortie of the grand fleet, and it is a reasonable presump- 
tion that they accomplished what they intended, namely, 
the trapping and pounding of the British battle cruisers 
oer gl they could be supported by the British main 
body 

“That ia ‘British attacked battleships with battle 
cruisers and “armored cruisers is their own affair. They 
doubtless had what they considered sufficient reasons 
for doing so, but we may rest assured that this was done 
with the full knowledge of the probable nature of the 
sacrifice and not with the idea that these vessels are a 











match for battleships, and if the conditions as to visibility 
had been better the sacrifice might well have been justi- 


fied by success in engaging the German main fleet. At 
all events, battle cruisers have proved that in case of 
necessity they can fight a delaying action against battle- 
ships with reasonable chances of success. * 

“Thére is nothing, however, in the incidents of the 
fight to justify any argument against the necessity for 
battle cruisers. When for any reason they are deliberately 
put against battleships they must expect to suffer in 
proportion to the relatively small number of their guns 
and the relative lightness of their armor. * 

“Beyond the demonstration of the unexpected dnote 
ance of battle cruisers the incidents of the action in 
question have no bearing on thé arguments advanced in 
my hearing as to the immediate necessity of the addition 
of battle cruisers to the U.S. Navy in its present condi- 
tion. That the battleship must constitute the main 
strength of a naval force admits of no doubt; but as I 
attempted to show by my testimony an adequate force 
of battle cruisers is necessary in order that the battle- 
ships may be used against an enemy with their maximum 
power. This is particularly true of the situation that 
would confront us in case of the necessity of repelling 
the attack of an enemy fleet against our coast.” 
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CAVALRY IN EUROPE’S WAR. 


The U.S. Cavalry Journal prints the following descrip- 
tion of the work of the cavalry in the European war, 
given by a distinguished officer of the French army who 
is in the United States in the interest of his government. 
It bears out the remarks of the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL in its issue of July 22 as to the limits imposed on 
this arm of the British and French services by the trench 
warfare on the western front. 

The officer said: “With certain modifications as to 
the armament and the tactical use of ‘cavalry, the latter 
arm will be used as much as ever in wars of the future. 
The French cavalry was used up and exhausted in the 
first weeks of the great war; the horses were completely 
run down, and in many cases disabled through sore 
backs. If we had had our cavalry fresh and intact 
after the battle of Mons we could have struck a most 
telling blow at the German army; in fact, we might 
have ended the war right there. On the eastern front, 
where there is plenty of room to maneuver, cavalry is 
being used normally by both sides. 

“On the western front, where the trench warfare 
resembles siege operations pure and simple, and where 
the flanks are guarded by the impassable obstacles—the 
English Channel and the neutral country of Switzerland, 
the cavalry is of course being utilized as infantry. In the 
French cavalry regiments one half. occupies the trenches, 
while the other half recuperates well to the rear. When 
the trench troops are to be relieved the reserves ride 
well up to the advanced lines on their cavalry horses, 
relieve their comrades and the latter ride the mounts 
back to the protected base of the regiment. When our 
cavalry first occupied the trenches the Germans learned 
to differentiate their fire from that of the French in- 
fantry, because the cartridges for the French rifle and 
carbine being the same, the consumption of the powder 
in the carbine gave a different explosive effect from 
that in the rifle. When the Germans discovered this 
they would shout ‘Cavalry! Cavalry!’ and charge with 
the bayonet. This soon caused the French cavalry to 
attach bayonets to the carbines, both for offensive and 
defensive action. But before this was done it is a matter 
of record that a certain dismounted regiment of French 
lancers charged the German trenches with their lances, 
killed many Germans and took the trenches.” 
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REPORT ON OFFICERS’ SADDLE. 


From Valentine, Texas, on July 24, 1916, Ist Lieut. 
J. T. Kennedy, 6th Cav., U.S.A., sends to Major Charles 
D. Rhodes, commandant Mounted Service School, Fort 
Riley, Kas., the following report on officers’ saddle : 

The officers’ saddle, manufactured at Rock Island Arsenal, 
has been thoroughly tested by me, especially as regards con- 
ditions stated in your letter of May 4, 1916. The saddle was 
packed in a canvas bag and shipped from Fort Riley to Co- 
lumbus, N.M., in baggage car on May 2. On May 4, 5 and 6 
saddle was hauled, in canvas bag, from Columbus, N.M., to 
Colonia Dublan, Mexico, and then back to Ascension, Mexico, 
on motor truck. The saddle arrived at La Ascension without 
injury and I immediately used it in all my work. While at 
La Ascension I made one patrol to Ojitas and return, ninety- 
six miles, in thirty-three hours. I rode the saddle 181 miles 
while in Mexico. The climatic conditions while in Mexico 
were hot, dry days and cool nights and an unusual amount 
of dust. 

Shipped saddle from Columbus, N.M., to Valentine, Texas, 
on May 20, with troop property, and have been using saddle 
on border patrol duty in vicinity of Valentine since that day. 
Climatic conditions in Texas same as in Mexico until July 1. 
Since July 1 we have been having rain, with very hot days 
between rainy days. In all my work I have carried two days’ 
grain and feed bag on cantle; extra blanket and slicker on 
pommel; two days’ saddle-bag rations (bacon and hard bread) 
and mess kit in one cantle -bag; extra horseshoes, grooming 
kit, etc., in other cantle-bag; towel, soap and tooth brush in 
one pommel pocket and maps, notebooks, pencils, toilet paper, 
tobacco, etc., in other pommel pocket. 

Result of test. I found the saddle most satisfactory in 
every particular and under all conditions except as stated 
below. The saddle is most comfortable and can be ridden 
great distances with very little fatigue, with much less fatigue 
than when riding a McClellan saddle. It fulfills all the re- 
quirements of a field saddle. In all, I have ridden the saddle 
between 600 and 700 miles under field conditions and am 
convinced that this is the best type of saddle for field work. 

Defects. There are a few minor defects in manufacture of 
saddle which ‘can easily be corrected. The metal straps that 
hold the iron pieces in which the stirrup straps hang are too 
weak and soft. One broke after two weeks’ use and the other 
after four weeks’ use. The troop blacksmith and saddler made 
the repairs with a piece of wrought strap iron. These repairs 
were satisfactory and can’t be noticed by the eye nor while 
riding. The pigskin covering over seat stretches some and 
puffs up under weight if saddle is ridden while wet. This in 
saddle I used was only slight and in no way impairs use or 
comfort of saddle. It would seem that both of the above 
mentioned defects could be easily corrected. 

Personal preference. Personally I prefer the skirts of the 
saddle to be set a little further back and cut straight down 
the front, as in De La Clove model of Saumur saddle. 
mention this as a personal preference because the skirts as 
— on saddle in no way affects the comfort or use of the 
saddle. P 

Recommendations. I recommend that the saddle be adopted 
for use of officers; that the weak straps mentioned in Par. 6 
be made of stronger material and that the pigskin covering of 
seat be thoroughly stretched before being sewed on saddle. 
The saddle is absolutely satisfactory in all particulars except 
as mentioned. It is the best saddle ever made in the United 
States. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 

Bulletin 18, War Dept., July 8, 1916, which, as 
already noted, publishes a digest of opinions of the 
J.A.G. and of certain decisions of the Comptroller, gives 
two important opinions of the Judge Advocate General 
in full, the first dealing with the construction of certain 
provisions of the National Defense Act as it relates 
to the Regular Army (eight different subheads) ; second, 
an interpretation of Section 111, relating to the draft 
of the National Guard. This N.G. opinion we have 
heretofore printed. On page 1579 will be found some 
important opinions of the Judge Advocate General on 
the status of the National Guard in the Federal service. 
We condense below the opinion referred to above, relat- 


ing to the Regular Army. 

Details in staf departments.—The present law provides that 
an officer detailed in The Adjutant General's Department with 
grade of major, on promotion to lieutenant colonel, may be re- 
detailed in department without regard to detached-service law 
for other periods of four years. Does the language of this 
act, providing that when an officer is so promoted, “he may be 
permitted to serve out period of his detail,” repeal present pro- 
visions of law? It is my opinion that the provision to which 
you refer relates not to detached-service law, but solely to pro- 
visions of law fixing number of officers of grade to which de- 
tailed officer is promoted in staff corps in which serving, and 
serves to increase temporarily that number so as to permit 
of his retention if desirable. 

Porto Rican Regiment of Infantry (Sec. 21).—This section 
of the bill provides for the appoir{ment from _the senior cap- 
tains in regimental rank of the Porto Rican Regiment of In- 
fantry to fill vacancies in the grades of lieutenant colonel and 
major, created by this act. The J.A.G. is of opinion that cap- 
tains so appointed need not be examined under the general 
rules prescribed for advancement by promotion. a 

Relative to clause requiring appointment to field grades in 
this regiment to be made from “the senior captains in regi- 
mental rank of the Porto Rican Regiment mentioned in the 
Act of March 4, 1915,” the J.A.G. answers the further ques- 
tions: (a) “Does the clause mean the four captains at the head 
of the list, or does it describe all the captains mentioned in 
that act as the senior captains?” and (b) ‘Must the field officers 
be appointed from the four at the head, or may any one of 
them be appointed lieutenant colonel, leaving the majority to 
the others (see last proviso of Sec. 21).” The J.A.G. holds (a) 
that the clause has reference to the four captains at head of 
list mentioned in Act of March 4, 1915. If this were not 
so and the reference were to all captains mentioned in that 
act, no meaning whatever could be assigned to word “senior.” 
If Congress had intended to refer to all captains mentioned in 
that act it could have done so by omitting the word “senior” 
altogether; (b) that the four field officers must be appointed 
from the four seniors above mentioned, but that in view of 
fact that the bill provides for “appointments,” the appoint- 
ments are in no respect to be governed by seniority among the 
four eligibles, and that any one of them may be appointed to 
any one of the field offices without regard to his rank as to 
the other three. 

Examination of field officers—In Sec. 24 it is provided “that 
the provisions of existing law requiring examinations to de- 
termine fitness for promotion of officers of the Army are hereby 
extended to include promotion to all grades below that of briga- 
died general.” It is further provided ‘‘that all vacancies cre- 
ated or caused by foregoing provisions of this section in grades 
above that of second lieutenant shall be filled by ~promotion 
according to law existing on and before the date of approval of 
this act, and subject to the examinations prescribed by existing 
law.” It was pointed out to the J.A.G. that “these two para- 
graphs of the bill are in conflict. The number of lieutenant 
colonels of Infantry, for example, promoted to colonel due to 
detached list is ten. The number of promotions from lieuten- 
ant. colonel to colonel, due to increase in Infantry arm, July 
1, 1916, by seven regiments, is seven. The literal interpreta- 
tion of the two provisions of the act would apparently require 
ten lieutenant colonels of Infantry to be promoted as now pro- 
vided by law without examinations and eleven to be promoted 
with examination.” 7 

The J.A.G. holds that the difference of language is too mani- 
fest to be disregarded. There is no conflict between a rule 
which requires an examination in one case and not in other. 
It is a matter of difference, not conflict. Therefore there is 
no room for interpretation. Where legislative language is so 
plain, we do not have to seek legislative reasons for different 
rules, thongh the suggestion does come that Congress conceived 
that the detached service list should be organized first and de- 
sired to avoid delay due to examinations; and perhaps also 
that, inasmuch as senior officers for most part will be promoted 
to lieutenant colonel and colonel on that list, a presumption 
of demonstrated competency was made in their favor. Upen 
the other side it may have been presumed that there would be 
of necessity some delay in establishing the new organization, 
affording, without prejudicing the service thereby, an oppor- 
tunity for examination for the vacancies due to the increments. 
The J.A.G. continues: “It seems rather futile to admit that 
the law clearly prescribes those who are and those who are 
not to be examined, only to have the Secretary of War dis- 
regard the distinction and substitute administrative will for 
legal rule. That would not only put the Secretary in an 
unenviable position, without general rule or policy to guide 
him, but would transgress what is plainly prescribed. More- 
over, I think it is wrong to say that the bill specifically pro- 
vides that the promotions incident to detached list and those 
due to the increment shall become effective at the same time, July 
1, 1916. On the contrary, it expressly enjoins that ‘on July 1, 
1916, the line of the Army shall be increased by 822 extra 
officers * * *,.’ And, again, that the extra officers, together 
with the 200 detached officers provided for by the act of Con- 
gress approved March 3, 1911, shall, on and after July 1, 
1916, constitute the Detached Officers’ List. So, then, in legal 
theory at least, the promotions necessary to supply the officers 
for the Detached Officers’ List must be made on July 1, 1916, 
and the detachments made as soon as practicable thereafter. As 
regards increments, however, it is provided: ‘The increases in 
commissioned and enlisted personnel of Regular Army provide 
by this act shall be made in five annual increments * * *, 
Officers promoted to vacancies created or caused by addition 
of first increment shall be promoted to rank from July 1, 
1916 * * *, This language does not direct that the actual 
promotions shall be made on July 1, 1916, but provides, in 
effect, that whenever made, the promotions shall date from 
July 1.” 

Order of filling vacancies in grade of second lieutenant cre- 
ated by this act (Sec. 24).—The law provides “‘(2) under the 
provisions of existing law, of enlisted men, including officers 
of the Philippine Scouts, * * *.” I first thought that in- 
asmuch as the substantive part of the provision used the term 
“enlisted men, including officers of the Philippine Scouts,” and 
the proviso used simply the term “enlisted men,” omitting the 
words “including Philippine Scouts,” Congress thus indicated 
a distinction between the two as to eligibility based upon 
service. But you very properly say: “It seems that if the 
officers of the scouts are to have the qualifications prescribed by 
law for enlisted men, they should have the same length of 
service among other qualifications.” Upon further considera- 
tion, I think that is the result to be reached upon fair con- 
struction, notwithstanding the difficulty of the language indi- 
cated. Certainly the provisions establishing eligibility ought 
to be liberally construed in behalf of the beneficiaries. Further- 
more, it could well be maintained that inasmuch as the substan- 
tive part of the provision established an order consisting of both 
enlisted men and officers of scouts—the word “including” be- 
ing used thus cumulatively—the proviso has reference to all 
included within the order, and that its sole purpose was to 
change the rule from the present two years’ to one year’s 
service without discriminating as between the classes constitut- 
ing the order. 


Transfer of officers (Sec. 25).—In my. judgment officers 
transferred in accordance with the provision should take place 


. machine guns. 


in lineal list of arm to which transferred according to relative 
rank at time of transfer. It is expressly declared that trans- 
fers provided by this section are “for the purpose of lessen- 
ing as much as possible inequalities of promotion due to in- 
crease in number of officers of line of Army under the pro- 
visions of this act’; that is to say, that in making these trans- 
fers the inequalities of promotion that are not brought about 
by increases due to this act should not be admitted to consid- 
eration. Having in view the restricted purpose of transfers 
here authorized, I can see no reason why officers transferred 
for this purpose should have their relative rank disturbed. 
It may be that administrative and other proper considerations 
may arise to suggest modification of this general view. 

Limits of age for enlistment (Sec. 27).—The provision of the 
act, “that no person under the age of eighteen years shall be 
enlisted or mustered into the military service of the United 
States without the written consent of his parents or guardian,” 
is in pari materia with, and must be construed with and as 
an amendment of, said section 1117, Revised Statutes, and has 
the effect of substituting the age of eighteen for the age of 
twenty-one years as there prescribed. The result must be to 
render unnecessary the parental consent between the ages of 
eighteen and twenty-one which is required by said section 1117, 
Revised Statutes. 

The organization of headquarters companies by the bill gives 
regimental adjutants service with troops in the meaning of 
the detached service. As regards the application of the bill 
to existing regiments, it is self-executing and operates from 
date of its approval upon headquarters company whose ele- 
ments are already in existence and by the bill are combined 
into the single organization as denominated. Even if a minor 
element or so be lacking all substantial elements of the new 
organization are already in existence, and such a slight de- 
ficiency would not prevent the immediate operation of the act. 
A regimental adjutant, therefore, actually present in a duty 
status with respect to such a headquarters company is, and 
must be held to be, on duty with a company within the mean- 
ing of the detached service law. 

Application of Sec. 24 with reference to increase in five 
increments.—The Inspector General’s Department, for example, 
is increased by one colonel. At the time of the third incre- 
ment the Inspector General’s Department will have acquired 
3/5, a major fraction of one colonel. In dealing with fractions 
the administrative rule would naturally be, where none other 
is prescribed, to regard major fractions as units, carrying the 
minor fractions forward for future adjustment. Applying the 
Tule, the bureau mentioned wuld be entitled to the increase 
of one colonel upon the third increment. 
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A MACHINE-GUN CORPS. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

No weapon has come to the front in the world war 
more than the machine gun. At the beginning of the 
war the Germans had 50,000 machine guns. And Ger- 
many had a machine-gun corps—separate batteries and 
regiments. As a result of experience gained during the 
war England and the other Powers have each organized 
a machine-gun corps. The infantry and cavalry 
branches are organized in England as brigade machine- 
gun squadrons and companies. ‘The motor service is 
composed of batteries of four armored cars of two guns 
each, with the necessary auxiliary cars. In addition 
there are motor cycle machine-gun companies. These 
machine-gun corps in European armies are in addition 
to the regimental units. Regimental units remain with 
their regiments. 

The corps machine-gun units are used by higher com- 
manders as a mobile fire reserve to reinforce threatened 
or weakened portions of a line or to hold on to a posi- 
tion while the cavalry and infantry are transferred to 
other sections or fields, often relieving thousands of men 
needed elsewhere. This has particularly been the case 
in Germany, where her troops have repeatedly been 
transferred from the French and English line to check 
or attack the Russians, and the line vacated held by the 
corps machine-gun service. In the pamphlet, “Changes 
Found Necessary During the Progress of the European 
War,” the staff of each infantry and cavalry brigade 
has a brigade machine-gun officer. It is stated that to 
keep the troops supplied with machine guns in working 
order a repair and supply depot is maintained at the 
advance depot, where guns are issued and repaired, pack 
saddles and other equipment exchanged or replaced. 

Millions are being spent at the present time for 
machine guns. No one provision of national defense 
would be more economical and at the same time more 
effective than one for an adequate machine-gun service. 
New York and Massachusetts each have an armored 
motor machine-gun battery. We have recently acquired 
a motor battery and a motor cycle machine-gun company. 
We have made a start. 

Gen, Sir Ian Hamilton, in his report on the Gallipoli 
campaign, refers to the machine gun as “the invention 
of the devil.” They are used on every occasion and 
from every conceivable place and position, such as trees, 
housetops, holes in a wall and in concealed pits, to fire 
into the enemy’s rear after he has passed the first line 
of trenches, etc. The English report that the Germans 
have even audaciously carried out an attack solely with 
un They pushed several guns on the flank 
of the British line, where only a few riflemen could 
find cover, and, with other machine guns in front, 
attacked and carried the trenches. Recent English notes 
state “the English have no fear of the German infantry, 
as the Germans have been trained to push their way to 
within 400 meters before opening fire, and the English, 
trained to long range rifle fire, have been able to shoot 
them down before they ever reached that distance.” 
But the same notes state: “The German machine-gun 
fire is very accurate and deadly.” 

The machine gun has a visibility equal to the front 
occupied by two men. Its vulnerability is unaffected by 
fifty per cent. losses. In other words, given the required 
number of men to properly man the organization and 
it may suffer a fifty per cent. loss and still maintain the 
fire of all its guns. This matter was rather forcibly 
brought to our attention here in Mexico, where the troops 
after their long and weary marches lost horses and had 
others that for the time being could not be ridden, with 
the consequent reduction in the number of rifles present; 
while the machine-gun unit always had its four guns 
with it—its full fire power. : 

_Machine-gun fire is concentrated, easily controlled and 

directed. A machine gun may occupy an important 
knoll where only two riflemen could find cover. With 
a line of machine guns or with the guns on the flank 
of a line of troops it’s the work of a second to change a 
gun to meet a flank attack, and without exposing the 
personnel as in moving a line of men. It plays an 
important part between the ranges of 1,800 and 800 
yards, where rifle fire is least effective; as well as in 
firing over the heads of the attacking troops. The 
machine gun is no longer considered a “weapon of 
opportunity.” 

Every general officer will appreciate the importance 
of a powerful reserve of fire ready to throw in where 
needed. Regimental units must remain with their regi- 
ments. We will never have a highly developed machine- 
gun service—a service that will get out of the gun all 
there is in it—until we have officers and men who are 
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specialists; until we have a service that is not attached 
to regiments, where Infantry and Cavalry officers serve 
for a few months at a time. We could not expect much 
of a battery of- Artillery that was an integral part of a 
regiment of Infantry or Cavalry. 

How many machine-gun organizations would you be 
willing to have fire over the heads of your advancing 
line? How many machine-gun organizations are there 
that can deliver effective indirect fire? 

The tactical handling of machine guns calls for special 
study. The successful handling of the arm requires hard 
study and patient experiment. We have been experi- 
menting with the regimental unit now for ten years— 
ten long years. The regimental unit comes under the 
administration of many commanders, some of whom are 
enthusiasts, while others take but a passing interest in 
it. The personnel is often mediocre. Many men unable 
to operate the guns. It isn’t every man who can run a 
high powered racing motor car and keep that car going 
until it crosses the finish line on the moment. 

Officers and men are selected for the aviation service. 
In the Navy officers and men are selected for service on 
destroyers and submarines. Do not call it a daylight 
gun and let it go at that. There’s a fault and a remedy. 

European authorities figure one machine gun as equal 
in effectiveness of fire to fifty rifles. Here, then, is a 
saving of men—and men are scarce in Europe at present 
—and of pay, clothing, food transportation and even 
pensions. But it’s the great saving of men that is telling. 

Why not profit, then, by the lessons of the European 
war and organize the machine-gun service while the 
National Guard is on the border, so that each brigade 
will have its separate machine-gun units under the orders 
of the brigade commanders? And then collect all the 
Militia machine-gun units for instruction. 

While the National Defense Act does not specifically 
provide for a machine-gun service, under Section 3 “the 
President is authorized to prescribe new and different 
organizations and personnel as the efficiency of the Ser- 
vice may require.”

There has been circulated a 
report that we are not at war with Mexico, nor do we 
intend to go to war with that neighboring caldron of 
trouble, but at the same time we are held to our duties 
as if the next few minutes will see us off for Mexico 
City. I wonder sometimes if the older men of the Army 
in official positions realize that there are officers living 
whose mothers and fathers are still in the land of the 
living, and that said officers would like to see them 
occasionally. Then, too, I wonder if they realize that 
the average officer who has been paying house rent and 
railroad fare for his family for several years cannot 
afford to run from here to New York to be gone not over 
fifteen days, which is the limit of leave in the Southern 
Department at present. Some time ago it was five days. 

I know from hearing other officers and my own experi- 
ence that a great many would like to get a leave if the 
limit of time was only extended. For over three years 
now the regiment to which I belong has done nothing 
: To my mind there has been no reason to 
curtail leaves of absence. Officers, too, are beginning 
to feel it. They are getting nervous and irascible. There 
has been no real active service for most of them; they 
are in small towns, away from their belongings, books, 
ete., no proper place to work, living in tents that reach 
about 110 degrees every afternoon, and they need a 
change if they can get it. Does the average citizen 
realize that there are regiments which have been on 
border duty longer than the Civil War lasted? And 
there are officers belonging to them who have lived under 
canvas in a hot, mosquito infested, dusty country, much 
worse than any foreign service ever thought of, for a 
like period. And they cannot afford to go from Cali- 
fornia or Arizona to the East, say, for any such time 
as fifteen days, most of which time would be taken up in 
traveling. Why can’t we get more? 


LEAVE APPLICANT. 
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DEATH OF LIEUTENANT PAILTHORPE. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I am a far cry from home side, and news travels 
slowly, therefore it is only recently that I have read in 
your journal of the death of Lieut. (J.G.) Ormond C. 
Pailthorpe, U.S.N., and the findings of the board of in- 
quest that he came to his death by his own hand. With- 
out desiring to criticize the report of the board, nor to 
engage in any controversy, my affection for Lieutenant 
Pailthorpe and intimate knowledge of his character and 
temperament lead me to write this letter. 


_ I do not know the circumstances that caused the find- 
ing of suicide, but we all know the fallibility of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, and how often the human factor 
in any case, the faith founded on love and knowledge of 
a man, renders a verdict truer than any conviction based 
on evidence. In justice to Lieutenant Pailthorpe I wish 
to amplify your fair minded statement that there was a 
chance that death was due to accident, and that there 
was no cause for suicide. Lieutenant Pailthorpe’s many 
friends throughout the Service. of whom I am one, who 
loved him like a brother and knew him as intimately as 
any brother could, will substantiate what I believe, that 
suicide is unthinkable in his case. His death must have 
been due to an accident. His ability, his interest in his 
profession, his lovable nature, his lack of financial 
troubles, are known to all his friends. 

During his tour of duty_on the Asiatic Station, just 
previous to his arrival at Bremerton, where he met his 
death, I was with him frequently, and know all his af- 
fairs as well as two pals of long standing do know each 
other’s plans and sorrows and aspirations, and there 
was nothing that could have induced self-destruction. 
Such a deed is foreign to his character and uncalled for 
by his circumstances. His death is simply another case 
of accidental death due to carelessness with fire arms, the 
ever present danger that familiarity causes us to forget; 
and the verdict of “suicide” another failure of evidence 
to arrive at the truth. 





CLASSMATE, 
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GEN. CROWDER DEFINES GUARD’S STATUS. 


In response to a series of questions submitted to the 
Judge Advocate General of the U.S. Army, by Congress- 
man J. Hampton Moore regarding the status of the Na- 
tional Guard under the call for Federal service, Brig. 
Gen.. Enoch H. Crowder submitted a memorandum to 
the Secretary of War on July 29, in which he gave his 
official opinion on the several points raised by Mr. Moore. 
The questions submitted by Mr. Moore were as follows: 

“(a) Is the National Guard, as at present mustered 
in by officers of the Regular Army under the oath re- 
quired by the National Defense Act (the Hay bill), in 
the jurisdiction of the States, subject to orders from the 
Governors, or is it now a part of the Regular Army of 
the United States, in the pay of the United States Gov- 
ernment, and subject to the Regular Army term of ser- 
vice? An answer to this inquiry might include the fur- 
ther question as to the pensionable status of members of 
the National Guard as now sworn in for service along 
the Mexican border. 

“(b) If the National Guard, as at present in service 
along the Mexican border, has not been drafted under 
existing law, including the Dick act and the National 
Defense act, is it available for service under the Consti- 
tution beyond the borders of the United States? An 
answer to this question may include the statement of the 
effect of the resolution of Congress, declaring an emer- 
gency to exist.” 

“In answering these,’ General Crowder states, “the 
term ‘Organized Militia’ will be applied to the Militia 
organized under the ‘Dick bill’ (82 Stat. 775) as amended, 
and the term ‘National Guard’ will be applied to the 
members of the Organized Militia who have qualified 
under the-National Defense act of June 3, 1916, by sub- 
scribing the oath and enlistment contract as provided in 
Secs. 70 and 73 of that act. 

“The Organized Militia of the states of Arizona, New 
Mexico, and Texas have been mustered into the Service 
under the call issued by the President June 18, 1916, 
both calls being for the purpose of protecting the United 
States against aggression from Mexico. 

“The questions submitted will be answered first with 
respect to the Organized Militia of the states of Arizona, 
New Mexico and Texas. These were mustered into the 
service of the United States under Sec. 7 of the Dick 
bill, the officers and enlisted men taking in connection 
with the said muster the oath prescribed by the muster-in 
regulations promulgated under that law. Their status 
is that of Militia called into the service of the United 
States for one of the purposes specified in the Constitu- 
tion, that is, to protect the United States from invasion. 
While in such service they are subject to the laws and 
regulations governing the Regular Army, so far as 
applicable to their temporary status and subject only to 
the orders of the President. 

“They are not, while in such service, subject to the 
jurisdiction of the States nor are they subject to the 
orders of the Governors whose authority over them, for 
the time being, is suspended, except only with respect to 
the appointment of officers. They are not a part of the 
Regular Army of the United States, nor are they sub- 
ject to the Regular Army term of service. They are in 
the Service as Militia called forth to meet the exigency 
for which the call was issued. While in the Service they 
are, of course, in the pay of the United States Govern- 
ment and are entitled to the same pay and allowance as 
the Regular troops. : 

“With regard to their pensionable status, Sec. 22 of 
the Dick bill gives them the benefit of the pension laws 
for any disability incurred in the Service, and, in case of 
death, confers on the widow or children of the deceased 
all the benefits of such pension laws. Under the de- 
cision of the Comptroller of July 20, 1916, the widow or 
beneficiary of a member of the Organized Militia dying in 
the Service, in line of duty and not as the result of his 
own misconduct, is entitled to the six months gratuity 
ay, the same as in the case of officers or soldiers of the 
Ravales Army. ‘ : : 

“Answering the question submitted with respect to the 


~ Organized Militia and National Guard who are in the 


Service under the call of June 18, 1916, it should be ob- 
served that shortly after the passage of the National De- 
fense act of June 3, 1916, the Organized Militia of the 
several states began to transform themselves into the 
National Guard of the new National Defense act. The 
eall of June 18, 1916, found this process of transforma- 
tion going on, and it was necessary, therefore, for that 
eall to embrace both the Organized Militia and the Na- 
tional Guard if it were to be effective to call into the 
service of the United States all of the Militia forces, and 
it was so drafted. 

“With respect to those organizations of the Organized 
Militia that had transformed themselves prior to June 18, 
1916, into the National Guard under said act no muster- 
in was necessary, as it was the effect of the call to place 
them in the service of the United States from the date 
they were required by the terms of the call to respond 
thereto, (Sec. 101, National Defense act). The muster-in 
rolls of the several organizations are on file in the War 
Department, but this office has not had an_ opportunity 
to give them any detailed examination. It is under- 
stood, however, that pursuant to instructions the mem- 
bers of the Organized Militia who had not qualified under 
the National Defense act, were required to be mustered 
in, taking the prescribed muster-in oath; but as to those 
who had so qualified, their names were entered upon the 
muster rolls with a notation to the effect that they had 
already taken the oath prescribed in Secs. 70 and 73 of 
the National Defense act. : , 

“There are, therefore, in the service of the United 
States, under the call of June 18, 1916, two classes of 
Militia; one the Militia organized under the Dick bill, 
and the other the National Guard as organized under the 
National Defense act. With respect to those who have 
not qualified under the National Defense act, their status 
is identical with that of the Organized Militia of the 
states of Arizona, New Mexico and Texas which is dis- 
cussed above. The status of those who have qualified 
under the National Defense Act is that of National 
Guard ‘called as such into the service of the United 
States’ (Sec. 101, National Defense act), and they are, 
while in such service, ‘subject to the laws and regulations 
governing the Regular Army’ so far as applicable to 
their temporary status, and are subject only to the 
orders of the President. They are not, while in such 
service, under the jurisdiction of the state, nor are they 
subject to the orders of the Governor, whose authority 
over them for the time being is suspended, except only 
with respect to the appointment of officers within the 
classes specified in the National Defense act of June 3, 
1916. They are not a part of the Regular Army of the 
United States, nor are they subject to the Regular Army 
term of service. ee 

“Like the Organized Militia, whose status is discussed 
above, their status in the Service under the call is that of 
Militia called into the service of the United States for 
one of the purposes specified in the Constitution, that is, 


to protect the United States against invasion. They are, 
of course, in the pay of the United States Government, 
and are entitled, while in the Service, to the same pay 
and allowances as Regular troops. In fact, both classes 
of troops, while in the service of the United States, are 
subject to the laws and regulations governing the Regu- 
lar Army, so far as applicable to their temporary status, 
and subject only to the orders of the President. 

“Neither class of troops, while in such service, is under 
the jurisdiction of a state or subject to the orders of a 
Governor, whose only authority with respect to them is, 
as above stated, to_appoint officers to any vacancies 
which may occur. Both classes of the Militia are en- 
titled to pensions for disabilities incurred in their period 
of service, under the same conditions as are Regular 


- troops; and their beneficiaries are also entitled, under the 


decision of the Controller of July 20, 1916, to the six 
months’ gratuity pay in the case of their death while in 
the Service from wounds or disease ‘not the result of 
their own misconduct.’ 

“Much of the misconception that has arisen regarding 
the status of the National Guard in service under the 
call of June 18, 1916, appears to rest on the assump- 
tion that it is the effect of the new oath and enlistment 
contract, and the, call of that date, to make the National 
Guard available for any service for which the Regular 
Army may be used, during the period of service under 
the call. But that Congress.did not so intend iseevident 
from the fact that the Act of June 3, 1916, contains a 
provision (Sec. 101) applicable to the National Guard, 
‘when called as such into the service of the United States.’ 
and a distinct provision (Sec. 3) for drafting them into 
the Federal service, applicable only ‘when Congress shall 
have authorized the use of the armed land forces of the 
United States for any purpose requiring the use of 
troops in excess of those of the Regular Army.’ 

“As to persons so drafted, it is distinctly provided 
that they ‘shall from the date of their draft, stand dis- 
charged from the Militia, and shall from such date be 
subject to such laws and regulations for the Government 
of the Army of the United States as may be applicable 
to members of the Volunteer Army. * * * It is 
clear, I think, that the National Defense act contemplates 
that the National Guard shall be available for service, 
either as National Guard called into the service of the 
United States as such for the three Constitutional pur- 
poses, or, when specially authorized by Congress as a 
national force supplementing the Regular Army and 
— for any service for which Regular troops may 

e used. £ 

“In other words, the National Defense act gives the 

Government the right, in return for the expenditure for 
pay, training and equipment of the National Guard, to 
draft them into the Federal service to supplement the 
Regular Army, but this right can be exercised only 
when Congress shall have authorized its exercise, as has 
been done in the joint resolution of July 1, 1916. 
_ “With regard to the effect of the declaration in the 
joint resolution of July 1, 1916, that an emergency exists, 
I think there can be no question but that this declara- 
tion serves as the reason for conferring the authority to 
make the draft, and also as a limitation upon the au- 
thority with regard to the term of service under the draft. 
It is provided therein that the draft shall be ‘for the 
period of the emergency, not exceeding three years, un- 
less sooner discharged.’ The resolution confers a dis- 
cretion on the President to issue the draft or not, as 
the exigencies of the situation may require.”

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U.S. MARINE CORPS ASSOCIATION. 


The annual meeting of the board of control of the 
United States Marine Corps Association was held in 
Washington on July 24. All the members of the board 
of control, viz., Major Gen. George Barnett, Commandant 
of the Marine Corps; Col. George Richards, Paymaster 
of the Marine Corps, and Col. John A. Lejeune, were 
present. The secretary-treasurer, Capt. Frank E. Evans, 
retired, made a statement of the financial condition of 
the association, showing a balance on hand July 1, 1915, 
$1,156.39; receipts for the year ending June 30, 1916, 
$1,180.42, and expenditures of $1,454.01. The total 
assets of the association were shown to be $1,753.21, 
with no liabilities. The membership statement showed 
a gain of forty-nine officers for the year. The percentage 
of officers on the active list who are members of the 
association was reported as seventy per cent. and of 
the retired list forty-two per cent. Since that report the 
membership has been further increased by ten officers 
on the active list in the Marine Corps. The ballot of the 
association continued the present members of the board 
of control and favored the admission to associate member- 
ship ‘of non-commissioned officers above the grade of 
sergeant, and dues were fixed for this last membership 
at $1 per year, including the subscription to. the Marine 
Corps Gazette. The dues for associate membership for 
officers of the Regular Services, Organized Militia, 
Marine Corps Militia and civilians was fixed at $5 per 
year. The report also shows that the March and June 
numbers of the Marine Corps Gazette have been self- 
supporting from the revenue derived from advertisements 
and subscriptions. 

The Marine Corps Association has met with substan- 
tial success. Besides giving the officers of the Marine 
Corps a quarterly magazine conducted along the general 
lines followed by the other Services, all members of the 
association have been kept in touch with the progress 
of legislation affecting the corps through the medium of 
cablegrams to all foreign stations and squadrons, by 
telegrams to the home stations and by circular letters 
giving the detailed information. The association has, 
however, strictly refrained from any attempt to influence 
legislation to the slightest detail, confining its activities 
to its dissemination of action taken by Congress.

NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 


Speculation as to when National Guard troops may be 
ordered home from the Mexican border is useless. The 
time depends entirely on whether or not its services may 
be needed to protect the border from Mexican raids. If 
troops were withdrawn and places left unprotected it 
would invite the killing of our citizens and looting by 
bandits. When the new regiments, authorized for the 
U.S. Army, are fully organized and recruited it is con- 
sidered likely that these regiments, or some others, may 
relieve a portion of the National Guard at the border. 
Aside from probable raids by Mexican bandits, the Mexi- 
can situation may yet require active and hagd service. 
In the meantime it behooves the officers and men of the 
Guard to go on training and hardening and fit themselves 
for this more extensive service that seems not unlikely. 
When the Guard is thoroughly trained it will constitute 
a splendid force. This, however, takes time. 

Arrangements have been made for target practice for 
small arms, machine guns and Field Artillery at different 
camps. Some of the ranges for small arms are limited 
to fifty yards. Col. C. J. Dooley, of the Savage Arms 
Company, is visiting different camps to explain the work- 
ing of the Lewis machine-gun, which a number of or- 
ganizations have received. The 22d U.S. Infantry, on 
duty at Warren, Ariz., have a 1,000 yards range for 
machine guns with a mountain side for a bullet stop. 
The National Guard troops at Warren use this range. 

The ruling that gasoline could not be issued by the 
Q.M. Corps to auto trucks not owned by the Federal 
Government has been reversed, and National Guard auto 
trucks can now be supplied by the Q.M. Corps. 


MAINE. 


Adjutant Gen. George McL. Presson, of Maine, favors 
us with the following particulars relative to the muster 
of the troops of that state into the United States service: 
“The call for troops of the National Guard issued by the 
President on June 18, 1916, included as Maine’s quota 
one regiment of Infantry and attached sanitary troops, 
the 2d Infantry being designated. he call was re- 
ceived by the Governor on the evening of June 18, and 
on the afternoon of June 29 the regiment entrained for 
Laredo, Texas, in a train of three sections, about 1,100 
strong. The companies were held at their home sta- 
iions until June 22, where recruiting proceeded and was 
continued until the regiment left the state. On the 22d 
the units were assembled at the state mobilization camp 
at Augusta, where the equipment of the regiment was 
completed and training of the troops proceeded during 
the ensuing week. Complete equipment for the entire 
command was on hand in the armories and state store- 
houses, even to combs and tooth brushes, although the 
Federal requirement was that only equipment of mini- 
mum strength should be kept on hand by the state au- 
thorities. The equipment included one auto truck ir 
addition to the usual complement of wagons, and 100,000 
rounds of rifle and 30,000 rounds of pistol ammunition 
Thus the regiment left the state fully equipped and ready 
for active campaigning except that no horses or mules 
were taken, these to be supplied on arrival at Laredo. 

“When the regiment left the mobilization camp, with 
a strength of approximately 1,100, it left behind ap- 
proximately 400 who had failed to meet the physical re- 
quirements. For the purpose of completing the disposi- 
tion of these men and administering the camp, Capt. Ed- 
ward H. Besse and a staff of officers of the Maine Coast 
Artillery Corps were called into service, and their work 
was expeditiously and efficiently accomplished. Although 
there was considerable uninformed criticism in the public 
press of conditions at the mobilization camp, both before 
and after the departure of the regiment, it may be said 
that the regiment and the rejected men were quartered, 
rationed and in every way cared for in complete con- 
formity with U.S. Army regulations. For each day in 
camp the men were supplied with the full garrison ration, 
the food was of good quality, more than sufficient quan- 
tity and well cooked; and when the troops entrained they 
took with them five days’ travel rations and four reserve 
rations. Each train was supplied with an improvised 
kitchen car and while tourist sleepers were not available 
at the beginning of the journey, these were obtained en 
route. Colonel Hume, of the regiment, reports that for 
the journey the food was ample and of good quality and 
that meals were served regularly. 

“The command arrived at Laredo July 4 in excellent 
condition and reports received at the state capital are to 
the effect that it is one of the best of the National Guard 
organizations that have arrived there. All those who are 
at all familiar with the case feel that Maine and her 
soldiers acquitted themselves creditably. These are par- 
ticularly warm in their appreciation of the service of 
1st Lieut. F. H. Farnum, U.S.A., the chief mustering 
officer, and Capt. George B. Foster, M.C., U.S.A., who 
conducted the physical examinations.” 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


Major General Clement, commanding the division of 
Pennsylvania National Guard in the service of the United 
States at Camp Stewart, El Paso, Texas, has issued 
highly commendable orders to his command. In dealing 
with property he directs that all pistols in the hands of 
enlisted men except first sergeants will be kept under 
lock and key until instructions have been given in firing 
this arm. He directs that the greatest care be exercised 
at all times in the protection, care and proper use of all 
Government property, arms especially. Other portions of 
these orders include the following: “Company troop, bat- 
tery commanders and commanding officers of detached or 
separate units will inspeet all meals prepared for their 
organizations. They will see that the ration is properly 
prepared and served; that there is no waste and that 
it is so handled as to last out the period for which it 
was issued. The health of the whole command is inti- 
mately involved in this important subject of the con- 
duct of the company messes.” 

Under the heading of physical inspection to be made 
under orders of the War Department the inspection will 
be made at irregular intervals and must be thorough. 
Instructions are given for guard and fatigue duty, and 
in dealing with drill and instruction General Clement 
directs that upon the issuing of a comprehensive scheme 
of instruction subordinate commanders must take full 
advantage of any opportunity to instruct their com- 
mands. This instruction, he says, will begin with the 
individual and proceed progressively throughout each 
command. When the weather interferes with out-of-door 
instruction organization commanders will take full ad- 
vantage of the time to straighten out the accounts for 
Government property, to study the paper work pertaining 
to their duties, and to organize and perfect the entire 
economy of their units. 

_It is also directed at such times that instruction be 
given in the care and adjustment of arms, kits and cloth- 
ing, sanitation, care of the feet, first aid and the articles 


of war. “Proficiency in all work is what is required,” 
says General Clement. “Organization commanders must 
keep up the interest of their men by varying the instruc- 
tion and progressing from one subject to another.” Per- 
functory drills will not be permitted. It is directed that 
horses intended for riding purposes will be trained as 
fast as practicable on the longe. Officers and enlisted 
men will not be permitted to mount green horses and 
undertake what is known as broncho-busting. Command- 
ing officers will see that horses are not ridden until they 
have been properly gentled. Among other things General 
Clement directs that no leaves or furloughs will be 
granted except in a case of an emergency which could 
not have been foreseen or prevented. All enlisted men 
must be off the streets of El Paso at 9:30 p.m. General 
Clement in concluding his order says: 

“The command of men is the most important and sacred 
duty an officer is called upon to perform. The officer is 
responsible for the efficiency of his command, but no 
command can be fully efficient unless the enlisted men 
are thoroughly fit—mentally, morally and physically. 
Company commanders are especially enjoined to study 
their men, to see to their well-being and to build up that 
discipline which is founded on mutual respect. If any 
enlisted men are discovered who are unfit to be in the 
Service their cases will be properly reported in order that 
they may be eliminated from the command. | 

“Regimental, brigade and divisional esprit de corps 
must be fostered and built up. By the force of good ex- 
ample on the part of the officers and enlisted men in the 
thorough performance of duty, excellent discipline may 
be maintained. It must be the aim of all concerned to 
establish and maintain this high standard without re- 
course to the military courts, except in cases where an 
officer or enlisted man is found incapable of rising to the 
standard set for this command.” , 

Col. George Van Horn Moseley, Cav., U.S.A., is chief 
of staff to General Clement. 

A new camp several miles outside of El Paso, has been 
selected for the Pennsylvania Guard. A number of the 
officers and men did not like the new move, and some 
official protests were made. General Clement, however, 
made it plain that whatever orders were issued must 
be obeyed. Following an exchange of shots between 
soldiers of the 9th Massachusetts and alleged Mexican 
snipers across the Rio Grande, General Clement has is- 
sued strict orders to his men not to cross the interna- 
tional boundary line or to talk to Mexicans or in any 
other way arouse enmity between the United States 
troops and Mexican troops. 


NEW YORK. 


The resignation of Lieut. Col. Fred Wells, of the 23d 
N.Y., takes a valuable officer from the command. He 
first joined the command as a private in Company B, 
Sept. 1, 1875, and has served continuously ever since. 
Colonel Wells is among the foremost rifle experts in the 
United States, and is a member of the State Assembly. 

The 74th Infantry, N.Y., at Pharr, Texas, under Col. 
N. B. Thurston, assisted by Lieut. Col. George H. White 
(Captain, U.S.A.), is being whipped into a good service- 
able organization. With various drills, rifle practice, 
schools of instruction, etc., this regiment should be 
among the best on the border. Every man is made 
to do his part, and no slackers or violations of regula- 
tions are tolerated. Most of the men have made up their 
minds that there is no use kicking at hardships on the 
border, and that it is best to obey orders and be con- 
tented. Capt. H. C. Elwood, who joined the regiment in 
1911, has sent in his resignation, mainly on account of 
business interests. A complete supply of cotton uniforms 
for the men has been received. Each man has two pairs 
of cotton khaki breeches, one light shirt, new shoes, four 
pairs of socks, two sets of light underwear among the 
new outfit. 

The fund of $3,500 appealed for by the Rev. Dr. S. 
Parkes Cadman, of the Central Congregational Church 
of Brooklyn, N.Y., chaplain of the 23d N.Y., has been 
oversubscribed. The fund was desired to purchase cer- 
tain luxuries, etc., for the regiment at the border. 

The arrival of the splendid sanitary train, presented 
by Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt to the New York division. 
will be a valuable factor in the care of the sick. The 
train consists of a Jeffery quadruple drive truck, to which 
are coupled six trailers. These provide accommodation 
for twenty-four recumbent wounded, and for sixty sitting. 
Nearly $100,000 will be expended on buildings for the 
New York division camps. These include mess shelters, 
kitchens, shower baths and incinerators. 

Major Juan de la Flores, commandant of the Mexican 
garrison at Reynesa, who took tea July 29 with Brig. 
Gen. George R. Dyer, N.G.N.Y., took dinner with Major 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan at the headquarters of the New 
York division July 30. He also witnessed a review of 
the 7th N.Y. and was intensely impressed by it. 

The resignations of Capt. Wentworth Tucker, of Com- 
pany M, and Ist Lieut. Edward F. Janes, 12th Inf., N.G. 
N.Y., were forwarded by General O’Ryan on July 27, for 
such action as he may see fit to take upon them. The two 
officers were absent, it is alleged, without leave from the 
Officers’ School, and as we pointed out previously Colonel 
Johnston is insisting that every officer and man toe the 
mark or take consequences. Captain Tucker and Lieu- 
tenant Janes were given the option of being tried by 
G.C.M. or resigning, and they chose the latter. Captain 
Tucker first joined the 12th as a second lieutenant in 
June, 1908. Lieutenant Janes is a recent addition to the 
regiment. 

Col. William G. Bates, 7ist N.Y., has leased 400 acres 
of land beside his camp at McAllen for use as a drill 
ground. By leasing the land even at the small sum of 
$6 it belongs to the 71st and after being cleared by the 
Z1st the land, should the regiment be moved to another 
section, cannot be appropriated by other commands. The 
71st will have to be seen first. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


The Signal Corps, of the Massachusetts National 
Guard, on duty at El Paso, Texas, writes a correspond- 
ent of the Boston Globe, has taken to gardening. The 
men have edged their street with broken stone gutters, 
and have put in an elaborate system of underground, loose 
rock drainage from every spigot and point where waste 
water drips. It is all led down hill to a little truck 
garden, with plots about ten feet on a side, in which they 
first patriotically planted beans. Radishes and corn fol- 
lowed. The crops are already above ground in the little 
irrigated farm. The Signal Corps has no horses yet, but 
has begun work grading and smoothing up a place for 
its picket line. 

The ist Artillery has received two wheeled kitchens, 
one a present from the citizens of Lynn and Swampscott, 
and the other was secured by subscriptions in Milton. 
The kitchens are in two parts, the hinder one hitched by 
a trail, much like a gun trail, to the forward. If this 
rear part is the firebox, at the bottom, and three soup 
kettles above. In the middle stands up the smokestack, 
and from the lower edge of the kettles stick out the 
spigots. On the front are set four fireless cookers. Under 
them are the chests for utensils. The idea is that in 


service the two parts are unhitched at a convenient spot 
The soup is made, the fireless cookers are 


in the rear. 


loaded, and away goes the front part to the forward line 
of trenches with hot dinner.

Gen. Francisco Gonzales, commandant at Juarez, for- 
mally protested July 24 to Gen. George Bell, jr., U.S.A., 
commanding at El Paso, against the conduct of some of 
the outpost of the 9th Massachusetts Infantry, who, he 
said, crossed into Mexican territory “in violation of 
Mexican rights” and shot up “without provocation, a 
peg of homes of Mexicans south of the border,” on 

uly 23. . 

The Army Y.M.C.A. Building for the Massachusetts 
brigade in camp near El Paso, Texas, was dedicated July 
27. Gen. L. W. Sweetser made a brief speech in re- 
sponse to a presentation address by International Secre- 
tary F. A. McCarl, of New York. 


NEW JERSEY. 


The New Jersey National Guard, in camp at Douglas, 
Ariz., are now the happy possessors of a Y.M.C.A. build- 
ing, which was formally presented to them July 22. The 
building was constructed with funds raised by influential 
people in Plainfield, N.J., who are interested in Troo 
of the 1st Squadron Cavalry, of that city. The building 
was presented to the brigade by Capt. Albert G. Borden, 
commanding the Watchung Troop, and Brig. Gen. E. W. 
Hine, commanding the New Jersey troops. Capt. Charles 
W. Gulick, chaplain of the 5th Regiment, delivered the 
dedicatory prayer and Chaplain Warren P. Coon, of the 
1st, made an address. Chaplain James Madison Hare, of 
the 4th Regiment, read the Scripture. About 1,0000 men 
attended and joined in singing the hymns. 2 

Three officers and 100 enlisted men of the 1st Infantry 
of Newark, were disqualified in the physical examina- 
tions which ended July 22. The officers were Capt. 
James D. Lamby, Co. M; T. Bart Freeman, Co. B, and 
2d Lieut. Charles H. Kolb, Co. A. Many draught animals 
are needed for the N.G.N.J., and also harness. General 
Hine is happy that the men will be comfortably and fully 
equipped in a short time. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


Six members of the Field Hospital of the District of " 


Columbia on duty at Warren, Ariz., crossed into Mexican 
territory July 23 against orders. They were caught by 
Mexican troops, who returned them to the American 
camp commander. The men are to be tried by G.C.M. 
Capt. Julian L. Dodge, 22d U.S. Inf., inspector-instruc- 
tor at the camp, gave the men of the Field Hospital and 
also the Signal Corps a talk on the seriousness of the 
act of the six men of the Field Hospital in crossing the 
border. Captain Dodge said it was fortunate that the 
Field Hospital men were arrested by soldiers and not 
civilians. Had they been taken in custody by civilians, 
they might all have lost their lives before Mexican mili- 
tary authorities could have intervened, he said. He ex- 
plained that the soldiers who arrested the men constitute 
a part of the command -of General Calles, governor of 
Sonora, who is friendly to the United States and who is 
exerting every influence to maintain a friendly relation- 
ship between the two countries. He has his men under 
good control, Captain Dodge said, and this fact is re- 
sponsible for the fair treatment which the District 
Militia men received. 


GEORGIA. 


All of the National Guard of Georgia called for by the 
President had been mustered into the United States Ser- 
vice on July 24, we are informed by Adjutant General 
Nash, except the 1st Battalion of Field Artillery, con- 
sisting of Batteries A, B and C, and all are in mobiliza- 
tion camp, Macon, Ga. 

The following are the organizations mustered in: One 
brigade of Infantry, consisting of the 1st, 2d and 5th 
Regiments; one Squadron of Cavalry, consisting of 
Troops B, F, K and L; one separate troop of Cavalry, 
Troop A, and one Field Hospital. 


FLORIDA. 


Adjutant Gen. J. C. R. Foster, of Florida, informs us 
that the National Guard of Florida, which have been 
mustered into United States service are as follows: 2d 
Regiment Infantry (strength on July 27, fifty-five officers 
and 1,051 enlisted men); 1st Field Hospital (strength 
five officers and thirty-eight enlisted men). Both of these 
organizations are at the state mobilization camp awaiting 
eulpment. 

LOUISIANA. 


Adjutant Gen. C. C. MeCrony, of Louisiana, informs 
us that the following are organizations of the National 
Guard of Louisiana mustered into the service of the 
United States, and their present stations: Field Hospital 
No. 1 and 1st Regiment of Infantry, San Benito, Texas; 
1st Separate Troop Cavalry, Donna, Texas; and 1st Bat- 
— Field Artillery (Washington Artillery), Donna, 
Texas. 

MINNESOTA. 


Brig. Gen. E. H. Plummer, U.S.A., who is in com- 
mand of the camps at Llano Grande and Mercedes, 
Texas, addressed officers of the Minnesota Brigade of Na- 
tional Guard, under Brig. Gen. Frederick Rische, at 
Llano Grande July 19. He said the purpose of the camp 
is to prepare the Guard to take the field, but he made 
it plain that the Guard would have to begin with the 
primary essentials and work up by degrees, and that this 
would take time. He told the officers to give the men 
easy work at first and not battalion maneuvers in heavy 
marching order until the men have learned the A B GC 
of military tactics. He suggested much of this instruc- 
tion could be undertaken in camp without marching the 
men about in the hot sun. General Plummer appreciates 
the fact that about fifty per cent. of the men know noth- 
ing of military training. He also directed that the men 
earry no loaded weapons in camp for fear of accidental 
discharge. Many horses are needed, and also shelter 
tents, quite a number of men being unprovided with the 
latter. Details of Minnesota National Guardsmen with 
a company of Engineers from the Indiana National Guard 
have been improving the road between Llano Grande and 
Mercedes and in building a bridge on the highway. 

The 2d Infantry, Minn. N.G., in camp at Fort Snell- 
ing and the last of the contingent of Minnesota to be 
mustered into the United States service, left for the 
border July 15. Lieut. Col. S. S. Smith, disqualified by 
the medical examiners, was succeeded by Capt. C. H. 
Danforth, Inf., U.S.A. Lieutenant Colonel Danforth has 
been in the Northwest eighteen months inspecting Guard 
regiments and assisting in the work at Fort Snelling. 
He is regarded as an efficient Army officer and a de- 
cided acquisition to the 2d Regiment. He was born in 
the District of Columbia, Feb. 5, 1876, and entered the 
Army as a private in June, 1898, in the 4th Infantry. 
He was later appointed .sergeant major, 4th U.S. Vol. 
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Infantry, and then second lieutenant. He had a valuable 
experience in Philippine campaigns, and was appointed 
second lieutenant, 10th U.S. Infantry, in 1901, was pro- 
moted captain, 16th Infantry, in 1911, was transferred 
to the 14th and 4th Infantry in 1912 and was placed on 
the unassigned list in 1915. Colonel Danforth is a 
— of the Infantry and Cavalry School, class of 
1903. 


KENTUCKY. 


Col. J. Embry Allen, of Lexington, commanding the 2d 
Infantry, Kentucky N.G., was -ordered discharged the 
service of the United States July 19, having been found 
physically disqualified for military service. Rejection of 
Colonel Allen was made in the face of strenuous eiforts to 
secure special dispensation from the War Department, 
waiving the physical defect which United States medical 
examiners reported to the Department of the East. ‘The 
efforts proved futile. With the rejection of Colonel Allen 
it was announced officially that Lieut. Allen W, Gullion, 
recently relieved of his duties with General Pershing, was 
authorized to accept the ccloneley. Colonel Gullion is a 
native Kentuckian, hailing from Newcastle. He had 
charge of General Pershing’s lines of communication dur- 
ing the invasion of Mexican territory, and has an excel- 
lent record as an enterprising and competent young officer. 


OKLAHOMA. 


There have been mustered into Federal service from 
Oklahoma, one regiment of Infantry, two troops of Cav- 
alry, one Field Hospital, one company of Engineers. The 
regiment of Infantry and Field Hospital are stationed at 
San Benito, Texas. The two troops of Cavalry are sta- 
tioned at Donna, Texas. The company of Engineers is 
still at the mobilization point, Fort Sill, Okla. 


MONTANA. 


One regiment of Infantry of the Montana National 
Guard was mobilized at Fort William Henry Harrison, 
Helena, Mont., on June 23, and left Fort Harrison for 
Douglas, Ariz., July 2, 1916, fully equipped for field 
service; strength fifty-two officers and 929 enlisted men. 
There is one troop of Cavalry in Federal service now at 
Fort Harrison, Mont., three officers and eighty enlisted 
men we are informed by Adjutant General Greenan. 








A careful study of the National Defense Act develops 
the fact that very little equalization of promotion will 
result from its operation. The act was framed with the 
view of creating the impression that a general equaliza- 
tion would take place, but it is not now apparent how 
this result will be accomplished. The equalization is 
practically confined to the vacancies on the detached list, 
caused by deaths and resignations. The vacancies on 
this list caused by the expiration of four years’ service 
cannot be used in the equalization for promotion, accord- 
ing to views of officers in the War Department. The 
officer who is relieved from the detached list must go 
into the vacancy in the line created by the detaching 
of an officer from his regular command. In other words, 
there will be an exchange of places without any change 
in the relative rank of officers. An officer to whose 
inquiry this statement is an answer writes: “I much 
doubt if there is in the Army to-day an officer eligible 
for a full four years’ detail anywhere. One day’s sick 
report or a week’s leave causing the relief of an officer 
before the expiration of his full four years takes his 
vacancy out of the operation of the equalization proviso. 
Bulletin 17, W.D., July 7, publishing the regulations 
under which transfers may be made to other arms under 
Section 25, to lessen ‘as much as possible inequalities 
of promotion due to the increase in the number of offi- 
cers, etc.,’ places officers so transferring forever below 
those already ranking them in the arm to which they 
transfer, so that the only hope they have is the gamble 
they are making that equalization will not equalize. | A 
major of Cavalry many times overslaughed by Field 
Artillery officers once his junior, for example, would 
have nothing to gain in transferring, as any temporary 
acceleration or recovery he might make he would 
eventually lose by real equalization if we had it. Cavalry 
ofticers frankly cannot see much hope in the equalization 
when it is confined to the few who die and the fewer 
who will fill an uninterrupted four years on the detached 
list.” 


_ 
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In the opirion of General Crowder an inspector of 
small arms practice must enlist in the National Guard 
‘to be eligible for appointment to a vacancy in a regi- 
ment of the National Guard in the same grade as held 
by him as inspector of small arms practice. Such an 
inspector who without authority of law has been mustered 
into the service of the United States cannot be regarded 
even for the purpose of appointment as a member of the 
National Guard, unless he enlists in the Guard and so 
becomes a member thereof. According to a decision 
of the War Department, telegrams sent by adjutants 
general of the states in connection with the calling 
out of the National Guard should be paid for at govern- 
ment rates, instead of the regular commercial rates. The 


‘ Adjutant General of Vermont notified the local telegraph 


office that many messages would have to be sent and 
made arrangements with the manager for government 
rates. A notification from the telegraph company ad- 
vised the Adjutant General that the government rates 
did not apply to messages of state officials, and officers 
of the National Guard were state officials during mobili- 
zation, and the regular rates would apply. In executing 
the orders of the President in calling out the Militia the 
adjutant general acts as an agent of the Federal Govern- 
ment, in the opinion of the Judge Advocate General.

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The Navy Challenge Cups were raced for on the open- 
ing day of the annual cruise of the New York Yacht Club, 
Aug. 2. The course was from Glen Cove, L.I., to Morris 
Cove, New Haven,. a distance of thirty-eight miles, and 
the cup for schooners was won by Morton F. Plant’s 
Elena, while the cup for sloops went to Les Mona, one 
of the New York Yacht Club’s “thirties” owned by G. B. 
Kulenkampff. Elena’s time was 4 hours 5 minutes 8 
seconds, and Les Mona’s 6 hours 2 minutes 42 seconds. 
On the following day the racing yachts in the fleet sailed 
over a thirty-nine mile course from New Haven to New 
London for the two cups offered by the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the U.S. Navy. George W. Scott’s Miladi won 
the cup offered for schooners coming in last among the 
twelve two-stickers entered, but won from Katoura, the 
leader, on time allowance. Thecup offered by the Navy 
Alumni for sloops was' won by L. Gordon Hamersley’s 
thirty footer Okee III., her owner not being on board 
since he is serving with the 71st Infantry, N.G.N.Y., on 
the Mexican border. Miladi’s corrected time was 5 
hours 19 minutes 27 seconds and that of Okee III. 5 hours 
22 minutes 29 seconds. 





The German merchant submarine Deutschland left 
Baltimore, Md., for Germany on Aug. 1 at 5:33 p.m. 
She was painted a sea green. In irregular lines across 
her deck were streaks of a dirty white. She was convoyed 
by the Custom House boat Wissahickon out of the har- 
bor as far as Fort Carroll, and towed by the tug Thomas 
F. Timmins. The Deutschland was under command of 
Captain Koenig and her crew is the same that was aboard 
when she arrived at Baltimore. The Navy Department 
on the night of Aug. 2 announced the receipt of a report 
that the Deutschland had passed outside the Virginia 
Capes. The message came from the United States des- 
troyer Sterett, which reported her position as outside 
the three mile limit. The Sterett said the information 
had come from the tug Thomas F. Timmins, of Balti- 
more, which convoyed the submarine down Chesapeake 
Bay. Only one solitary British cruiser was off the Vir- 
ginia Capes on usual patrol duty. While efforts will 
undoubtedly be made to capture the Deutschland, these 
will be made more likely on the other side of the Atlantic. 
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The pacifist argument that the Welch-Slater bills for 
giving military instruction to the school children of New 
York state would “force guns into the hands of children” 
was answered in this fashion by Gen. George W. Win- 
gate in the New York World: “There is no militarism 
about it. This was a_ sober, intelligent, conservative 
attempt on the part of the Legislature, based funda- 
mentally upon the experiences of Switzerland, to make 
our young men strong and healthy, te teach them good 
citizenship and enable the state to co-operate with the 
nation in whatever measures may have to be taken for 
the national defense. The first effect of the laws will 
be to give to school children throughout the state some 
of the athletic advantages enjoyed by New York city 
children. As for ‘forcing guns into the hands of chil- 
dren,’ that is a piece of sentimental sniveling without 
the slightest foundation in fact.” 
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With the retirement of General Goethals as Governor 
of the Canal Zone, the proposition to create a Depart- 
ment of Panama will be revived. It is understood 
that the Secretary of War stated that he did not think 
that it would be advisable to create a new department of 
the troops stationed in the Zone until General Goethals 
retired. It has been recognized for some time that effec- 
tive administration required a separate department for 
Panama. Major Gen. Leonard Wood, commander of the 
Eastern Department, recommended the change some time 
ago. In fact, it was understood that a department would 
be created in the Zone when Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Ed- 
wards was assigned to command the troops there. Delay 
in making the change has been due largely to a desire in 
the War Department not to reorganize the. administra- 
tive affairs of the Canal until a new Governor is ap- 
pointed.

Claiming victory for the Germans in the sea fight of 
May 31, Captain Persius, naval critic of the Berliner 
Tageblatt, says: “On the threshold of the third year 
of the war it remains to be pointed out that the German 
navy has hitherto fulfilled its chief task of keeping the 
enemy from German coasts, and, beyond this, has scored 
a series of successes that have exceeded our most 
sanguine expectations. The German people do not ignore 
the fact that British sea power still dominates the seas, 
but nevertheless they look with confidence upon their 
navy. They expect it to show itself able and willing 
to win victories in the third year of the war as it has 
done hitherto and thus contribute its part toward the 
general aim of securing an honorable peace.”

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It seems to be almost impossible to bring home to 
continental nations the meaning and effect of sea power, 
says the United Service Magazine. Napoleon became 
alive to it in his later years, constantly thwarted as he 
was by those “active Islanders,” as he called the British, 
but except as a vague conception that the “freedom of 
the seas” is being unjustifiably interfered with, it never 
seems to occur to continental people that sea power is 
anything but a nuisance which ought not to exist, being 
of no value to anyone but the owner. Power may be 
used on land, of course, they think, as it has its value, 
but ships cannot act on shore, and though they feel a 
sense of injury from naval action, its real effect is hid 
from their view. 
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As the result of the test conducted at the Springfield 
Arsenal the Colt automatic gun will be accepted by the 
War Department if there are any more emergency pur- 
chases of machine guns. It was demonstrated at the 
test that the Colt automatic is a dependable machine gun. 
It has not many of the late improvements of other guns 
of this type, but in the endurance test it made an ex- 
cellent showing. In this test of 15,000 rounds the gun 
jammed only six times. It fired altogether 20,000 rovnds 
with excellent results. It is understood that the Colt 
automatic gun will be purchased by the Government if 
there are any deficiencies in the supply of machine guns 
for service on the border. 
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Discussing the probable fate of the Panama Canal in 
an interview in the London Weekly Dispatch, Col. 
Norton Griffiths, M.P., a well known engineer, says: “We 
await further developments with sympathetic interest 


before accepting ominous reports that the present canal 
is doomed. If the sub-soil underlying Gaillard Cut is 
a gigantic bog, as some alarmist statements assert, then 
this particular route seems hopeless.

of ‘dredging forever, with no positive result. Until we 
know whether or not the reports are true, it would 
be premature to pass judgment.”

Lord Northcliffe, of the London Times, tells us in 
the New York Tribune that England was 2lmost as slow 
as the rest of the world to believe that Germany meant 
war. He further tells us that “our successive adminis- 
tratiens had no excuse except that the vast German 
influence in our public life and press threw dust in our 
eyes. We were much too busy acquiring new territory 
and new businesses and storing up money to want to 
believe in war. Your people are in exactly the same 
condition as we were. Americans in London tell me that, 
although you were the inventors of the aeroplane, you 
have practically an airless Army and a blind Navy.” 








The U.S. Statistical Bureau has just announced the 
population of Japan at the end of 1914 was 71,793,078. 
Japan proper ranks fifth among the great countries of 
the world, China coming first, Russia, the United States 
of America and Germany next in order. The increase 
of population in Japan proper is very rapid, the average 
in the five years previous to 1913 being 1.5 per cent. a 
year. This is a more rapid increase than in any of the 
European Powers, says the Tokio (Japan) Advertiser.

The little town of Saco, Mont., with a population of 
200, as per the 1910 census report, has thirty-two of 
its male citizens serving with Company G, 2d Montana 
Infantry, now on the border, and another serving at 
Pekin, China, as a member of the U.S. Marine Corps. 
“If New York, Chicago and Philadelphia could be in- 
duced to give their sons in the same proportion,” writes 
W. D. Miller, editor of the Saco Independent to the 
Marine Corps officials in Washington, “we'd have some 
real preparedness.” 
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Chaplains of the Regular Army and National Guard 
on duty at Douglas, Ariz., have requested that the people 
of the country be advised that in sending presents to 
relatives or friends in the National Guard the packages 
be addressed in care of the chaplains attached to the 
particular regiment of which they are members. It has 
been found that many tons of supplies sent to National 
Guardsmen of various organizations have failed to reach 
the men and have been placed in storage at warehouses.

Based on existing law, the Marine Corps will be 
entitled to four brigadier generals if the increase in the 
enlisted personnel that is carried by the Senate bill 
passes the House. Under the Senate bill the Marine 
Corps would have close to 15,000 men, or enough to form 
four brigades. It is acknowledged that the Marine 
Corps has never had a sufficient number of general 
officers to form a proper organization for a land force. 
‘The new law provides that the officers shall be equal to 
four per cent. of the enlisted men of the corps and shall 
be distributed through the different grades. 
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A British aeroplane on July 31 at 5:15 a.m. pursued 
and attacked a Zeppelin thirty miles off the east coast, 
the British Admiralty reports. The pilot fired two 
trays of ammunition into the Zeppelin, when he was 
temporarily incapacitated by a portion of his machine 
gun flying off and stunning him. The Zeppelin was 
nowhere in sight when the pilot regained consciousness. 
He was, therefore, forced to return to his base, says the 
report. 
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The latest change in Army Regtlations regarding 
rations is as follows: In adjusting charges to be made 
against enlisted men or others on account of increased 
expense to the Government for their subsistence, the 
value of the garrison ration will be estimated at thirty 
cents, the Filipino ration at 20 cents, and the travel 
ration at 40 cents. 
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Attorney General Woodbury, of New York, has ad- 
vised Secretary of State Hugo that the conditions under 
which the New York National Guardsmen are now in 
service on the border come within the meaning of the 
phrase “in time of war” as it is used in the Constitu- 
tion, and that consequently the stat must provide for 
polling them, uader Article 15 of the election law. 
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JUDGE HUGHES’S SPEECH OF ACCEPTANCE. 


Charles E. Hughes was formally notified at Carnegie 
Hall, New York city, on July 31, of his nomination as 
the candidate of the Republican party for the Presidency. 
His speech of 8,000 words accepting the nomination 
consisted of an incisive criticism of the policy and con- 
duct of the present Administration, with incidental 
suggestions as to the course of conduct we may expect 
of Judge Hughes if he is chosen to succeed Mr. Wilson. 

His address opened with an attack upon the conduct 
of affairs with Mexico. The foreign policy of the present 
Administration was denounced as characterized “by 
weakness, indecision and vacillation.” The dominant 
tone of Judge Hughes's speech was Americanism and 
preparedness. 

Said Judge Hughes: “In the demand for reasonable 
preparedness the Administration has followed, not led. 
Those who demanded more adequate forces were first 
described as ‘nervous and excited.’ Only about a year 
and a half ago we were told that the question of pre- 
paredness was not a pressing one; that the country had 


been misinformed. Later, under the pressure of other 
leadership, this attitude was changed. The Administra- 
tion. it was said, had ‘learned something,’ and it made 


a belated demand for an increased Army. Even then, 
the demand was not prosecuted consistently and the 
pressure exerted on Congress with respect to other 
Administrative measures was notably absent.” 

The candidate declared himself in favor of protection 
and of female suffrage. Other subjects discussed were 
our industrial conditions, “the conservation of the just 
interests of labor.” the promotion of our agricultural 
interests. the recognition of our obligations to the Philip- 
pines, administrative efficiency, a better enforcement of 
civil service laws and “a simple, businesslike budget.” 

Concluding, Judge Hughes said: “We live in a fateful 
hour. In a true sense the contest for the preservation 
of the nation is never ended. We must still be imbued 
with the spirit of heroic sacrifice which gave us our 
country and brought us safely through the days of civil 
war. We renew our pledge to the ancient ideals of 
individual liberty, of opportunity denied to none because 
of race or creed, of unswerving loyalty. We have a 
vision of America prepared and secure; strong and just; 
equal to her tasks; an exemplar of the capacity and 
efficiency of a free people. I endorse the platform 
adopted by the convention and accept its nomination.” 


THE REVOLT IN ARABIA. 

The successful uprising of the Arab tribes under the 
Grand Sherif of Mecca is only two months in progress 
and yet in that time his forces have taken the Turkish 
garrisons of Mecca. Jeddah (the chief seaport of 
Arabia), Taif and Zembo, the Turkish town and fort 
on the Hejas coast of the Red Sea. In a recent issue of 
the Geographical Review Leon Dominian, of the staff 
of the American Geographical Society, published an 
article on “Europe at Turkey's Door,” whieh not only 
sums up the diplomatic aspects of Arabia, but also the 
reasens for the present uprising which concern the re- 
ligion of the Arabs. 

Mr. Dominian, who is one of the most learned Ori- 
entalists in this country, writes: “Te detach Arabia from 
a shadowy allegiance to the Sultan of Turkey and bring 
it within the uplifting sphere of British activity was part 
ef the political pregram elaborated at Downing’ street 
after the bombardment of Alexandria in 1882. In pur- 
suance of this policy British influence is now markedly 
felt along Arabia's three coasts. It is firmly planted on 
the southeast, where Arabia is nearest to India. From 
Koweit to Mascat every petty potentate exercising an 
antiquated patriarchal authority has learned to rely on 
British ‘protection against Turkish encroachments. Aden 
en the southwest coast is a lone outpost of civilization 
from which western ideas radiate outward and occa- 
sionally attain the plateau land of Yemen or the niggard 
wastes of Hadramut. This British seaport is the natural 
outlet of Yemen. Products of the favored districts around 
Kataba,. as well as between this town and Sana’a, can 
be transported with greater facility to Aden than by way 
of the arduous routes which lead to Red Sea harbors. 

“The question of Arabia involves other considerations. 
Mecca and Medina. its holy cities, are essentially the re- 
ligious center of the Islamic werld. From the district 
of their sites Mohammedanism has spread about 4.000 
miles in both east and west directions. Among Arabs 
as well as the majority of Mohammedans outside of Tur- 
key. desire for the restoration of the caliphate at Mecca 
is strong. The Arabs, especially, consider the sultans as 
usurpers of the title. Selim I. had been the first to 
adopt it after the conquest of Egypt and Arabia in 1517. 
The Arabs, however, refuse to recognize the right of any 
but descendants of the Prophet’s family to this supreme 
post of the Mohammedan ecclesiastical hierarchy. This 
explains why any ambitious leader who succeeded in cir- 
culating the report of his relationship with Mohammed's 
progeny always secured a following among his co-re- 
ligionists in Asia or Africa. As usual, the Arabs have 
vented this chief grievance of theirs in English ears. 
They found ready sympathy among British officials no 
less than among the leaders of their faith in Egypt or 
India. The complete severance of the Mohammedan 
caliphate from the Turkish suXanate will, therefore, be 
a probable result of Franco-British success in the present 
war. The re-establishment of the Prophet’s family in its 
hereditary right and capital will have the advantage of 
providing Islam with a geographical center at the very 
point of its birth.” 





PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

Col. Frederick W. Sibley, 14th U.S. Cav., who has 
been appointed brigadier general, holds the record among 
officers on the active list for continuous service in the 
Army. General Sibley, who was the ninth senior colonel 
of Cavalry at the time of his appointment, has a fine 
record of service, which we noted very fully in our issue 
of June 10, 1916, page 1321. 


Lieut. Col. Allen W. Gullion (Capt., U.S. Inf.) was 
on July 25 promoted to colonel and assumed command 
of the 2d Kentucky Infantry. This regiment, now 
stationed at Fort Thomas, Ky., has its full quota of 
officers and expects to go to the border as soon as the 
125 recruits needed to bring it to full strength are 
received. Colonel Guillion is a West Pointer, and holds 
the degree of A.B., Central University of Kentucky, and 
LL.B. from the same institution. 

Capt. William N. Haskell, ist U.S. Cav., has been 
appointed by Governor Whitman, of New York, colonel 
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of the 69th Infantry, N.G.N.Y., succeeding Col. Louis 
D. Conley, discharged the Service after being found 
physically unfit for military service. His appointment 
was recommended ‘by Brig. Gen. George R. Dycr and by 
Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, N.G.N.Y. Colonel Haskell 
has an excellent record as an all round officer. He was 
born in New York Aug. 13, 1878, and is a graduate 
of the U.S.M.A., class of 1901, when he was promoted 


in the Army secend lieutenant, 9th Cavalry. He is a 
distinguished graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School and a graduate of the Staff College. Hs was 


promoted first lieutenant, 4th Cavalry, in 1906; served 
a detail in the Signal Corps, and was assigned to the 
14th Cavalry in November, 1911. He was transferred 
to the 8th Cavalry in April, 1912, and to the Tth Cavalry 
in June, 1913. He was placed on the unassigned list in 
December, 1914, and was assigned to the Ist Cavalry 
in July, 1916, upon being promoted captain. FEarly in 
his service, while on duty at Fort Sheridan, Colonel 
Haskell was in command of Company E, 29th Infantry.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Lieut. Col. Eaton Albert Edwards, who died at South 
Milford, Nova Scotia, July 26, 1916, was born in Ireland 
July 5, 1845. At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
enlisted as a private in the 10th Connecticut Volunteers. 
Ile took part in several engagements as a member of 
Burnside’s expedition, and was wounded and left for 
dead at the battle of Kingston, N.C. During his con- 
valescence and later he was stationed at New York city, 
and during this time he graduated from Columbia Univer- 
sity in law and was admitted to the bar of New York 
state. While stationed at New York he was also a 
member of the famous 7th Regiment. He was appointed 
a hospital steward in the Army Aug. 26, 1864, and was 
appointed a second lieutenant, 25th U.S. Infantry, in 
June, 1880, and served at various posts on the Western 
frontier until the Spanish War. He was a captain in 
the 25th Infantry during this war and was seriously 
wounded at the battle of El Caney. Colonel Edwards 
was transferred to the 27th Infantry in August, 1902, 
and was promoted major, 23d Infantry, the following 
October. He was retired June 23, 1903, at his own 
request, after forty years’ service, while in command of 
Camp Vicars, Mindanao, P.I. He was advanced to lieu- 
tenant colonel on the retired list in 1904. Funeral 
services were held at St. Margaret’s Church, Washing- 
ten, D.C., July 29, 1916, and were followed by the inter- 
ment at Arlington with full military ceremonies. The 
pallbearers were Major Gen, Hugh L. Scott, Brig. Gen. 
Carroll A. Devol, Brig. Gen. Samuel Ovenshine, Lieut. 
Col. William F. sfartin, Major George P. Ahern and 
Mr. John S. Garland. He is survived by his widow, two 
sons, Asst. Paymr. E. C. Edwards, U.S.N., and Lieut. 
George W. Edwards, of the Pennsylvania Field Artillery, 
and two daughters, Mrs. B. L. Canaga, wife of Lieut. 
B. L. Canaga, U.S.N., and Mrs. Leroy Lewis, of Strat- 
ford, Conn. 

Lieut. Lewis B. Jones, U.S.N., retired, died at Wash- 
ington, D.C., July 30, 1916. He was born at New 
Hartford, N.Y., Nov. 27, 1872, and was appointed a 
naval eadet at the Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md., May 
21, 1890. He was promoted to ensign July 1, 1896, in 
which grade he served during the Spanish-American War 
on duty on the U.S.S. Newport from the beginning of 
the war in April, 1898, to Sept. 2, 1898; and at the 
Naval Proving Greund, Indian Head, Md., from Sept. 
16, 1898, to the close of the war. He was promoted to 
lieutenant (junior grade) July 1, 1899; to lieutenant 
Sept. 28, 1901, and was transferred to the retired list 
Nov. 30, 1906. 

Details of the death of Capt. Stanley W. Wood, 16th 
Canadian Scottish (late second lieutenant, 7th U.S. Inf., 
who resigned from the U.S. Army Dec. 22, 1914), killed 
June 13 at Ypres, Belgium. have been received in a 
letter from Major C. W. Peck, second in command, Ca- 
nadian Scottish. “Captain Wood,” says the letter, ‘died 
the death of a brave soldier in the heat of the charge, 
being killed by a machine gun after having gone through 
the German first line and on his way to the second line. 
Phe whole position was captured in a brilliant charge, 
after penetrating the terrific German artillery barrage. 
It was a very bloody action, however. Captain Wood's 
company was in the front line and maintained excellent 
order, reforming and charging in the most methodical 
way. Three of Captain Wood’s lieutenants were killed 
in the same charge; but one officer being left with his 
company. Captain Wood’s body lay some days on_ the 
battlefield, but was recovered and buried with Highland 
honors. He was a great loss to our regiment as he had 
hosts of friends. He had a good tactical head, was es- 
teemed as a commander, loved soldiering as a profession, 
and was bound to make his way into higher commands. 
We have lost a brave comrade, an able soldier, and a 
genial personality.” 

Franklin Stacey, son of Capt. Cromwell and Mrs. 
Stacey, U.S.A., died at Effingham, IIl., July 27, age eight 
years. The body was cremated at Graceland Cemetery, 
Chicago, on Saturday, July 29.

Ex-Lieut. George J. Mitchell, a graduate of the Naval

For con- 
spicuous bravery at Missionary Ridge General Brown 


received a Congressional medal of honor. 








GEN. D. D. WHEELER, U.S.A. 


Brig. Gen. Daniel D. Wheeler, U.S.A., retired, an offi- 
cer with a very notable record of service, died at Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., July 27, 1916. He was awarded the 
medal of honor by Congress for distinguished bravery 
in action at Salem Heights, Va., May 3, 1863, \.here he 
was wounded and had a horse shot under him. He also 
received the brevet rank of captain for gallant and meri- 
torious services in the battle of Salem Heights and Cold 
Harbor, Va.; brevet major of Volunteers for gallant and 
meritorious services in the campaign of 1864; and the 
brevet of licutenant colonel of Volunteers for faithful and 
meritorious services. He was honorably mentioned for 
his gallant conduct in a number of battles and engage- 
ments by Brig. Gen. W. T. H. Brooks in his reports, 
which appears in the Records of the Rebellion. 


General Wheeler was born in Vermont, July 12, 1841, 
and was commissioned a second lieutenant of the 4th 
Vermont Volunteer Infantry, Sept. 21, 1861, serving until 
Sept. 21, 1864, when he was honorably mustered out. He 
accepted the position as captain and A.A.G. of Volun- 
teers, Sept. 2%, 1864; was promoted major the following 
December, and lieutenant colonel in May, 5. He was 
honorably mustered eut in October, 1866. General 
Wheeler accepted a second lieutenancy in the ist U.S. 
Artillery, Oct. 31, 1866; was promoted captain and 
A.Q.M. in 1879; was promoted major and Q.M. in 1893; 
lieutenant colonel and D.Q.M.G. in 1898; colonel and 
A.Q.M.G. in 1902; and was appointed ‘brigadier general 
in August, 1903. During the war with Spain he served 
from May, 1898, until November, 1898, as lieutenant colo- 
nel and chief Q.M. of Volunteers. He was retired at his 
own request Aug. 16, 1903, after forty years’ service: 
General Wheeler was recommended for promotion during 
the Civil War by Gen. Emory Upton and Gen. L. A. 
Grant. 


The 4th Vermont Volunters, with which General 
Wheeler served, was a part of the Vermont brigade under 
General Brooks. which served in Gen. Y Smith’s 
division of the 6th Army Corps, Army of the Potomac. 
General Wheeler was engaged in the Virginia Peninsula 
campaign, taking part in the siege of Yorktown. He 
volunteered his services for the battle of Lee’s Mills and 
was promoted to first lieutenant for his work in that 
battle. He took part in the battle of Williamsburg, the 
action of Meadow Bridge, battle of Golding’s Farm, and 
other occasions incident to the investment of Richmond. 
He was engaged in the battles of Savage Station, White 
Oak Swamp, Malvern Hill, and other action of 
“Seven Days” campaign. He was in the second battle of 
Bull Run and in the Maryland campaign, being engaged 
in the action of Sugar Loaf Mountain and in the battles 
of Crampton’s Gap and Antietam. 

He took part in the march to Falmouth, and both 
Burnside’s and Hooker’s Rappahannock campaign, being 
engaged in the battles of Fredericksburg, the Mud March, 
Chancellorsville, and was with the advance of the 6th 
Corps at the Rappahannock River. He was in the action 
on the railroad leading from Fredericksburg to Richmond, 
the storming of Maryes Heights and the battle of Salem 
Heights, the first and second attacks and the capture of 
the Richmond and Petersburg Railroad, the action of 
Swift Creek, the battles of Drurys Bluff and Cold Har- 
bor, being wounded in the latter battle. General Wheeler 
was with the command that captured the defenses of 
Petersburg under General Smith; was engaged in the re- 
pulse of the assault of Fort Harrison and the assault of 
a lines on the Williamsburg and Nine Mile 
roads. 

General Wheeler took part in the Fort Fisher expe- 
dition and other occasions on the north side of the 
James River incidental to the capture of Richmond, and 
was engaged in the battle of Chapins Farm. He was 
A.A.G. of General Weitzel’s command, consisting of all 
the treops north of the Appomattox River during final 
operations against the insurgent army under Gen. R. E. 
Lee, and as such published the first order issued by a 
Union general in Richmond after its capture. After the 
Civil War General Wheeler served at Fort Monroe, Va., 
where he was graduated from the Artillery School; was 
on college duty; and was stationed at posts in Dakota 
and Arizona, and in other parts of the United States.

Col. H. J. Slocum, U.S.A., has accepted with soldierly 
reticence and resignation the unpleasant criticisms in- 
dulged in at his expense because of the attack made upon 
the United States troops under his command at Columbus, 
N.M., on the night of March 8 and 9. His vindication 
has come at last, as will be seen by reference to the re- 
port in another column of the investigation of the cir- 
cumstances of the raid which had such unpleasant con- 
sequences for Colonel Slocum. The matter is summed 
up in this statement of the Inspector General of the 
Army: “The fact that he was barred from sending patrols 
across the boundary line into Mexico deprived him of 
the only sure means of discovering the presence of ban- 
dits or others with hostile purpose in time to adequately 
protect his territory from sudden incursions by them. 
After the alarm was given by the sentinel the command 
appears to have assembled with commendable alertness 
and soon gained command of the situation, driving the 
Mexicans from the town and camp with a comparatively 
small loss (namely, seven men killed and five wounded), 
and inflicting considerable loss upon the Mexicans, which 
speaks well for the discipline of the command.” What- 
ever criticisms are suggested by this affair do not apply 
to Colonel Slocum or other officers of our Army, but to 
the civilian administration at Washington, against whose 
action in restricting the freedom of those guarding our 
border we have not ceased to protest.

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS, 


Changes 42, July 5, 1916, War D., anrounce changes in 
Pars. 110, 212, 721, 1042, 1043, 1111, 19©/, 1223, 1466, 1467 
and 1468, Army Regulations, and suds Par. 1111%. This 
new paragraph is as follows: 1111%. When transportation 
is issued to a soldier under conditions which require that the 
whole or any part of the cost of such transportation is to be 
charged against the soldier, the officer issuing the transporta- 
tion will report by letter, in duplicate, to the soldier’s im- 
mediate commander, through the disbursing officer designated 
to pay the account for rail or steamer transportation, giving 
the name, rank and organization of the soldier, the seria] num- 
bers of transportation requests issued, together with any ex- 
penditures for subsistence or other purposes that may have 
been incurred which should be charged against the soldier. 
The disbursing officers will forward these letters to the sol- 
dier’s immediate commander, indorsing thereon the actual 
amount that will be paid for rail, sleeping car or steamer 
transportation. On receipt of this information the command- 
ing officer will enter the charge against the soldier and return 
one copy of the letter immediately to the disbursing officer 
from whom received, stating thereon, by indorsement, the month 
and year of the pay rolls on which the charge has been or 
will be made. When transportation is issued under the pro- 
visions of Pars. 110 or 127, the officer issuing the request will 
take the action outlined above, and in the case of a soldier 
on furlough will, in addition, enter on the furlough a state- 
ment showing the transportation that has been furnished, 
(C.A.R., No. 42, July 5, 1916.) 


CIRCULAR 1, JULY 25, 1916, A.G.0., WAR DEPT, 
Publishes the extract of an Act of Congress, approved June 
83, 1916, authorizing the President, in his discretion, to utilize 
the services of postmasters of the second, third, and fourth 
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classes in procuring the enlistaznt sf recruits for the Army, 
and also gives the instructions relative thereto. An advance 
copy of this ¢ircular appeared in ‘our last issue, page 1553. 


CIR. 13, JUNE 16, 1916, OFFICE Q.M. GEN., U.S.A: 

_ This circular publishes regulations relating to the examina- 
tion of enlisted men io fill the new grade of -quartermaster 
sergeant, senior grade, and also quartermaster sergeant, ser- 
geant first class, and sergeant in the Quartermaster Corps. 
Examinations will be confined to enlisted men of the Army 
and to ¢ivilian employees in the service of the Quartermaster 
Corps continuously since Nov. 1, 1912, and who are between 
the ages of eighteen and forty-five years. Applications for per- 
mission to take the examination for appointment as Q.M. ser- 
geant, senior grade, and Q.M. sergeant must reach the office 
of. the Q.M. general not later.than Oct. 1 of each year. Ap- 
plications for permission to take educational examinations in 
the grade of sergeant by men stationed in the Philippines must 
reach the department Q.M. of that department not later than 
Jan. 1 of each year. Applications to take all other educa- 
tional examinations must reach the office of the Q.M. general 
not later than Jan. 1 of each year. ‘The circular gives full 
details relating to examinations of the severai grades, including 
the scope of the various educational: examinations, list of 
books suggested for study, ete. 

The circular also announces that Cir. 18, Office of the 
Q.M.G., dated July 27, 1915, is rescinded. 


G.O. 25, JULY 7, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. of which 
Major Charles Miller, Inf., was president and Capt. Clarence

Lieut. John S. McCleery, Inf. The charges were as follows:

Lieutenant McCleery was found guilty of the first and third 
charges. He.was found. not guilty of the second charge, but 
guilty of absence without leave, in violation of the 62d Article 
of War.” He was sentenced to be dismissed, to date from July 
7, 1916, President Wilson approving the dismissal. 


G.O. 26, JULY 18, 1916, WAR DEPT. 
The regulations published in G.O. 8, War D., Feb. 26, 1916, 
regarding the examination and appointment of persons in civil 
life to be second lieutenants in the Corps of Engineers, hav- 
ing been further amended, the order publishes the new regula- 
tions. G.O. 139, Oct. 10, 1911, G.O. 20, March 25, 1914, 
and G.O. 8, Feb. 26, 1916, War D., are rescinded. 


G.O, 27,“JULY 19, 1916, WAR-DEPT. 

I.—G.O. 11, War D., 1913, as amended by Par. III, G.O. 
4, War D., 1915, and Par. II, G.O, 47, War D., 1915, and 
the instructions contained in Bulletin 41, War D., 1915, rela- 
tive to the Army Reserve, are rescinded. The Regulations 
for the Regular Army Reserve, to be published. in pamphlet 
form (now in course of preparation), will, when issued, super- 
sede all former instructions on this subject. 

II.—Par. I, G.O. 35, War D., 1915, as amended by See. 1, 
Par. I, G.O. 5, War D., 1916; and by Par. VII, G.O. 21, War 
D., 1916, is further amended so as to increase from three 
to five the number of enlisted men at Seward, Alaska, on duty 
with the Washington-Alaska Military Cable and Telegraph Sys- 
tem, fer whom commutation of quarters is authorized. 

III.—The following instructions will govern appointment to 
new higher enlisted grades in the Corps of Engineers author- 
ized by the act approved June 3, 1916: 


MASTER ENGINEERS. 


1. Master engineers, junior and senior grade, will be ap- 
pointed (a) from the enlisted men of the.Corps of. Engineers 
belonging to the regiment or mounted battalion in which va- 
cancies may exist, or (b) from men who have served.in the 
Corps of Engineers and been honorably separated therefrom. 

2. Appointments will be made by the Chief of Engineers on 
recommendation of the regimental or mounted battalion com- 
mander. 

3. In addition to the general qualifications of an. Engineer 
soldier, master engineers shall have special qualifications for 
engineer work pertaining to one or more of the following posi- 
tions: 

Chief lithographer, chief photographer, chief draftsman (topo- 
graphical and mechanical), chief surveyor (plane surveying 
and expert topographer), foreman electrician and expert search- 
light operator, foreman carpenter, construction foréman (skilled 
in steel, conerete and timber construction), foreman machinist 
and engineman (skilled in operating steam and gasoline engines 


and motor driven vehicles), foreman blacksmith and wheel- 
wright. : 
4, The commanding officer of -each Engineer regiment or 


mounted battalion will at such times as may be necessary hold 
examinations of eligibles for these positions, which examiria- 
tions shall include: 

(a) Physical examination. 

(b) Examination in the general duties of an Engineer gol- 
dier. 

(c) Examinations in the specialties pertaining to the posi- 
tions in which vacancies are to be filled. 

5. The positions, among those mentioned in Par. 3 of this 
order, in which vacancies are to be filled, will be determined 
by the regimental commander in accordance with the prospective 
needs of his command, 

.6. The results of the examination, together with any written 
papers submitted by candidates, will be forwarded directly to 
the Chief of Engineers. 

7. Master engineers, senior and junior grade, may be reduced 
by the same agency that appointed them, but will not be re- 
duced as a method of punishment by court-martial. 

SERGEANTS, FIRST CLASS. 

8. Sergeants, first class, Corps of Engineers, will -be appointed 
by the regimental or mounted battalion commander, on recom- 
mendation of the company commander, 

9. The three sergeants, first class, authorized for each regi- 
mental company of Engineers are intended one for each two 
platoons and_ one for the mounted detachment. All sergeants, 
first class, should have a general knowledge of all engineer 
work and those of each regiment should include master ecar- 
penters, master mechanics, road foremen and expert demolition 
men, blacksmiths, riggers, boatmen, topographers and drafts- 
men.~ The sergeants, first class, of each mounted battalion 
should have similar qualifications.

I.—1. Coast Artillery officers and enlisted specialists will be 
assigned by name to coast defense commands, and coast de- 
fense commanders will assign them to particular duties. 

2. The number of Coast Artillery enlisted men, other than 
enlisted specialists, authorized for each coast defense command 
will be announced ina subsequent general order from the War 
Department. 

3. For artillery work, each coast defense commander will or- 
ganize his command into tactical units which will best adapt it 
to the authorized grouping of matériel. 

4. For purposes of administration each coast defense com- 
mander is authorized to subdivide the garrison of each fort 
of his command into such companies as may be convenient, 
having in mind the- special facilities offered in each case to 
barracks and quarters. The personnel of these companies may 
or may not be identical with that of existing companies. Their 
numerical designations will be serially separate for each fort, 
thus, 1st Company, Fort Warren; 2d Company, Fort Warren, 
ete. 

5.. Beginning July 1, 1916, coast defense commanders may 
rate qualified enlisted men as casemate electricians; observ- 
ers, first class; plotters; chief planters; coxswains; chief load- 
ers; observers, second class; gun commanders, and gun point- 
ers, provided the enlisted men are actually performing the 
duties for which rated (temporary absences not considered). 
The total number of ratings authorized for each coast. defense 
command will be announced in a subsequent general order 
from the War Department. 

The scope of the examination for coxswains will be the same 
as prescribed for chief planter in Par. 820, Coast Artillery 
Drill Regulations, 1914, except III (b), for which the follow- 
ing is substituted: ‘Theoretical and practical operation of the 
distribution box boat, involving a knowledge of the local navi- 
gation laws.” 

A new Coast Artillery band, the 15th, will be organized 
in the Coast Defenses of Southern New York.

8. The commanding general, Eastern Department, will cause 
the following transfers of detachments to be made, each detach- 
ment to be composed of 11 sergeants, 12 corporals, 2 cooks, 
2 mechanics,.

9. A final muster roll for each cld company of the Coast 
Artillery Corps, showing the new companies under the reorgani- 
zation to which the members are transferred, will »e furnished 
to ‘The Adjutant General’s Office. 

IIl.—In accordance with the provisions of the Act of Con- 
gress approved June 3, 1916, hereafter all enlisted men, at 
all times while in the active service of the United States in 
the Army, are prohibited from leaving their posts to engage 
in any pursuit, business or performance in civil life, for emolu- 


ment, hire or otherwise,; when the same shall interfere with 
the customary employment and regular engagement of local 
civilians in the. respective arts, trades or professions. Com- 


manding officers will instruct all officers and enlisted men 
of their respective commands accordingly, and will take the 
steps necessary to carry out the provisions of this order. 

JlI.—Par. II, Cir. No. 97, War D., 1908, is rescinded. 

IV.—The Signal Corps Laboratory, 1710 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, N.W., Washington, D.C., is announced-as a general sup- 
ply depot of the Signal Corps.

BULLETIN 16, JULY 13, 1916, SOUTHERN DEPT. 

The following instructions are published for the government 
of quartermasters and others concerned in the distribution of 
and accounting for subsistence supplies furnished for the use 
of troops in the field. These instructions. will be strictly fol- 
lewed with a view to insuring the proper handling of such 
stores by keeping as accurate an aecount as possible thereof 
from the time they are forwarded by the last accountable officer 
to destinations until they are received and disposed of by issue 
or sale to the troops for whose consumption they are intended 
The conditions of field service render it difficult to trace these 
stores and secure an accurate check of their final disposition, 
and it is incumbent upon officers, enlisted men and civilian 
employees to exercise the strictest vigilance that they are de- 
livered to the proper hands, and that receipts be taken from 
officers or duly authorized enlisted men for all’ stores entrusted 
to their care and supervision as servants of the Government 
whose interest it is their ‘sworn duty to subserve. 

Purchase Vouchers: All property purchased must be ac- 
counted for. In order to comply with the law all subsistence 
stores purchased by officers in advance of the base should be 
accounted for on the Fisld Return of Subsistence Stores 
(Q.M.C., Field Form, No. 1). The purchase voucher should 
show by certificate that ‘“‘The stores purchased thereon will be 
accounted for on the Field Return of ...:.. er reso. ” 
inserting the name of the officer who has taken up the stores 
purchased. Purchase vouchers should: state: the quantities pur- 
chased by the usual units. Vouchers have been rendered with 
statements of quantities such as “one lot of potatoes,’ “one 
sack of beans.’ Such vouehers should be stated in pounds, 
and if the exact number of pounds is not known, it can be 
estimated. ; 

Abstract of Issues (Voucher to Field Return): Abstracts 
heretofore rendered show nothing te indicate the number of 
rations they cover. Officers submitting such abstracts. must 
certify thercon that “The total number of rations issued on 
this abstract is ...... - 

Sales Stores: Sales Stores will always be transferred on 
regular invoices -and accounted for in the regular way. 

Way Bills and Transfer Slips (Q.M.C., Field Form, No. 2): 
Way bills delivered short must in all cases have the certificate 
on the back properly completed and signed. The cause of 
the shortage must be plainly stated. In case the shortage is 
due to an issue en route, a receipt must be attached to the 
way bill and signed by the representative of the organization 
to which the stores were delivered, the designation of the or- 
ganization to be stated in every case. Way bills showing 
losses in transit have been submitted without signature, lack- 
ing names of witnesses, and without the slightest information 
as to cause. These omissions indicate a reprehensible lack of 
diligence on the part of those concerned in the business of 
caring for and safeguarding the property of the Government. 
Such carelessness must inevitably result in waste of public 
furds and of property purchased therewith, and will also tend 
to endanger the assurance of prompt and adequate supply of 
the troops, inasmuch as the lack of strict supervision and rigid 
inquiry into losses en route is. likely to encourage dishonesty 
on the part of subordinates which would in a great measure 
be prevented by the certainty of thorough investigation of all 
losses and the consequent placing of responsibility therefor.

Although.the provision authorizing twelve retired Navy 
officers- to the active list will become a law when the 
Navat Appropriation bill is passed it is not probable that 
any of the officers will be nominated by the President for 
the active list. There are a number upon this list whom the 
Secretary of the Navy would be pleased to restore to the 
active list, but he thinks it would be unwise to open the 
question by recommending any of them. The President, 
it is known, will be guided by the recommendations of 
the Secretary. The Secretary is confirmed in this belief 
that if one is restored twenty or thirty will insist upon 
receiving the same treatment, the fact being that a number 
of officers were added to the list by amendments in the 
Senate; some of whom retired voluntarily. The pro- 
vision as originally reported covered only those who were 
retired by the Plucking Board. Those provided for in 
the bill include, among others, Commodore Ten Eyck De- 
Witt Veeder, Capts. Templin Morris Potts, John H. 
Gibbons, Frank Kinsey Hill, Armistead Rust, John Gard- 
ner Quimby, John Morris Ellicott, Frank W. Kellogg. 
Comdrs. Allen M. Cook, Emmett R. Pollock, George N. 
Hayward and Capt. Washington Irving Chambers, 
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LET THE REGULARS PROFIT, TOO. 

It is the ill fortune of the professional soldier the 
world over to be neglected by his compatriets in time 
of peace or when he is on some active service that 
allows little opportunity for newspaper-made heroics and 
only demands all there is in him of patience, fortitude, 
never-ending tact and watchfulness. Such.was the burden 
of our Army along the Mexican border from 1911 until 
the Villa raid on Columbus, N.M., drew the attention 
of the people of the United States to the fact that “the 
Regulars” actually were at work trying to make the 
lives of Americans along the border the safer for their 
presence. Then came the President’s call ou June 18 
for the mobilization of the National Guard organizations 
of the most populous portions of the country. And 
with the response of the Guard came an outpouring of 
sympathy and help for these men such as never was the 
portion of the poor Regulars. 

One of the first acts of injustice resulting from this 
mobilization of the National Guard was the amendment 
to the Army Appropriation bill introduced by Senator 
La Follette providing relief for the families of the enlisted 
men of the National Guard and providing an appro- 
priation of $2,000,000 for the purpose. Senator Cham- 
berlain then moved to have the amendment amended so 
as to include the families of the enlisted men of the 
Regular Army, the proposal as amended being adopted. 
It is perfectly plain from this action how little thought 
is given to the Regulars in Congress outside of a few of 
the members, and it is to the credit of Senator Chamber- 
lain that he had his amendment adopted. 

A correspondent calls our attention to the fact that 
the Senate has voted “foreign service pay” for the troops 
in the border states. Officers and men along the border 
are to be granted foreign service pay (if the Senate 
has its way) that is denied the troops in the Canal Zone, 
Hawaii and Porto Rico. If our own border states are 
to be considered “foreign soil” it would only be common 
justice to make the term, and all that goes with it in 
the way of increased pay, apply to our men in the Army 
who are serving in the Zone and in our two island 
possessions that are now regarded as part of the home- 
land, so far as extra pay is concerned. 

The ARMY AND NAvy’ JOURNAL does not object to the 
men of the National Guard getting any of these favors. 
All it asks, and demands, is that if they go to the Guard 
they should go to the Regulars, too. It is natural, in 
view of the fact that the officers and men of the National 
Guard have votes, that they should be looked upon with 
particular favor by Congress. ‘That is one of the things 
we have always foreseen in bringing the Guard into the 
Army of the United States. But if the spirit of justice 
dwells in the halls of Congress the fact that these men 
have votes should not make ther “favorite sons” of our 
Senators and Representatives. 

There is just one thing the Regular Army wins out 
of all the sturm und drang raised by the mobilization of 
the National Guard. That is, that Congress has been 
made te realize, as never before apparently, just how 
hard a life it is that our professional soldiers lead, what 
sacrifices they are called upon to make, what hardships 
they have to endure. Out of this knowledge must grow 
a respect for the officers and men of the U.S. Army that 
cannot be said to have been their portion for many years 
among our lawmakers in Washington. And it is to be 
hoped that something of this feeling has been impressed 
upon all the people of the United States. For their 
indifference to the Regular Army has been the chief cause 
of the neglect it has suffered for so many years and out 
of which it is only now emerging into what seems to be a 
more glorious day.

PATRIOTS WHO PAY. 


One of the many engines of warfare developed by the 
great conflict in Europe into a weapon of surprising 
potentiality is that omnipresent type of craft generally 
styled “power boat.” What was heretofore used purely 
for pleasure afloat has been turned by the British, with 
their supreme genius for nautical enterprise, into a 
machine for fighting the submarine along the eastern 
coast of England and as gunboats on Lake Tanganyika 
in Africa. ‘The power boats have been used in large 
numbers in British home waters to fight the German 
submarine, depending on two things: their speed and 
the small guns mounted on their forward decks. With 
their customary secrecy the British have not revealed 
any details about’ these craft, but that they have been 
extremely useful in fighting the submarines there seems 
to be no doubt. There is less doubt about the two power 
boats that drove the Germans off the waters of Lake 
Tanganyika, for their exploits have been fully reported, 
and even photographs of them have been reproduced 
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here with good sized guns, for such small craft, mounted 
forward. 

The recital of these facts,- proving the military use- 
fulness of a type of craft that is likely to play its part 
in our future naval affairs, is particularly timely just 
now, owing tothe fact that our Navy has taken the motor 
boat under its wing and has officially ordered two model 
craft that are to serve as standards hereafter for all 
yachtsmen who wish to join the Patrol Squadron. In 
the last issue of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL we 


. described. the: series of maneuvers carried out in June 


by the squadron of the 2d Naval District in the waters 
of Narragansett Bay. The praise given to the work of 
these volunteers by. Lieutenant. Puleston shows that the 
old love of the sea and of the U.S. Navy is deeply 
implanted in the hearts of Americans who ‘live’ along 
our seaboard. And that such men are likely to be of 
use to the Navy for patrol work in time of war is implied 
by the tenor of Lieutenant Puleston’s report. 

There will be presented an opportunity later in this 
month for the people of this country to learn in greater 
detail just: what work these amateur boat sailors are 
capable of; for on Aug. 29 the Patrol Squadron is to 
begin a two weeks’ maneuvers under the direction of 
the commandant of the 2d Naval District, Rear Admiral 
Knight. During the first week the boats of the patrol 
will work at practice drills in Narragansett Bay and 
Long Island Sound, and in the week from Sept. 5 to 12 
the squadron will join with the reserve vessels of the 
Atlantic Fleet which have been assigned to train civilians 
who volunteer to form the crews of ships of our Navy. 

There is one thing the volunteer yachtsmen forming 
this Patrol Squadron should be praised for, a thing that 
marks them as different from most of those who are 
interested in the preparedness movement. They are 
sufficiently interested to build their own craft at a cost 
ranging from $4,000 upwards, man them with* amateur 
crews, and, when necessary, pay the wages of a pro- 
fessional engineer, which is the case in two of the six 
boats forming the squadron in the 2d Naval District. 
Our National Guardsmen draw either an officer’s or a 
private’s pay from the Government when they are on 
duty; but these sailormen pay their own way, except 
that hereafter they will be supplied with gasoline and 
oil by the Navy Department when they are engaged in 
these maneuvers. Here is a small class of patriots who 
pay for the privilege of serving the country; and that 
is a thing so seldom done nowadays that we wish to 
offer these volunteer naval aids our compliments on their 
work and our best wishes for a happy cruise and a 
successful series of maneuvers. One of the greatest helps 
our Navy can have is the intelligent co-operation and 
interest of amateur boat sailors such as make up the 
Patrol Squadron. 
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THE SELECTION SCHEME FOR THE NAVY. 


After holding two sessions on the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill the conferees of the Senate and House adjourned 
to give the House conferees an opportunity to hold a 
hearing (which began on July 31) on the personnel 
provisions of the bill. The objéctions raised by the 
House members of the conference committee are to the 
number of officers in the higher grades created by 
the Senate bill and the selection features. There is deter- 
mined opposition to the proportion of officers in the 
higher grades fixed by the Senate bill. Some of the mem- 
bers of the House are very bitter in their criticisms 
of this feature of the Senate bill. Navy officers who 


- have appeared before the House conferees disagreed as 


to the selection feature of the Senate bill. All insisted 
that the personne! provisions should be rewritten, and 
this will be done before the conferees report. 

Rear Admiral Charles J. Badger and Rear Admiral 
Joseph R. Strauss are opposed to the principle of selec- 
tion. The support of selection was led by Rear Admiral 
Victor Blue, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation; Capt. 
Ridley McLean, Judge Advocate General, and Chief 
Constructor David W. Taylor. Practically all the offi- 
cers, with the exception of Admirals Badger and Strauss, 
took the position that selection, if. it were carefully 
guarded and properly administered, would increase the 
efficiency of the Navy. Admiral Blue and Captain 
McLean declared that the Senate bill with some amend- 
ments would prove satisfactory. Among the other naval 
officers who appeared before the committee were Pay- 
master General Samuel McGowan, Chief of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts; Engineer-in-Chief Robert S. 
Griffin, Lieut. Comdr. Byron A. Long and Lieut. Byron 
McCandless. 

In the course of his testimony before the House com- 
mittee on Aug. 1.Admiral Strauss said that in his 
opinion if a poll of the naval Service were taken not 
more than twenty-five officers would be found in favor 
of the Senate’ amendment for selection. He said the 
Service took this stand because of fear that if the system 
of promotion by seniority was abolished political intrigue 
instead of conscientious service would govern promotions. 
He also referred to the fate of the “Plucking Board” 
and showed the evils of eliminating officers from the 
Service by the process of selection. He admitted, how- 
ever, that the efficiency of the Service depended upon 
the flow of promotion. 

The Admiral read a letter from Capt. William S. 
Sims, U.S.N., commander of the U.S.S. Nevada, in which 
Captain Sims said he was unalterably opposed to the 
system of promotion by selection. Then Representative 
Padgett read a statement by Captain Sims at the Naval 
Committee hearings last winter, in which Captain Sims 


appeared to favor the system, with limitations. The 
speaker started an animated discussion by first suggest- 
ing an amended substitute for the Senate provision. 
Then he suggested that even a better way was to 
amend existing law to provide that if an officer fails 
professionally in the statutory examination for promo- 
tion he may go on the retired list with pro rata pay 
according to his term of service, instead of the present 
scheme of absolute retirement with one year’s pay. He 
admitted that this would build up a big retired list. 
Admiral Badger said the strongest. argument against 
the selection system was that it would upset the whole 
naval Service by moving men up over other men and 
would create discontent and force men out of service, 
taking their grievances with them. If the selection 
system were adopted, however, he was in favor. of the 
age for grade retirement... Diseussing the percentage 


amendment ‘limiting officers to four per cent. of the~* 


enlisted personnel, Admiral Badger said that when the 
dreadnought Arizona is put into commission there will 
be a shortage of 339 officers. He said that he favored 
the adoption of the percentage system ultimately, but 
not now. The speaker added that he thought it might 
be feasible to apply the fixed percentage rule to all 
grades except the two lowest. He denied that the amend- 
ment would give the Navy an oversupply of flag officers. 
He said the fleet as authorized needs forty rear admirals 
and this estimate takes no acount of sickness or dis- 
ability. He was strongly opposed to creating the rank 
of rear admiral in the various staff corps. 

Mr. Padgett inquired if the permanent rank would 
not interfere with a man’s usefulness after he had retired 
from the position of bureau chief, and the witness 
asserted that probably would be the case. 

On Aug. 2 Lieutenant Commander Long and Lieu- 
tenant McCandless expressed the opinion that the worst 
thing that could happen to the younger officers in the 
Service would be the passage at this time of hasty and 
ill advised personnel legislation. Both officers strongly 
assented to the feature of personnel legislation inserted 
in the bill by the Senate which fixes the number of officers 
by a definite percentage of the entire enlisted personnel, 
but declared that the feature dealing with promotion by 
selection was dangerous. 

Captain. McLean declared that promotion by selection 
should apply to all officers in the line and staff corps 
down to and including the grade of lieutenant. He 
declared that the legislation under consideration was the 
most important that had been before Congress for years. 
Subject to two important essentials, the principle of 
selection, he said, was most important for the good of 
the naval Service. Those two essentials, or limitations, 
he said, were that the selection process should be divested 
completely of political influence and be made by the 
Service itself, to be based entirely upon the official 
reports of officers under whom a junior has served. 


NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


That there is no foundation for the claim of the little 
Navy men in Congress that the Senate bill provides for 
too many rear admirals was shown in the testimony of 
Rear Admiral Victor Blue, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. Admiral Blue called the attention of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs to the fact that there had 
not been an increase in the number of flag officers in the 
past nineteen years, although the strength of the Navy 
had been quadrupled in that time. In comparing the 
number of flag officers in the American Navy with those 
of the great Powers Admiral Blue showed that:.even with 
the increase in the Senate bill there will be a smaller per- 
centage of flag officers in our Navy. . Thé minimum pro- 
portion of flag officers for other navies. is.two. per cent. 
while the Senate: bill: provides for one’and one-half per 
cent. It was made plain by Admiral Blue’s testimony 
that if Congress refused to pass the Senate bill it would 
be rejecting the recommendation of the naval authorities 
of all the great Powers. The ships that were mobilized 
on July 1, 1916, according to figures submitted by Ad- 
miral Blue would require fifteen rear admirals for shore 
stations, and naval cost districts and twenty for sea 
duty.. This would make thirty-five rear admirals while 
the Navy at present has only nineteen including an addi- 
tional number. The Senate bill provides for thirty-two 
rear admirals of the line. In five or six years, at the 
present rate of growth of the Navy, there will be a need 
for forty-five rear admirals. The fleet itself will use 
more than is provided for in the Senate bill in the course 
of four or five years. 

Under the Senate provisions of the bill there will be 
eventually nineteen staff corps officers with flag rank. 
Immediately there will be seven officers in the Medical 
Corps with the rank of rear admiral, and in four or five 
years this number will reach ten. Four Pay Corps 
officers with rank of rear admiral will be created imme- 
diately by the Senate bill, and eventually there. will be 
five. The Construction Corps will eventually have. two 
and will be entitled to one upon the passage of. the bill. 
The Civil Engineer Corps will be entitled to one, and 
there will be a chaplain with the rank of rear. admiral. 
These provisions of the Personnel bill also are meeting 
with opposition in the conference committee. The staff 
corps under the percentage of flag officers provided in 
the Senate bill for the line is entitled to this number 
of officers with the rank of rear admiral. Naturally the 
staff is insisting upon the same recognition as the line 
and has some very staunch friends in Congress. A 





compromise proposition has been under consideration by . 


which the staff corps would be allowed as many captains 
as under the percentage plan they would otherwise 


be allotted rear admirals. - Under this plan they . would 
be entitled to their percentage. in the grade of captain 
instead of in rear admirals and captains.

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’ CIVILIAN INFLUENCE IN WAR. 

The civilian idea of war is that it is primarily a busi- 
ness of killing men. To the professional soldier that is 
a regrettable part of war that he spares as much as he 
can. No one would rejoice more over a bloodless victory 
than-would a professional commander of troops. And one 
of the greatest differences that marks the viewpoints as 
to war between the civilian and the men trained to arms 
lies in the fact that it is the civilian who first introduces 
into warfare any new ‘engine or.-deviee to make it more 
horrible: than’it could be at best, more hideous than any 
army man the world over likes to think of it. 

Army-and navy officers have always confined their in- 
ventive faculties to developing accepted military weapons. 
It is the civilian who conceives such things as asphyxiat- 
ing or flaming gasses into warfare. They were sug- 
gested to the officers of the Northern Army in the Civil 
War and were promptly rejected as being too repulsive 
for civilized warfare. The distinguished. French savant 
Joseph Reinach has written only recently that when the 
Germans first introduced “the abominable felony” of 
asphyxiating gas as a weapon of offense in April, 1915. 
the act necessarily released the Allies from the conven- 
tion signed at The Hague and “the chemistry of war 
was created.” He continues: “Several hundred English 
chemists set to work, coolly, resolutely, patiently. To 
those who saw them at work, they were the executioners 
of justice.” And “two hundred dead German soldiers in 
one row, dead from English gasses, tell the rest.” - It is 
thus the civilian influences war; it is thus the civilian 
makes war unutterably hideous; it is thus a civilian 
writes of it. Does the civilian writer we have quoted in 
the beginning of this protest deceive himself with the 
idea that military training can protect soldiers from 
weapons such as these? If so he is utterly mistaken and 
is spreading false doctrine abroad to the injury of the 
true military spirit. 
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It has become apparent that more time must be spent 
in the instruction of officers and men in the use of 
machine guns if these intricately constructed arms are 
to prove effective. After some bitter experiences in the 
European war officers and men of the British army 
are being given six months’ training before they are sent 
into the trenches with machine guns. This is in addition 
to the regular training for troops. With a view to a 
like training forty-five officers and 135 non-commissioned 
officers from the U.S. Army and National Guard are 
to be sent to Fort Sill for machine-gun instruction. 
Special attention will be given in all of the organizations 
throughout the Army to machine-gun work. An effort 
will be made to make the personnel of the machine-gun 
companies permanent, as it is generally conceded that 
it takes an expert to handle any type of machine gun. 
Members of the General Staff are being convinced from 
reports received from the Army that much of the machine 
gun trouble is due to inexperience of officers and men 
in handling the guns, a fact to which we have before 
called attention. Heretofore the personnel have been 
without instruction in the care and handling of machine 
guns, and the result is shown in the condition in which 
the guns are found. With such instruction as is now 
proposed men may be .had who will be able to correct 
the less serious of the injuries our machine guns have 
received during many years of neglect and abuse. Our 
officers should not be put at a disadvantage in the matter 
of_ the issue of ammunition for target practice instruc- 
tion with machine guns. The Germans allow 12,000 
rounds, or more than double what we understand to be 
our allowance. 
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One of the results of the mobilization of the National 
Guard will be the establishment of a system of general 
supply depots. In all probability there will be a general 
supply depot established for every division of the Militia. 
A board has been appointed by the Secretary of War to 
investigate the subject and make recommendations, which 
will probably be submitted in the next session of Con- 
gress. It includes Col. William H. Arthur, M.C.; Col. 
Edwin B. Babbitt, O.D.; Lieut. Col. Richmond McA. 
Schofield, Q.M.C.; Major William P. Jackson, I.G., and 
Capt. John L. De Witt, Q.M.C. This board will meet 
in Washington and submit a new plan for the supply of 
National Guard and volunteers when mustered into the 
service of the United States and mobilized. The plans 
are to be formulated as the result of delays in supply- 
ing needed equipment to the National Guard, incident 
to the call of the President made June 19 for its ser- 
vices. About two years ago the General Staff took up 
this subject and recommended such a system. The result 
was the establishment of an experimental general supply 
depot at Philadelphia. While the experience of supplying 
the Militia showed that the Philadelphia depot was too 
large and supplies were drawn from it for too large a 
territory, there is no doubt that the system of general 
supply depots is one that will eventually be adopted. 
It is proposed to store at each of these general supply 
depots sufficient material to furnish equipment for a 
division at war strength. This will include everything 
from the extra uniform for men to the matériel for an 
aero squadron to go with a division. By distributing 
the supplies at or near points of mobilization for a 
division troops can be equipped without the delay occa- 
sioned by shipping supplies halfway across the country, 
as was done during the recent mobilization. 
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THE SIXTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 


Three Service appropriation bills are now in confer- 
ence—the Naval bill, the Army bill and the Military 
Academy Dill. 

The Senate on July 27 passed S. 1691, for relief of 
Edward S. Farrow, as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the laws regulating appointments 
in the Army be, and they are hereby, suspended only for the 
purpose of this act. And the President is hereby authorized 
to nominate and, by and with the t of the S te, ap- 
point Edward 8. Farrew, late first lieutenant, 21st Regiment, 
U.S. Infantry, a first lieutenant of Infantry in the Army of 
the United States, and thereupon place him, the said Edward 
S. Farrow, upon the retired list of the Army with the rank, 
grade, pay. and allowances of first lieutenant, without regard 
te the number now authorized by law of said retired act. 

The Senate on July 29 considered and agreed to S. 
Res. 238, that the Secretary of War be directed to 
transmit to the Senate copies of all orders issued by his 
Department during the last three years directing the 
non-employment of or discriminating between citizens 
of the United States in connection with the work, 
activities and projects carried on by his Department. 

A Senate amendment carried by the Panama Canal 
bill (H.R. 15955), now in conference, would authorize 
the President to make rules and regulations touching 
the right of any person to enter any part of the Canal 
Zone: for detention of any person entering the Canal 
Zone in violation of such rules and regulations, and 
return of such person to the country whence he or she 
came, on the vessel bringing such person to the Canal 
Zone, or any other vessel belonging to the same owner 
or interest, and at the expense of such owner or interest ; 
and in addition to the punishment prescribed by this 
section for violation of any such rules and regulations, 
the authorities of the Canal Zone may withhold the 
clearance of such vessel from any port in the Canal Zone 
until any fine imposed and the cost of maintenance of 
such: person are paid. A penalty of $500 and/or im- 
prisonment is attached. Injury or attempt at injury or 
obstruction of the canal is made punishable by fine of 
$10,000 and/or twenty years’ imprisonment. If the act 
shall cause the death of any person within a year and 
a day thereafter the person so convicted shall be guilty 
of murder and shall be punished accordingly. 

The House on July 29 passed House Res. 323, direet- 
ing the Secretary of War, if not incompatible with _the 
public interest, to inform the Heuse of Representatives 
—First, How many troops of the Natienal Guard are 
now in the service of the United States in compliance 
with the President’s order of June 18, 1916? Second, 
what is the prescribed war strength for the organiza- 
tions called into the service of the United States by the 
above order? Third, have any organizations been 
accepted into the service of the United States whose 
strength fell short of the minimum prescribed prace 
strength? If so. was the minimum requirement waived 
by the President? 

The Secretary of War submits an estimate of appro- 
priation for the service of the fiscal year 1917 asking 
$12,000 to pay expenses of a board authorized to be 
appointed under the provisions of Section 12) of the act 
approved June 3, 1916, for investigation as to govern- 
ment manufacture of arms, etc 

The Secretary of War transiits a tentative draft of 
an item of legislation with the recommendation that the 
same be incorporated in the General Deficiency bill. He 
encloses a memorandum by the Chief of Staff, relative 
to a proposed change in the law granting leave of absence 
to employees of navy yards, gun factories, naval stations 
and arsenals, found in Volume 31, Statute at Large, 
page 746. As interpreted by the Comptroller each 
employee has thirty days’ leave the second year of his 
employment and fifteen days in and for each year after 
the second as long as he remains continuously employed. 
Such leave is not cumulative beyond the second year, 
and if not taken within the year is forfeited. The 
discretion vested in the head of the division as to when 
the leave may be granted cannot operate for any reason 
to deprive an employee of his leave within the year 
should he desire it. At the present time, at some of the 
ordnance establishments, due toe the stress of existing 
conditions, embarrassments would result from granting 
leaves due, yet if not granted the leave is forfeited 
under existing decisions. Lach employee has a separate 
leave year beginning annually on the recurrence of the 
date of his first employment. The fifteen days due each 
employee each service year must be taken by him within 
the year so fixed. It will be noted that the leave or 
service year for each employee is different, depending 
on the date of his first employment. No embarrassment 
has yet occurred frour this cause, as the employees have 
patriotically continued at their work and forfeited their 
leaves when necessary. To more satisfactorily provide 
for the situation referred to above a change in the present 
law is suggested, by which in time of emergency, with 
the approval of the head of the department concerned, 
leave due but which cannot be taken within the leave 
year without detriment to the Service may be taken later 
when more convenient. It is recommended that the 
following be inserted in the General Deficiency bill now 
under consideration: “That the leave without forfeiture 
of pay granted by law to each and every employee of 
the navy yards, gun factories, naval stations, and arsenals 
of the United States may, with the approval of the head 
of the department concerned, in the case of emergency, 
be taken after the service year in which it accumulated, 
at a time when the employee’s services can be more 
readily spared.” 





BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 6721, Mr. Taggart.—Authorizing the formation and or- 
ganization of volunteer motor-car reserve companies. For the 
purpose of arousing and encouraging a spirit of patriotism 
among American citizens that shall make them responsive to 
civic duty and responsibility, and with a view to placing at 
the disposal of the Government of the United States of 
America, in the event of an urgent need, such motor cars, 
motor trucks, and motorcycles as may be at the command of 
members, and for affording members the privilege of receiving 
military training, also for the purpose of creating sentiment 
for highway improvement for both commercial and military 
requirements, the authority and right is hereby granted the 
citizens of the United States of America whose names are 
subscribed hereto to form and organize an association to be 
known as the Volunteer Motor-Car Reserve Corps of the United 
States of America, to be composed of such units as the Sec- 
retary of War may prescribe, and this unit to be designated 
as Company A, Ist Regiment of the Ist Division. Said asso- 
ciation or organization to be formed along lines as determined 
upon by the War Department, and this charter being made 
perpetual unless subsequently revoked by Congress or sus- 
pended by the War Department for good and sufficient cause. 
* * Sec. 3. That the motor cars, motor trucks, or motor- 
eycles of said members having been dedicated to the service 
of the Government of the United States of America in the 


event of an urgent necessity, said property shall be, and is 


hereby, extended the same protection against theft, malicious 
damage, er destruction as is given property oe Gevenment 


of the United States of America. * * * . 5. That av- 
thority is granted by Congress to said organization, subject 
to approval by the Secretary of War, for delegating its charter 
rights to other organizations or associations of similar purpose 
and which have subscribed to and abide by its by-laws and 
other regulations, having authority to cancel or suspend such 
charters for good and valid reason. 

S. 6726, Mr. Tiilman.—To make it the duty of the com- 
mission created to direct the construction ef the Memorial 
Amphitheater at Arlingten, Va., assi by a board of officers 
of the Army and Navy, to make recommendations to Congress 
as to subjects for busts and tablets to be placed therein. 





H. Res. 327. Mr. Huddleston.—Suggesting that furloughs 
for an indefinite time be granted to such members of the 
National Guard who have been called into service of the 
United States and are now under arms as may apply for 
same. . 





H.R, 17191, Mr. Webb.—To authorize the seizure, detention, 
and condemnation of arms and munitions of war in the course 
of exportation or designed to be exported or used in violation 
of the laws of the United States, together with the vessels or 
vehicles in which the same are contained. 

H.R, 17201, Mr. Barkley.—Reinstating James B. Ray to his 
former rank and grade in the U.S. Army. 
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MEDICAL CORPS WORK ON THE BORDER. 


By way of reply to a circular from the American 
Committee for the Maintenance of the Border Hospital, 
Brownsville, Texas, which gave the impression that the 
U.S. Government was not taking adequate care of its 
troops on the border, Col. H. P. Birmingham, Acting 
Surgeon General, U.S.A., has sent the following 
memorandum to the Secretary of War. In making it 


public Secretary Baker wrote: “The hospital for which 
the appeal is made is a small private institution, very 
important to the sick civilian population of Brownsville 
and the nearby border, but it is in no sense needed for 
the soldiers, and no appeal of any kind is either 
authorized by the War Department or justified by the 
facts which seeks to collect from private sources funds 
for a hospital, for sanitation, er for any kind of supplies 
or care for either the soldiers of the Regular Army or 
those of the state Militia now in the service of the 
Federal Government.” 

Colonel Birmingham in his memorandum says: 

The Medical Department has supplied every need and re- 
quest from the Southern Department. In addition to the 
various small hospitals at minor posts along the border we 
have established base hospitals at Fort Sam Houston and Fort 
Bliss, Texas. Base hospitals have also been authorized and 
are now being completed, supplied with personnel and equip- 
ment, at Brownsville, Eagle Pass, Laredo, Nogales, and Fort 
Crockett. The hospital at Fort Crockett is not in precess of 
organization. Should it be necessary to establish this hospital. 
it will occupy the building of the post. In addition there are 
hospitals at Forts Huachuca, Clark, McIntosh, Columbus, Camp 
Douglas, Marfa, Del Rie and Deming. There are also seven 
field hospitals with the troops on the border, each with a 
capacity of 216 beds. This does not inelnde the field hospitals 
of the Organized Militia now on the border. Field hespitals, 
while mobile hospitals, are always available to take care of 
the sick with troops until they can be evacuated to base 
hospitals. The Government has expended large sums of money 
eonstructing new hospitals and increasing the bed capacity of 
the hospitals already built. The Seuthern Department has at 
its disposal, in addition to the money already expended on 
hospitals, $300,000 to be used at the discretion of the depart- 
ment commander. In addition the department has organized 
and is now having completed a hospital train for the trans- 
portation of the sick and wounded from the border stations to 
the base hospitals mentioned above. 

The Army at this time has established general hospitals at 
the Presidio ef San Francisco, Cal., with a maximum capacity 
of 953 beds; at the Army and Navy General Hospital, Hot 
Springs, Ark., 600 beds; and at Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Takoma Park, D.C., 320 beds. The department has completed 
plans for the establishment of general hospitals at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Ga.; Fort Sheridan, Ill.; Fort Douglas, Utah; Fort 
Oglethorpe, Ga.; and Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind., should 
conditions warrant. These hospitals will have a capacity of 
from 500 to 1,000 beds. Plans have been completed for dis- 
infecting trains in case it is necessary to enter Mexico, for 
the purpose of disinfecting clothing of the soldiers in order 
that they may be protected against typhus fever. All soldiers 
on the border have been vaccinated against smallpox and 
typhoid fever. Medical supplies are on hand safficient for the 
needs of the Army now in the field or under orders for the 

Attention is invited to the fact that for approximately 
five years the greater part of the Regular Army in the United 
States has been upon the Mexican border; the health condi- 
tions of the troops have at all times been excellent, and they 
have been and are now free from the usual camp diseases. 

I believe the best interests of the Government can be served 
by announcing through the press bureau that the Government 
is not at this time in need of such committees as the American 
Committee for the Maintenance of the Border Hospital, Browns- 
ville, Texas, and that appeals such as that filed by Mrs. 
Harriman convey a false impression and tend to create a 
feeling of insecurity and distrust in the minds of the people 
of the Gevernment’s ability to care for its soldiers. Contri- 
butions such as requested in the letter of Mrs. Harriman are 
absolutely unnecessary and the activities of such organizations 
shoald, especially at this time, be discouraged by the Gov- 
ernment.

FIGHT WITH MEXICAN BANDITS. 


Major General Funston, U.S.A., commanding the 
Southern Department, sent the following despatch to the 
War Department July 31, containing a brief report he 
had received from Brig. Gen. George Bell, jr., on a fight 
with Mexican bandits: “Fort Hancock, Texas, 8:30 a.m., 
July 31, commanding general, El Paso District, El Paso, 
Texas: Five Mexican bandits resisting arrest killed at 
5:30 am., one and one-half miles south of Sanchez 
Ranch. Pvt. John J. Twomey, Troop F, 8th Cav., and 
Robert Wood, Customs Inspector, killed. Sergt. Lewis 
Thompson, Troop F, 8th Cav., wounded. Sending full 
report by messenger on train leaving here 9:30 a.m.” 

A second report received at the War Department from 
General Funston said: 

Following received from General Bell: Following is report 
on shooting near Fort Hancock this a.m.: Commanding officer 
at Fort Hancock, on information from J. B. Bean, customs 
inspector, sent six men, Troop F, 8th Cav., Private Shean, 
H.C., and two Government inspectors, at 4:30 a.m., to arrest 
five armed Mexican bandits reported to have crossed river and 
in hiding on American side near the river, about one and one- 
half miles south of San-Ches Ranch, which is about five miles 
from Fort Hancock. The detachment surrounded the posse and 
waited under cover for about fifteen or twenty minutes, when 
an old Mexican, in whose house the bandits were hiding, came 





to the door. Mr. Bean went up to him and asked him if there 
were any bandits in the house and was told yes. Mr. Bean 
then told the old Mexican to make them come out. In a few 


minutes one Mexican came through the door and opened fire, 
killing Robert Woods, customs inspector, and was in turn killed 
by Private Shean, H:C, The fight then became general, and 
Mr. Bean went to the river and called across to a detachment 








from the Mexican garrison at Sanignacia, who were at that 
point looking for these bandits. The Mexicans sent over 8 
detachment of about eight men, under command ef an officer 
named Capt. Marcello Marrnyo, who joined our troops and 
helped then: in the fight, firing several rounds into the house. 
When the firing stopped the house was searched and three dead 
Mexicans were found, and in addition to Mr. Woods it was 
found that Private John T. Twomey, Troep F, 8th Cav., was 
killed and Sergeant Lewis Thompson was wounded twice in the 
shoulder and under the arm. A bloody trail was found tead- 
ing to the river and across inte the foothills, and the Mexi- 
cans took up this trail at once and are now following it. It 
is believed that twe Mexicans got away. Sergeant. Thompson 
is in the base hospital and the bodies of the dead are to be 
sent here by train as soon as possible. I wish to call atten- 
tion to the co-operation of the Mexican troops. Three bandits 
belonging to this band were captured yesterday by the Mexi- 
cans and are now en route to Juarez. 


THE MEXICAN COMMISSION. 


In reply to the proposal submitted by the Mexican 
government on July 12 to the State Department at 
Washington that the differences between the two coun- 
tries be adjusted by an international joint commission, 
Frank L. Polk, Acting Secretary of State, sent the 
following note, accepting the Mexican government's 
proposal, to the Mexican Amb dor-designate in Wash- 
ington on July 28: : ‘ 

“Mr. Secretary: I have the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of your Excellency’s note transmitted under date 
of July 12 by Lic. Eliseo Arredondo, your government's 
confidential agent in Washington, informing me that your 
Excellency has received instructions from the Citizen 
First Chief of the Constitutionalist Army charged with 
the executive power of the Union to propose that each 
of our governments name three commissioners, who shall 
hold conferences at some place to be mutually agreed 
upon and decide forthwith the question relating to the 
evacuation of the American forces now in Mexico, and 
to draw up and conclude a protocol or agreement ré& 
fries the reciprocal crossing of the frontier by tn 
orces of both countries, also to determine the eS re 

ity 











of the incursions to date, in order to fix the respon i 
therefor and definitely to settle the difficulties now 
pending or those which may arise between the two 
countries on account of the same or a similar reason; 
all of which shall be subject to the approval of both 
governments. 

“In reply I have the honor to state that I have laid 
your Excellency’s note before the President and have 
received his instructions to inform your Excellency that 
the Government of the United States is di to 
accept the proposal of the Mexican government in the 
same spirit of frank cordiality in which it is made. 
This Government believes, and suggests, however, that 
the powers of the proposed commission should be enla 
so that, if happily a solution satisfactory to both govern- 
ments of the question set forth in your Excellency’s 
communication may be reached, the commission may also 
consider such other matters the friendly arrangement of 
which would tend to improve the relations of the two 
countries; it being understood that such recommenda- 
tions as the commission may make shall not be binding 
age’ the respective governments until formally accepted 
y them. 

“Should this proposal be accepted by your Excellency’s 
government, I have the honor to state that this Govern- 
ment will proceed immediately to appoint its commis- 
sioners, and fix, after consultation with your Excellency’s 
government, the time and place and other details of 
the proposed conferences.” 

It was officially announced at the Mexican Foreign 
Office in Mexico City on Aug. 3 that Luis Cabrena, 
Ignacio Bonillas and Alberto Pani have been selected 
as the commissioners to negotiate with the United States 
commissioners regarding the questions at issue between 
Mexico and the United States. The commissioner will 
be headed by Sefior Cabrera and Juan B. Rogo will act 
as secretary. 


GENERAL BLISS AND BORDER GUARD. 


In addition to his previous reports on the National 
Guard camps along the border, Major Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, U.S.A., sent the following.despatch to the Secre- 
tary of War from El Paso on July 29: “Finished in- 
spection of the Pennsylvania division, four Infantry Regi- 
ments of Massachusetts and auxiliary troops of that state, 
two Infantry Regiments of Michigan, and the auxiliary 
troops from Rhode Island. These troops are comfortably 
sheltered and in an excellent state of health. A few cases 
of measles developed in two troops of 1st Pennsylvania 
Cavalry. These troops have been isolated and no spread 
of the disease is feared. comes are supplied hom ar- 
tesian wells of city water supply system which can fur- 
nish abundant quantity of excellent water. Sanitary 
condition of camps is excellent with the exception of tem- 

rary deficiency in bathing facilities a permanent 

trines in Pennsylvania division. The piping system for 
shower baths is in process of installation and the 
latrines were nearly compi.‘ed.. To obtain unity of com- 
mand and better training grounds the division comniander 
chose this camp site knowing its uncompleted condition 
in reference to another camp site, in which the cam 
facilities had been completed. Camp site of Pennsyl- 
vania division is an excellent one in dry weather, but 
is reported as liable to ke flooded in case of heavy rains. 
About three miles of road will have to be built to insure 
its supply. The division commander knew these condi- 
tions and decided to take the chance. Ration entirely 
satisfactory. General spirit of contentment as indicated 
in my previous telegrams.” 

In addition to this report General Bliss sent the 
following telegram on Aug. 1: “Finished inspection 
National Guard troops in district of Nogales this date. 
They consist of the brigade of California Infantry and 
auxiliary troops, two regiments Connecticut Infantry 
and auxiliary troops, one regiment Idaho Infantry and 
two squadrons of Cavalry from Utah. Health of com- 
mand varies from very good to excellent, the sick report 
varying from two point to less than one-half of one per 
cent. Regiments comfortably sheltered. Water supply 
excellent and sufficient for the number of troops now 
in camp at Nogales. The sanitary conditions are on 
the whole excellent. New screened kitchens and mess 
shelters were in process of erection in several of the 
organizations.”

In New York city the 7th Regiment was presented 
with nine trucks manufactured by the Federal Truck 
Company and purchased by the veterans of the regiment.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from the reports July 27-Aug. 3.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The battle of the Somme has entered upon its second 
month with the Allies still attacking a stubborn and 
resourceful, foe. ‘The undertaking has prospered both 
north and south of the river, but has nowhere as yet 
achieved the proportions of a great victory. Several 
villages and a number of wooded areas have been re- 
claimed from the invaders, but the Gernians still hold 
Bapaume and Peronne, the immediate objectives of the 
British and French, respectively. As no other im- 
portant attacks have developed elsewhere it is evident 
that there was no foundation for the hope expressed 
in London in the middle of July that the attack along 
the Somme was in reality only a diversion for the benefit 
of a great attack to be developed at some other point. 
If Bapaume and Peronne should both be taken during 
the summer without the Allied forces driving the Ger- 
mans further than the line through those towns, the 
effort, while glorious in the annals of battle, would be 
deeidedly disappointing as_a contribution toward the 
ending of the war. ‘the British lost 4,433 officers in 
the first three weeks of July—1,108 killed, 2,834 
wounded and 491 missing. The fighting of the fourth 
week must have added heavily to the casualties. 

On the morning of July 27 the British renewed the 
attack on Delville Wood. Machine guns and artillery 
had pounded the position all night, but in the morning 

.. the British report says there was the heaviest concentra- 
tion of shell fire ever directed against field fortifications 
in a given area. Preparing the way for the infantry on 

?a front of perhaps a thousand yards, about three shells a 

-;minute fell on every yard. The British had won nearly 

* all of Delville Wood on July 14, but the German counter- 
attacks resulted in the recapture of all except the 
southern edge. The wood is on the east side of the 
Longueval-Bapaume road and extends about three- 
quarters of a mile beyond the former town. The battle 
on the 27th gave all but about an acre at the northern 
end to the British. In addition after hard fighting 200 
yards of an important German trench was taken north 
of the Bazentin-la-Petit-Pozieres line in the direction of 
Martinpuich. A strong German effort wrested the whole 
trench from the British, but in subsequent fighting they 
once more took the southern end of the trench. 

The same day the British regained a portion of the 
northern part of the village of Longueval, and on July 
28 increased their advantage in the village. All of Del- 
ville Wood was occupied after a renewed struggle, in 
which three officers and 158 men of the 5th Brandenberg 
Division were made prisoners. ‘The report of July 29 
told of the repulse of two desperate German efforts to 
recapture Delville Wood and spoke of continued hand-to- 
hand fighting north and northeast of Pozieres and near 
Foureaux Wood, which is along the Longueval-Martin- 
puich road. On the 30th the British lost some ground 
in Foreaux Wood. In fighting east of Trones Wood, in 
which the British and the French co-operated, 25 
prisoners were taken. The French took a series of 
trenches varying from 300 to 800 meters in depth, reach- 
ing the outskirts of Maurepas, and capturing the wood 
north of Hem station, as well as the quarry north of 
the wood. The German report of this battle claims the 
Allies failed to gain and says twelve officers, 769 men 
and thirteen machine guns were captured. Later French 
reports say the Germans made sixteen distinct attacks 
against their lines between Hem Wood and the Somme. 
The railway station at Hem passed from hand to hand 
six times on Aug. 1, but at the end of the day was held 
by the French. That night they captured a_ fortified 
work between Hem Wood and Monacu Farm. In efforts 
to drive their success still farther the French made 
eight assaults near Maurepas, but all failed with severe 
losses. 

South of the Somme the French made a little progress 
east of Estrées and there has been a keen struggle on 
the outskirts of Soyecourt and the Germans repulsed 
an attack northeast of Barleux. Two German attacks 
on the French lines west of Vermandovillers were 
repulsed by rifle fire, and on the night of Aug. 1 the 
French won a trench northwest of -Deniecourt, on the 
Estrées-Ablaincourt road. German trench between 
Estrées and Belloy-en-Sauterre was captured with sixty 
prisoners. 

At Verdun there has been heavy fighting again after 
an interval of comparative quiet. East of the Meuse 
French night attacks in the region of Froid Terre and 
Fleury failed to make any progress. There has been 
hard fighting west of the Thiaumont work, culminating 
in a great attack on Aug. 1. Only a small. gain seenis 
to have been made by the Germans. Two German night 
attacks failed in attempts to take a redoubt in the 
ravine south of Fleury. ‘The French carried some 
trenches north of Chappelle-Sainte Fine. In an attack 
on Aug. 1 a strong German force made some progress 
south of Vaux Fort and gained ground in Le Chapitre 
Wood and at Chenoic, both places on roads which a mile 
further south pass the right and left flanks of Fort 
Souville. This advance extended also to la Laufée Wood 
(east of Chenois), and the German report announces 
nineteen officers, 923 unwounded men and fourteen 
machine guns were captured. 

West of the Meuse German attacks on Hill 304 
failed to gain. On Aug. 2 the French attacked in echelon 
formation on a three-mile front from Vachereauville as 
far as Fleury. Several trenches were captured with 600 
prisoners and ten machine guns. counter-attack in 
the woods east of Vachereauville was repulsed with 


grenades. 

On the left bank of the Meuse the French lines south 
of Le Mort Homme were bombarded with shells of large 
ealiber on Aug. 2. 

On the Ypres-Pilken road a German detachment 
entered the British trenches, but later was expelled. 

In the district of Neuve-Chappelle a German patrol 
captured two machine guns, three officers and twenty- 
seven men. 

Battles in the air are being constantly fought, es- 
pecially in the Somme region. Both sides are losing 
many airmen and aeroplanes in the efforts to accomplish 
or prevent reconnaissance in the rear of the battle 
fronts. There have been a number of Zeppelin raids on 
England within the week, and as usual the great airships 
appear to have escaped after dropping many bombs. 
In the early morning hours of Aug. 3 six or seven Zep- 
pelins attacked the eastern counties. A large number 
of anti-aircraft guns were in action, and it is thought 
that one of the raiders gave evidence of having been 
damaged when seen -traveling seaward after the raid. 
This age the fourth raid upon the English coast within 
a week. 

In Champagne there has been a great deal of activity 
on both sides. On July 27 a strong German attack on 
a front of 1,200 meters west of Prosnes penctrated the 


French first line trenches, but the positions were imme- 
diately retaken. Russians reconnoitering at Auberive 
attacked a trench with hand grenades and took some 
prisoners. 

In the Argonne a French attack failed near Vieune-le- 
Chateau and the Germans captured fifty prisoners. 

‘In the Vosges, south of St. Marie Pass, a German 
attack reached into French trenches, but the position 
was retaken in a counter-attack with the bayonet. 


THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR, 


The main force of the Russian offensive has continued 
to be exerted in the region skirting the northern confines 
of Galicia from Brody to the northward into Volhynia as 
far as Kovel. The attack upon Brody was preceded by 
hard battles at Radzivilloff and south of Leszneow, which 
compelled the Austrians once more to retreat, although 
in a partial success at the latter place they captured 
1,000 Russians. Brody was captured July 28, thus 
giving the Russians another important railroad base in 
northeast Galicia. The town is fifty-eight miles from 
Lemberg. 

Along the Dniester a. Cossack division captured 
Izerzany, southeast of Stanislau. South of the great 
river the Russians were halted by.the Austrian second 
line east of Tlumach. In southeastern Galicia heavy 
fighting has been in progress in the region of Kolomea 
and Buezacz, but the Austrian lines are holding. 

West of Lutsk, in Volhynia, in an important victory 
on July 27 the Russians captured 651 officers ,including 
two generals, and over 30,000 men, with a number of 
cannon and machine guns. General von Linsengen’s 
lines northeast of Sviniusky were penetrated, but the 
Germans counter-attacked strongly in the effert to halt 
this new onslaught toward Sokal. 

Northwest of Lutsk a Russian success at Tristyn 
compelled the Germans to retreat to the west side of 
the Stokhod. Following up this success smartly the 
Russians fought their way across the river and are 
strongly threatening the German base at Kovel. This 
city is menaced by the columns attacking from the east 
and is also menaced by a force which reached the 
Viadimir road south of Kiselin. In the fighting along 
the Stokhod the entire 31st Honved Austrian regiment 
was captured. The Russians, having crossed the Stokhod 
near Stobychva, thirty miles northeast of Kovel, were 
defeated in a counter-attack, losing nine officers and 
1,880 men, who were captured. The Germans made 
extensive use of sunken barb wire entanglements in the 
river. On Aug. 1 several Russian attacks northeast of 
the Kovel-Rovno railway broke down completely under 
the German curtain of fire. 

The Austrian statement of prisoners taken in July 
claims that ninety Russian officers and 18,000 men were 
taken south of the Pripet during the month. 

Fresh German divisions are being hurried into the 
region of the Stokhod River to stem the dangerous Rus- 
sian advance in this sector. The indications point to 
the probability that the Germans will eventually be 
compelled to fall back to' Brest Litovsk-Cholm and the 
Bug River line. 

In the Baranovitchi sector the Russians continue to 
attack, but without success, the strongly defended Ger- 
man fortifications. 


Russian attacks against the German canal position * 


west of Logischin and near Nobel, southwest of Pinsk, 
were repulsed. 

The widely heralded attack ten days ago against von 
Hindenburg’s lines near the Gulf of Riga had no sequel 
in any further developments since. The news from 
Petrograd which alleged that a duplication of Brussiloff’s 
campaign was opening in the far north was a hope, but 
not a fact. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg has been appointed 
commander-in-chief of all forces on the eastern front. 


THE SOUTHERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The fighting during the last week in July was in- 
creasingly severe, and it is apparent that such advances 
as were won by the Italian troops were achieved at the 
cost of heavy losses. The Austrian artillery has been 
particularly active in the Asiago basin, the Upper Boite 
and Degano Valley. On the Tonezza Plateau (north of 
Arsiero) the Austrians stubbornly resisted the Italian 
advance north of Monte Cimone, where General Cadorna’s 
men are slowly pressing the invaders back -toward the 
frontier. The Italians successfully resisted strong 
attacks in this sector on July 31. 

Austrian batteries shelled Arsiero. In the Travignola 
Valley the Italians occupied the village of Panevggio. 

On the night of July 30 the Austrians made a strong 
attack on Italian positions at Zugna, in the Adige 
Valley, but were repulsed. In the Rienz Valley an 
Austrian attack at Monte Piano failed. 

In the Tofana region Austrian attacks against Forcella 
Wood were defeated. On the Isonzo front the Austrians 
shelled villages west of Gorizia. 


THE MORE REMOTE THEATERS OF WAR. 


In Armenia it is apparent that the important Turkish 
base at Erzingan was captured without a battle. Turkish 
reports claim that most of the military stores and all 
of the garrison were successfully withdrawn before the 
encircling columns of the Grand Duke’s army had com- 
pleted the investment of the town. In addition to 
~Erzingan the Russians are in Baiburt and Gumusk- 
haneh and are advancing toward Sivas, west of Erzingan. 
The Turks recaptured Mount Antuck, twelve miles 
southwest of Mush. 

Russian attacks southeast of Baschkeny were repulsed 
with a loss of 1,000 killed. 

In the Balkans there has been some skirmishing be- 
tween Serbs and Bulgars at Kopil and north of Vodena. 
Advices from Sofia say the Serbs attacked with a divi- 
sion the heights north of the village of Pojar, but were 
driven back with considerable loss. 

In Arabia the Turkish town and fort of Yembo have 
been taken by an Arab force. Yembo is the Red Sea 
port of Medina. The Grand Sherif of Mecca, who 
revolted in June, has now defeated Turkish garrisons 
at Mecca, Jeddah and Yembo. 

In Egypt the Turks claim the advantage in patrol 
skirmishes near Katia, east of the Suez Canal. British 
reports say 12,000 Turks advanced along the ancient 
caravan route from El Arish, a hundred miles east of 
the canal, to a ridge nine miles from Romani, where they 
were halted by British troops. The Turks marched at 
night and by day lay in hollows covered by palm leaves 
to elude the air scouts. 

In German East Africa Brigadier General Northey’s 
British column drove a German detachment out of posi- 
tions astride the Neu Langenburg-Irangi road at Malan- 
goli. After several unsuccessful counter-attacks the 
Germans retreated toward Irangi, abandoning a howitzer 
and two machine guns. A number of the surviving 
members of the crew of the German cruiser Kénigsberg 
form a part of the German forces in this region. 

In Persia the Turks are in pursuit of Russians driven 
from Revanduz. Russians are retreating under pressure 
from Saking, where they suffered a defeat.

QUARTERS AND BARRACKS IN CANAL ZONE. 


Plans are being prepared by the Quartermaster Corps 
for the expenditure of $2,110,000 for quarters and bar- 
racks in the Canal Zone. For quarters for the new 33d 
Regiment of Infantry and the new company of Engi- 
neers, $110,000 is to be expended; the remainder on con- 
crete ‘and frame structures for the Coast Artillery troops 
now stationed in the Zone. Among the buildings planned 
are quarters and barracks for the Coast Artillery troops 
at Fort Grant, Fort Sherman, Fort De Lesseps and 
coast defense headquarters at Fort Randolph and Fort 
Sherman. At Fort Grant six sets of bachelor quarters 
for lieutenants costing $30,000 are to be built with bar- 
racks for bands at an estimated cost of $12,000. 

Other plans and their estimated costs include modifi- 

cation headquarters building, $6,500; resurfacing road 
from Balboa to Fort Amador, $12,000; barracks for 100 
men, $80,300; special barracks, -$50,000; field officers’ 
quarters, $92,000 ; captains’ quarters (two sets), $37,000; 
lieutenants’ quarters (four sets), $51,000; non-commis- 
sioned officers’ quarters (four sets), $32,000; band stand 
and flag pole, $6,000; municipal engineering works, 
$28,000 ; extension electric lighting system, $4,000; fill- 
ing ravines, $60,000; fill at Naos to provide for space for 
road, $17,000. 
_ The plans for Fort Sherman with the estimates 
include: Headquarters building, $100,000; barracks, 
$112,000; field officers’ quarters (three sets), $66,000; 
captains’ quarters (two sets), $44,000; lieutenant’s quar- 
ters (four sets), $58,000; non-commissioned officers’ 
quarters, $3,500; municipal engineering works, $65,000; 
electrical work under ground, $17,500; Coast Defense 
headquarters building and storehouse combined, $60,000; 
colonels’ quarters, $19,000; field officers’ quarters, 
$17,500 ; captains’ quarters (two sets), $38,000; non- 
commissioned officers’ quarters (four sets), $30, " 
municipal engineering works, $5,000; electrical work 
(clearing site and contingencies), $50,000. 

At Fort Sherman there will also be additional buildings 
for three companies. The barracks for the men will cost, 
it is estimated, $168,000; field officers’ quarters (two 
sets), $24,000; captains’ quarters (two sets), $19,200; 
lieutenants’ quarters (four sets). $28,800; bachelor lieu- 
tenants’ quarters (six sets), $18,600; non-commissioned 
officers’ quarters (four sets), $15,400; barracks for band 
and flag pole, $3,300; guard house picket, $500; water 
main from Gatun, $70,000; municipal cngineering, 
$15,000; electrical work extension, $1,000. 

At Fort Randolph the plans and estimates include 
frame barracks for two companies, $30,000; field officers’ 
frame quarters, $10,500; captains’ quarters (two sets of 
frame), $16,500; bachelor lieutenants’ quarters (six 
sets of frame), $16,500; non-commissioned officers’ quar- 
ters (four sets of frame), $6,500; railroad station, $1,750; 
municipal engineering works, $10,000; new water main 
from Mt. Hope, $28,000; and new road from Mt. Hope, 
$74,000. At Fort De Lesseps the improvements will in- 
clude Cristobal barracks (concrete), $37,500; quarters 
for captain and two lieutenants, $25, ; ‘non-commis- 
sioned officers’ quarters (four sets), $16,750; municipal 
engineering work, $2,000. 


MILITARY TRANSPORT PLANS. 


Another meeting was held this week at the War Col- 
lege in Washington’ to discuss plans for mobilization of 
troops and supplies in time of war, particularly so far 
as civilian organizations are concerned. Major Palmer 
E. Pierce, of the General Staff Corps, presided at the 
meeting, Lieut. Col. Chauncey B. Baker being present to 
represent the Quartermaster General’s office. Representa- 
tives of the Naval Consulting Board, the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, the Society of Automobile 
Engineers and the American Automobile Association 
committees were in attendance. 


Information is being collected as to just how many 
government departments need a large motor truck equip- 
ment, in order that suitable specifications can be de- 
veloped for each type of truck required. The Truck 
Standards Division as well as other divisions of the 
standards committee of the Society of Automobile Engi- 
neers will, as.in the past, take a leading part in this 
work. Serious attempt will be made to develop specifica- 
tions of proper length, that is neither too long nor too 
short, covering adequately the requirements of the Gov- 
ernment, which it is felt will eventually harmonize to a 
greater extent than has been expected heretofore with the 
needs of private users of commercial motor vehicles. 
Some well qualified experts feel that within two or three 
years the commercial product will approximate what, ac- 
cording to the best opinion, will be suitable for operation 
in all except special cases of Government service. This 
is undoubtedly the best line of procedure as it is not 
likely that a subsidy plan will be established in this coun- 
try in connection with truck manufacture. Both the 
truck manufacturers and the Government want to im- 
prove the current truck specifications. 

It is agreed that the tests to which trucks have been 
subjected on or near the Mexican border are the most 
severe that have been had in any part of the world. The 
conditions of service have been abnormal in that the lines 
of communication have been maintained without the use 
of railroads. The performance of some of the trucke 
has been wonderfully good, but there is room for further 
beneficial specification in various respects. The neces- 
sary engineering study is now being made, many of the 
S.A.E. members going to the Mexican border, to view at 
first hand the unusual conditions of weather, sandy grit 
and alkali encountered. The development of suitable 
tractor types of motor vehicle will also be given attention. 
Suitable types of armored cars for use by the Ordnance 
Department as well as types meeting the needs of the 
Engineers, the Signal and the Artillery Corps will be 
developed. 

Regulations are being prepared for use in the or- 
ganization of officers and enlisted men of the Reserve 
Corps recently authorized by Act of Congress. There 
will be a mobilization of the reserve organizations of a 
fortnight’s duration each year. Reserve Corps officers 
will be appointed in sufficient number to make possible 
the assembly of trops at local points and transporting 
them to strategical points. 

Mr. Wilson, of the American Automobile Association, 
announced that over ninety per cent. of the millions of 
American pleasure car owners would very willingly and 
quickly tender the use of their vehicles under any suit- 
able plan of mobilization. This will make possible im- 
mediate transportation preparedness which would be 
wanted in case of emergency. It is stated that in many 
districts large bodies of troops can be mobilized by motor 
cars before the railroads operating in the respective dis- 
tricts can get sufficient cars ready to transport them. 
Demonstrations which have been made repeatedly show 
that troops can be moved by automobile faster than by 
rail. Emphasis was again placed upon the vital impor- 
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tance of good roads. It was pointed out that $225,000,- 
000 was spent on good roads in this country last year, 
and that in some of our territory we now have the best 
road systems in the world. The location and construction 
of roads and bridges are being given due consideration 
from the military standpoint. This is in conformity with 
the plan that advantage will be taken of all the technical 
activities of the country. 
COLT MACHINE GUN TEST. 

Following are the conclusions of the board which 
tested the Colt gun under S.O. No. 161, W.D., July 12, 
1916: “Considering the performance of the Colt gun in 
this test as compared with the performance of the Lewis 
gun chambered for the British Mark VII. ammunition, 
reported on by this board under date of April 15, 1916, 
the board finds that the Colt gun as submitted is superior 
to the Lewis gun for general service use. The Colt 
showed considerably greater reliability than the Lewis 
gun. The board finds, however, that for particular use 
in aeroplanes the lighter Lewis gun, with its self- 
contained magazine, is superior to the Colt gun in spite 
of the former's greater liability to malfunction. A table 
with the report shows in summary the data upon which 
this opinion is based. Endurance test, 15,000 rounds. 

“The time of firing, excluding the cooling, cleaning 
and repairing of the Colt gun, was 50 minutes and 47 
seconds; Lewis, gun, 2 hours 3 minutes. The number of 
jams and malfunctions of the Colt gun was six; Lewis 
gun, 314. Number of broken parts of Colt gun was 
three (the gas lever pin was broken, but the breakage 
did not affect the firing) ; Lewis gun, eight. The number 
of parts not broken but replaced in the Celt gun was 
one; Lewis gun, five.” 

The board has been ordered to reassemble for the pur- 
pose of making comparative tests of the Lewis, the Benét- 
Mercier and the Colt automatic machine guns. The 

avage Company has been asked to submit a Lewis gun 
which will use American ammunition.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


An order has been issued by the Navy Department 
reducing the sentence of Lieut. (J.G.) Herbert A. Jones, 
U.S.N., who was tried by G.C.M. last winter for the loss 
of a battle signal code book from the torpedoboat 
destroyer Hull, from a reduction of 100 files in grade 
to the loss of ten files. No mention was made in the 
order to the case of Ensign Robert D. Kirkpatrick, 
U.S.N., who was also sentenced to the loss of 100 files 
for the same offense. The latter, at the time of trial, 
assumed all responsibility for the loss of the book. 
Lieutenant Jones declared at the trial that he did_not 
know the signal books had been removed from the locker 
by Ensign Kirkpatrick. 

The trial by G.C.M. at Charleston, S.C., of Lieut. 
W. S. Nicholas, U.S.N., commander of the destroyer 
Terry, which struck a submerged object and sank June 
10 in Santo Domingo waters, closed on Aug. 3. Comdr. 
Harris Laning, commanding the Reserve Torpedo 
Flotilla of the Atlantic Fleet, testified that the mooring 
buoy near the point where the Terry struck was “mis- 
leading by about 150 feet.” He paid a high tribute to 
Lieutenant Nicholas as an officer, and said he was an 
“admirable navigator.” Naval Constr. Henry Williams 
said an examination showed the destroyer did not strike 
a reef. The defense had claimed she had struck a 
submerged wreck. L. Holloway, wireless operator on 
the Terry, stated the warning from the gunboat Sacra- 
mento came a minute too late to save the destroyer. 

Under the direction of Comdr. John K. Robison, U.S.N., 
in charge of the torpedo station at Newport, R.I., a test 
was made on Aug. 3 of firing of two loaded torpedoes in 
Narragansett Bay with war heads. The object of the 
experiment was to determine the exactness of explosion 
in a new type of missile, the construction of which is 
being kept secret. The two torpedoes were launched from 
the station and exploded after a run of two miles, be- 
tween Gould Island and Jamestown. The experiment, it 
is understood, was satisfactory. 

The L-10 was placed in commission at the navy 
Boston, Aug. 2, 1916. 

The L-11 has been ordered placed in commission at 
Boston upon delivers. 

The Army transport Kilpatrick, running between New 
York and the Canal Zone, is in need of repairs, and her 
»lace will probably be taken by the Sumner for two or 
isree months while the repairs are being made. 


DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 

Lieut. Boyce K. Muir (J.G.), U.S.N., was placed on 
the retired list July 19, 1915, but was not officially noti- 
fied of the fact until July 27. The Comptroller decides 
that his pay on the active list ceased at the date of his 
retirement, July 19, 1915. 

In reply to an inquiry from the Secretary of War the 
Comptroller decides as follows: “Sec. 24 of the National 
Defense Act of June 3, 1916 (Public No. 85, 64th Con-

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the Army may be employed on active duty in the dis- 
cretion of the President, and when so employed they 


shall receive the- rank. pay and allowances of the grade, 
not above that of major, that he would have attained ia 
due course of promotion, if he had remained on the active 
list for a period beyond the date of his retirement equal 
to the total amount of time during which he has been de- 
tailed on active duty since bis retirement.’ 

“The apparent purpose of the Act of June 3, 1916, is 
to provide only for the promotion of certain grades of 
officers on the retired list of the Army. who have been 
or shall be detailed on active duty, and to give them the 
rank, pay and allowances of the higher grade. The pro- 
vision is that if they have been or shall be detailed on 
active duty since their retirement for a periok of time 
which, if they had remained on the active list of the 
Army, would have entitled them to promotion in due 
course to a grade not above that of major, they shall be 
entitled to the rank, pay and allowances of such higher 
grade. The Act of June 3, 1916, makes no mention of 
longevity increase of pay. The Act of March 2, 1903, 
provides that officers thereafter retired, except those re- 
tired on account of wounds received in battle, shall not 
be allowed or paid any further increase of longevity pay 
above that which had accrued at date of their retire- 
ment. The Act of June 3, 1916, does not expressly or 
by necessary implication repeal or modify any part of 
the Act of March 2, 1903, and as the latter act expressly 
provides that time after retirement shall not be counted 
for longevity purposes, I feel obliged to hold that officers 
coming within the above quoted provision of the Act of 
June 3, 1916, are not entitled to any higher pay in the 


grade that they would have attained in due course of 
promotion. if they had remained on the active list, than 
the pay of such higher grade computed on the length of 
their service at the date of their retirement. To illus- 
trate: If an officer is retired as captain with ten years’ 
service to his credit, has been or shall be detailed on 
active duty for a period of time, which, if he had re- 
mained on the active list of the Army, would have en- 
titled him to promotion in due course to the grade of 
major, his pay and allowances as of the grade of major 
shall be computed on the basis of ten years’ service on 
the active list. In other words, no longevity accrues to 
him under any circumstances after the date of his re- 
tirement.” 

In the matter of the burial expenses of Joseph E. 
Cusack, a cadet, second class, U.S.M.A., accidentally 
drowned at Rock Island, Ill., July 6, 1916, the Comp- 
troller says: “I am of opinion also that the expenses in 
question are not payable ‘from the appropriation for 
Contingencies of the Army. Notwithstanding the broad 
language therein that the appropriation is to be ‘ex- 
pended on the approval and authority of the Secretary of 
War and ‘for such purposes as he may deem proper,’ I 
do not think it may be used for the burial expenses of 
a cadet. Congress provides from year to year for the 
burial expenses of certain classes of persons in and con- 
nected with the Army, but it has not so provided for 
cadets at the Military Academy, and until it does I do 
not think that any appropriation for the military estab- 
lishment is properly available therefor.” 


= 
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The Army Appropriation bill has been held in the 
conference committee for several days by a disagreement 
over the Articles of War. It is understood that Chair- 
man Hay is insisting upon the provision that relieves 
retired officers from the operations of the Articles of 
War. General Crowder was called before the committce 
Aug. 4 to go over the articles and explain the effect 
of the new provisions. There is, according to a reliable 
report, a proposition under consideration .by which all 
the bureau chiefs are to ‘be given the rank of major 
‘general.

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C.M.O. 12, APRIL 22, 1916, NAVY DEPT. 

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. in the 
ease of Ensign Hervey A. Ward, U.S.N., tried at the navy 
yard, New York, April 3, 1916, and found guilty of conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman (ten specifications al- 
leging neglect and failure to pay debts officially admitted to 
be just, after repeated official promises to do so). He was 
sentenced by the court to lose 150 numbers in his grade and 
to be publicly reprimanded by the Secretary of the Navy. The 
Chief of Bureau of Navigation returned the proceedings, as he 
considered the sentence awarded inadequate for the offense 
found proved, and he recommended that the court be recon- 
vened. After the court received the case for revision it de- 
cided to adhere to its former sentence, 

The Chief of Bureau of Navigation endorsed upon the record 
that “the Bureau cannot understand how a court composed of 
officers of experience and judgment could fail to appreciate 
the seriousness of this offense, and it is recommended that 
the president and members of the’ court be informed that 
their jaction in this case has resulted in a miscarriage of jus- 
tice.’ The Secretary of the Navy approved the recommenda- 
tion of the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and stated that 
Ensign Ward had been previously convicted by G.C.M. of ab- 
sence without leave and of disobedience of orders, and he was 
sentenced to be dismissed. Secretary Daniels points out that 
the Department had mitigated the sentence of the previous 
court to the loss of fifty numbers, but that the subsequent con- 
duct of Ensign Ward convinces the Department that the 
clemency extended in the previous case has been misplaced. 
Secretary Daniels in conclusion says: ‘The publication of the 
findings in this case following so closely upon a previous con- 
viction by general court-martial should constitute in itself 
a sufficient reprimand to any one who may have been desirous 
of maintaining an untarnished record in the naval service, but 
it is evident from the conduct of Ensign Ward that the publica- 
tion of a reprimand in his case would be of no value and 
that part of the sentence adjudging a reprimand is disap- 
proved. In this connection attention is again invited to the 
fact that it has been repeatedly published in court-martial 
orders that sentences involving public reprimand are not re- 
garded with favor by the Department.” (Index-Digest, 1914, 
p. 32; Index-Digest, 1915, p, 41.) “Subject to the foregoing 
remarks, the proceedings and findings in this case were on 
April 22, 1916, approved; that portion of the sentence in- 
volving a loss of numbers was approved only in order that 
the accused might not entirely escape punishment, and Ensign 
Ward was released from arrest and restored to duty.”

Lieut. William C. Barker, jr.,.U.S.N., was tried by G.C.M. 
on April 8, 1916, on board the U.S.S. San Diego, at San 
Diego, Cal., by order of the Commander-in-Chief, U.S. Pacific 
Fleet, and found guilty of the following charges, the specifica- 
tions of which were ‘proved by plea.” 

Charge I.—Absence from station and duty after leave had 
expired. (One specification.) 

Charge II.—Conduct to the prejudice of good order and dis- 
cipline. (One specification, alleging that he was absent from 
his station and duty after leave had expired, and did thereby 
miss his ship upon departure.) 

Sentence.—To lose one hundred numbers in his grade. 

The convening authority approved the proceedings, findings 
and sentence on April 20, 1916. 

Action of the Secretary of the Navy.—‘‘As it does not ap- 
pear on the record of the general court-martial in the foregoing 
case of Lieut. William C. Barker, jr., U.S.N., that he has 
been ordered to be released from arrest, such action will be 
taken to restore him to duty as may be necessary.” 

Remarks.—(1) It was noted that the middle name of the 
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accused was spelled in full in the charges and specifications, 
As heretofore remarked in court-martial orders, Christian 
names, other than the first, may be indicated by initial letters. 
(Navy Regulations, 1913, R-712 (5); Forms of Procedure, 
1910, p. 83; Index-Digest, 1914, pp. 3, 28; C.M.O. 36, 1914, 

7; 4,. 3916, p:. 5.) 

(2) It was further noted that the judge advocate introduced 
the official record of the accused: in this case in rebuttal of 
certain testimony offered by the defense, and that he appended 
certified copies of efficiency reports to the record of the case. 
It has been held by the Department that it is not necessary for 
the court to append the originals or certified copies of efficiency 
reports to the record of proceedings when introduced in evi- 
dence before a general court-martial, but that a simple nota- 
tion in the record that they were submitted in evidence is 
sufficient; the originals forming a part of the officer’s official 
cecord on file at the Department may readily be examined at 
any time in connection with court-martial proceedings. (File

CHANGES IN NAVAL UNIFORMS. 


Changes in Uniform Regulations, No. 7, Navy Dept., May 24, 
1916, make changes and corrections in the Uniform Regula- 
tions of the Navy for 1913. Articles 26, 61, 65, 173, 175 and 
238 are altered, and Article 218% is added on page 65, as 
follows: ‘‘21844. Enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps 
and the Naval Militia qualifying as expert riflemen will wear 
upon the right sleeve of the coat, overshirt, jumper and flannel 
shirt, about half way between the wrist and elbow, a dis- 
tinguishing mark embroidered in white on blue for blue cloth- 
ing, and in blue on white for white clothing, and in gray on 
olive drab (or other color) for olive drab (or other color) cloth- 
ing, as follows: The sides of a square, each side one inch 
long, inclosing a circle three-quarters of an inch in diameter, 
a circle of one-half inch in diameter, and a bull’s-eye one- 
quarter of an inch in diameter, the lines to be of narrow 
width. These distinguishing marks will be drawn in the same 
manner as other distinguishing marks from clothing and small 
stores.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Aug. 3, 1916. 

The Misses Octavia and Henrietta Glasgow, daughters of 
Major Glasgow, U.S. Army, of Fort Myer, Va., and Mrs. 
Glasgow, who have been visiting Miss Mary Weller McCarthy, 
at Arundel-on-the-Bay, have returned home. 

Mrs. Gabrielle E. Jackson, authoress, has long entertained 
and in part maintained the project of having ‘‘A Sky Parlor,’’ 
where midshipmen on leave from the Naval Academy may 
come and be at home and where this lady reigned as the 
hostess of its courtesies and social favors. She wished an 
enlargement of her present plans and appealed to the friends 
of the midshipmen for financial aid. The atmosphere of An- 
napolis has been charged and surcharged with it, while echoes 
from the Naval Academy indicated that its authorities were 


not favorable to the project. Many have been the publica- 
tions in the press of Annapolis and in the metropolitan jour- 
nals and letters of the most private character on the subject 
have been published. Mrs. Jackson has pushed her cause in 
a way worthy of a better success, whatever may be said of 
the wisdom of it. It has come to the point where the voice 
of authority has felt it its duty te speak. Hence this state- 
ment issued on Thursday last by Comdr. Louis M. Nulton, 
U.S.N., Acting Superintendent of the Naval Academy: 

‘‘The present Superintendent of the Naval Academy has 
never met or had any communication from Mrs. Gabrielle E. 
Jackson, and he has never heard of her until his attention 
was called to newspaper articles being publissed by her so- 
liciting funds for a so-called club or ‘home’ for midshipmen, 
to be built in the eity of Annapolis. The Superintendent 
wishes to state publicly fhat he is unalterably opposed to any 
such scheme on the part of Mrs. Jackson, or anyone else, as 
he is fully convinced that such a ‘home’ or club is neither 
necessary nor desirable, and that it would not be conducive 
to discipline. The Government provides the midshipmen with 
a very handsome recreation hall and reading reom within the 
Naval Academy, and their home is Bancroft Hall, where they 
are under proper control and care. This control of midship- 
men will not be delegated to anyone outside of the Naval 
Academy. The Superintendent wishes his position in this 
matter to be clearly understood, and he wishes to reiterate 
that he strongly objects to the action of Mrs. Jackson or 
anyone else in soliciting funds to build a ‘home’ or club for 
midshipmen, and he deprecates such a gratuitous proceeding.” 

Since the National Guard has been ordered to the Mexican 
border patriotism here has shown itself in having the Stars 
and Stripes and the Maryland state flag displayed from the 
dome of the State House.

NAVAL EXPERIMENT STATION. 


The Naval Experiment Station is now engaged in a number 
of interesting and valuable experiments dealing with machinery, 
apparatus and materials used in the naval service. The cur- 
rent experiments in progress there include the following: 

1. Physical, chemical and metalographic tests and examina- 
tion of materials used in the construction of naval ships, par- 
ticularly those parts that pertain to the motive power of ves- 
sels. 

2. Tests of safety valves and boiler accessories employed in 
the naval service. 

3. Tests of evaporators to determine the best designs con- 
ducive to efficiency, safety and reliability. 

4. Tests of feed-water heaters for the purpose of discovering 
the value of certain features which will considerably increase 
the efficiency of this class of apparatus. 

5. Tests of forced-draft blowers under actual conditions on 
board ship. 

6. Tests of packings for steam, water and air joints under 
conditions that are made as nearly as possible to those on 
shipboard. 

7. All lubricating oils used in the Navy Department are 
selected on a basis of tests conducted at the station. These 
oils used include the usual chemical, physical and operating 
tests, as well as some very valuable additional methods of 
investigation developed by members of the Naval Experiment 
Station staff. 

8. All the coal that is used in the Navy must pass a satis- 
factory evaporative test at the station before it may be placed 
upon the list of coals considered satisfactory for the naval 
service. 

9. Researches proceeding upon general lines that have as 
their object the absolute prevention of the detrimental effects 
caused by corrosion and scale formations in boilers. 

10. Comparative air measurements, with the Thomas electric 
meter, invented by Professor Thomas, of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, and with the Venturi meter. These experiments are 
to provide a more convenient and accurate method of meas- 
uring quantities of air. The experiments extend to the testing 
of nozzles and Pitot tubes. The experiments are made by 
employees of the station at the Johns Hopkins University. 

It is thus seen at once that the work in progress at the 
Naval Experiment Station covers a wide variety of subjects, 
all of which are of vital importance. No inconsiderable service 
of the Experiment Station to the Navy Department in the past 
has been in the rejection of various proposed pieces of ap- 
paratus as the result of the tests made at the station. The 
adoption of these by the Service without such trials certainly 
would have caused considerable trouble and expense to the 
Government. aa 

As an example of the saving of money to the Government, 
it is interesting to note the result of the tests of ‘‘packings’’ 
used in the Navy Department. The cost of this item was 
$1.28 per pound. By the tests of the station another article 
that gave better service was produced at thirty-five cents per 
— resulting in a saving to the Navy of about $100,000 
yearly. 

The citizens of Annapolis, acting in harmony with the naval 
sentiment here, are working with uncommon zeal to convince 
‘‘the powers that be’’ that the Naval Academy, alongside, in 
conjunction, as part of, and a continuation and enlargement 
of the work of the present Naval Experiment Station, is the 
proper place for the location of the new Naval Experiment 
and Research Laboratory. They affirm that ten years of ex- 
perience is already among the valuable assets of the present 
force at the Naval Experiment Station; that $600,000 have 
already been spent here in buildings and equipment; that by 
developing the present plant $200,000 will be saved in ex- 
pense of building a laboratory; that combining the two plants 
will result in an economical administration of naval experi- 
ment work; that the Government owns both the present sta- 
tion and sufficient grounds for the laboratory; that the water 
about the Academy is sufficiently deep for a dreadnought to 
come into the harbor; that the plant would not be near a 
large city; that the desired secrecy may be had here; that 
there is ample water space for experiments, and equally large 
land area; that a plentiful supply of clear salt water is at 
hand; that the atmosphere surrounding the factory will be 
unpolluted by fumes from chemical works and manufactories; 
that it will be in a place not liable to attack; that trans- 
portation direct to the laboratory is available; that proper 
labor can be obtained for the plant; that it will be both near 
Washington and the Johns Hopkins University; and with all, 
the greatest argument that the Annapolis site has over all 
others proposed, that the plant will be near the Naval Acad- 
emy and will assist in the instruction of the midshipmen, the 
officer-students at ‘the Post-Graduate School there, and the 
officers generally on duty at the Naval Academy.

In view of the greatly increased number of midshipmen in 
the Naval Academy, the Academy authorities are now consid- 
ering the question of civilian instructors needed. The issue 
hinges upon how many officers can be spared from the active 
service at sea. There is a likelihood, however, that at least 
fifteen new civilian appointees will be made. They are ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Navy under the recommenda- 
tion of the Superintendent of the Naval Academy.

DAMAGES FROM THE JERSEY CITY EXPLOSION. 





The great explosion of munitions at Black Tom on the 
morning of Sunday, July 30, aroused the garrison with the 
suddenness of a lightning flash to a scene of terror. The first 
explosion took place at 2:08 a.m., the feaful crash and earth 
shaking being preceded by a vivid glare of brilliant light. In 
a few minutes everyone was on the sea wall watching the 
scene of destruction on shore that illuminated land and sea 
with an intensity beyond that of midday, while the burning 
barges and ships drifted rapidly past Fort Wood and Ellis 
Island, blowing up with tremendous detonations. A second 
explosion followed at 2:35, bringing down a rain of shrapnel 
and missiles of various sorts, including pieces of iron and 
steel that were embedded in the parade and concrete roads of 
Fort Wood, among them being a massive ship’s anchor chain. 

About an hour after the first explosion a police boat arrived 
at Governors Island, bringing the wives and children of the 
soldiers, a number being severely wounded by glass and flying 
fragments. The officers’ wives came later on the General 
Otis, and were quartered for the night with various officers’ 
families. Colonels Roudiez and Horton and Major Hartmann 
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made this trip, during which a shell burst over the boat. 
Most fortunately there were no casualties among the personnel 
of Fort Wood beyond wounds caused by flying glass. The 
commanding officer, Capt. Alfred T. Clifton, had a very narrow 
escape from most serious injury. A piece of shrapnel in its 
fall grazed him, failing by an inch or.two to strike him. 
Every building on Bedloe’s Island. lost all its glass, and in 
most cases the door and window casings were reduced to 
splinters. The hospital and barracks, which faced the piers 
where the explosions took place, fared the worst. The ceilings 
came down in great sections, doors and lockers were thrown 
from wall to wall, and in the officers’ quarters, besides a 
general interior wreckage, large fragments of glass were 
hurled across the rooms and hallways and were embedded in 
the walls and furniture. ‘ 

After the refugees were safely brought over to Governors 
Island, Colonels Donaldson and Horton and Major Hartmann 
went off in the Cheney, visiting the scenes of disaster, offering 
help in the way of a militay guard should such be required. 

Governors Island suffered in much the same way as Fort 
Wood, though not quite so severely. Glass, windows and 
doors were broken in every house and in the Regimental Row 
the ceilings in many cases came down, with various lesser 
injuries. During the bombardment two shells burst over the 
Island, but no injury was done. The Wyckoff is sent daily 
to Fort Wood to pump water for the garrison, as the water 
mains for New Jersey were broken by the explosion. The 
non-explosive materials in the National Company’s storage 
warehouses on the piers at Black Tom are burning strongly 
at this writing and it is believed they will continue to do so 
for days, if not weeks.

It merely gives the Colonel opportunity to be free 
from other military duties to check up the property accounts. 
The Federal supplies were issued to the regiment in June, 
when the 47th was about to be mustered into the U.S. service. 
It had been designated as one of the regiments to be sent to 
the border and when the 12th Infantry was substituted much 
of the equipment was ordered transferred to that command, 
it is said. Part of the supplies, however, had been distributed 
to the men, and left with them, and it is for this property 
that Colonel Jannicky must account. 

A depot unit of Company A, 1st Battalion, S.C., N.G.N.Y., 
was mustered in at Park avenue and Thirty-fourth street, New 
York city, July 27, by Col. Eugene K. Austin, there being three 
officers and forty-six enlisted men, being mustered in to take 
the place of those gone to the Texas border. The officers are: 
Capt. Ernest E. Schmid, Ist Lieuts. Frank A. Bacon and De 
Witt P. Brokaw. The men were all uniformed, and most of 
them are veterans of the old Company A and were highly 
complimented by Colonel Austin on their military appearance. 
Colonel Austin is a former member of the company, now being 
on duty in the Adjutant General’s Department in conxection 
with depot units. 

J. E. Hodge, of Washington, D.C., has been sworn in as 
veterinarian for the mounted troops of the District of Columbia 
National Guard, with rank of first lieutenant. Shortly after 
the outbreak of the European conflict he entered the service of 
the allied powers, assisting in picking the large number of 
horses which were sent from the United States to Europe.

He was 
in the Belgian army in Flanders as a veterinarian and came 
back to the United States in March. 

The 1st Company, Coast Art. Corps, N.G.D.C., composed of 
George Washington University. men, has been undergoing in- 
struction for three weeks past at Fort Howard, Md. The 
men, in addition to receiving instruction in coast defense work, 
have been receiving practice work in infantry drill and require- 
ments which will qualify the men for work as infantrymen. 

In order to comply with an act of Congress, approved June 
8, 1916, all enlisted men in the National Guard of West Vir- 
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ginia over forty-five years of age were ordered discharged the 
service, to date July 1, 1916. 

The mobilization camp at Kanawha City, Charleston, W. Va., 
was placed under command of Col. Charles E. Morrison, 2d 
Inf. All organizations of the 2d Infantry were authorized to 
recruit to war strength. The following officers of State Head- 
quarters were ordered to mobilization camp for duty: Quarter- 
master Corps—Major Charles R. Morgan, U.S. disbursing offi- 
cer; Capts. Elwood C. Charnock and John W. Mason, jr. 
Medical Corps—Major Harry W. Keatley. The mobilization 
‘camp was designated as Camp Kanawha. 

Because of unsatisfactory conditions Company F, 2d Inf., 
W. Va., was mustered out of service June 5 last, and authority 
was given for the organization of an infantry company at Wil- 
liamson, W. Va., to be known and designated as Company F, 
2d Inf. 

The 47th Infantry, N.G.N.Y., under Lieut. Col. H. B. Bald- 
win, arrived at Van Cortlandt Park, New York city, on July 
30 at three p.m. after a three days’ march of about forty miles 
from Peekskill. 
pitched its camp near the division house on the east side of 
the park. The regiment left on July 31 for its armory in 
Brooklyn,: where it arrived at 4:30 p.m. and was dismissed 
from further duty, the men being glad to get to their homes. 
Col. E. E. Jannicky has been temporarily relieved from com- 
mand of the regiment until such time as he can straighten out 
the property accounts of the command. Colonel Jannicky has 
the task of trying to straighten out a discrepancy in property 
which may show a shortage of thousands of dollars, it is under- 
stood. The alleged shortage is said to date back for many 
years, and to have been passed down by other commanding offi- 
cers. To get a proper accounting of state and United States 
property under the conditions involves an immense amount of 
work. 

The 2d Infantry, N.G.N.J., broke camp at Sea Girt, N.J., 
July 29 and started for home. The 3d Infantry, Col. T. D. 
Landon, arrived at Sea Girt the same day for a week’s tour 
of duty. 

Veterans of the 22d Engineers are getting up a petition to 
Governor Whitman for authorization to form a regiment of 
infantry from among its eligible veterans and friends, to be 
known as the 22d Regiment of Infantry, N.G.N.Y. This regi- 
ment, it is pointed out in the petition, would prove a very 
valuable addition to the military, as most of its veterans would 
be composed of trained men, and many officers of experience 
could be secured for the new command. It is understood that

The regiment arrived in good condition and: 


the Army, will become a regiment, to be known as the Ist 
Regiment of Engineers, and the veterans of the 22d desire the 
old numerals to be perpetuated. Many prominent bankers, 
brokers, insurance companies, lawyers, merchants and other 
business men are signing the petition. Although Par. 3 of 
Art. XI., constitution of the state, provides that there shall 
be maintained at all times a force of not less than 10,000 
enlisted men, uniformed, armed, equipped, disciplined and 
ready for active service, there is no such force. There are 
hardly more than 7,000 duty-doing men, and in a state-wide 
labor trouble a serious difficulty would confront the state.

Cc. E. F. asks: (1) I re-enlisted Nov. 8, 1913, for seven 
years, four with the colors, and three on reserve under the 
provisions of G.O. 26, War Dept., 1912, and am now serving 
in the 15th Cavalry, Philippine Islands. Under the new law, 
which became effective June 3, 1916, will I be eligit’> for 
discharge and re-enlistment Nov. 7, 1916? (2) Will my vravel 
pay be two cents per mile, or three and one-half? (3) Will 
three years or four be counted as an enlistment period in my 
case? and will the new law affect me in any other way on 
present enlistment? (4) I wish to re-enlist in C.A.C. In 
ease of discharge at end of three or four years would I be 
discharged at station where I am serving, re-enlisted and sent 
to other station, or would I be sent there first, then discharged 
and re-enlisted. In either case would I have to pay my own 
transportation? Answer: (1) No. (2) Three and one-half 
on discharge. (3) Four years; see first answer in issue of 
July 29. (4) Discharged at station where serving. On re- 
enlistment, transportation is at expense of Government to 
station of organization for which enlistment is accepted. 

Cc. K.—Examinations for sergeant, first class, foreman car- 
penter, are held in March and the subjects are: Arithmetic, 
20 points; orthography, 10 points; practical questions per- 
taining to position, 50 points, and experience, 20 points. For 
this examination six hours are allowed. 

C. V. asks: Is there any way in which an enlisted man may 
purchase his discharge at the present time, or is it possible 
to be furloughed to the reserve by purchase at the present 
time? I have a minor sister, totally dependent upon me for 
support, and I am unable to contribute enough toward her 
support. Under recent orders from the War Department, I 
am denied the privilege of submitting an application for pur- 
chase. Answer: Perhaps you did not state your case as re- 
gards your sister. Try again, through the channel. You 
know purchase of discharge is a privilege obtainable only in 
time of peace. If we are not at war now, we certainly have 
been at the imminence of war and the Department has been 
observing the precautions of war times. 


A. F. H. asks: As I am going to take examination for com- 
mission in the U.S. Army, I would like to know if there is a 
robability of the examination, as set forth in G.O. 64, War 
ept., 1915, being modified. When will the competitive ex- 
amination be call Answer: The conditions relative to 
examination for the line have not been modified. Examina- 
tions are due this month. Boards will be announced in orders. 


H. P. F. asks: Will you please print a short account of the 
growth of our present Infantry Drill Regulations, showing the 
various changes that have taken place in_same since there 
was any such thing as a drill regulations. Is there any work 
giving a résume of the tactical changes in this country since 
it started? Answer: The American troops were drilled by the 
English Tactics during the early part of the war of the Revo- 
lution. In 1779 Congress adopted Baron de Steuben’s abridge- 
ment of the Prussian Tactics. These were used by the U.S. 
Army until the commencement of the War of 1812 and by the 
Militia until 1820. In 1812 a very imperfect abridgement of 
the French Tactics of 1791, by Gen. Alexander Smyth, was 
published under the sanction of the War Department. In 
1813 Lieut. Col. William Duane, of the Rifles, an ex-editor, 
produced a handbook of instruction for the squad and com- 
pany, which was used to some extent in the Army. In 1813 
Congress requested the President to have prepared for its 
approval ‘‘a military system of discipline for the Infantry 
of the Army and Militia of the United States.’’ This resolu- 
tion was not acted upon owing to the occupation of the officers 
with field service, and during the War of 1812 tactical in- 
struction was in a state of chaos, every officer in this matter 
being a law unto himself. De Lacroix had published in Bos- 
ton a bad translation by Macdonald of the French tactics, 
and with this and a copy of the original French, Genera) 
Scott at the camp in Buffalo in 1814 personally instructed 
two brigades of Brown’s division. This was the first intro- 
duction here of the French system entire. With some modi- 
fications, it was adopted by the War Department and is known 
as ‘‘the system of 1815.’ Its use by the Militia was made 
compulsory in 1820. The ‘‘system of 1825’’ was adapted 
from the French by a board consisting of Scott, Brady, Fen- 
wick,. Thayer and Worth. It was originally taken by the 
French from the Prussian system of Frederick the Great and 
was used throughout the Revolutionary and Napoleonic wars 
of France. Under authority of Congress, General Scott in 
1834 prepared the adaptation of the Prussian system known 
by his name. The improvement in firearms finally compelled 
a change from the formal movements of Scott, and Hardee’s 
translation of the French system for their Chasseurs 4 pied 
was adopted as far as the school of the battalion. From its 
peculiar double cuick step, it was familiarly known as the 
**Shanghai Drill.’’ Casey’s Revision of Hardee’s system was 
authorized during the Civil War and continued in use until 
superseded Aug. 1, 1867, by Upton’s Tactics, which gave place 
to the Drill Regulations adopted in 1891. These were fol- 
lowed by the Regulations of 1904. which were later super-seded 
by the Regulations of 1911. Two appendixes and.Changes Nos. 
1 to 6 of the 1911 I.D.R. soon followed and in November, 
1913, the War Department incorporated these six changes aad 
the two appendixes, and also added as Appendix C the 
Manual of the Bayonet in an edition ‘‘corrected to Novem- 
ber, 1913.’’ Changes 7 to 14 of the Drill have since been 
ordered by the War Department and are issued in leaflet form. 
The Army and Navy Journal edition of the Infantry Drill 
Regulations, however, is unique in the fact that as each suc- 
cessive print of this volume comes from our presses every 
amendment ordered by the War Department up to the time 
of our printing has been made in the text of the paragraphs 
affected by the Change. Changes No. 14, the latest issued, 
were ordered May 18, 1916. On the title page of the latest 
print of the A. and N.J. edition of the I.D.R. will be found 
this line: ‘‘Text corrected to May 18, 1916, Changes No. 14.’’ 
With an A. and N.J. edition of the Drill in hand, it, therefore, 
is never necessary to consult any Change unless it bears a 
higher number than that noted on the title page of our book. 

J. M. B.—Just what your prospects are for appointment to 
rade in Hospital Corps for which you were examined last 

ay, should be obtainable on application to the Surgeon 
General. The Department is now workirxg out the order that 
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will determine the first increment in the Medical Corps in 
estimated strength of Army enlisted personnel for the com- 
ing year. 

F. R. B. asks. I completed the radio course, Coast Artillery 
School, Fort Monroe, Va., June 12, 1914; diploma No. 35. 
I was relieved radio duty by order pursuant to request, and 
have not been on that duty since, but my service has been 
continuous. I stand about fourth on the eligible list now. 
Will I be appointed radio sergeant? If so, when? Answer: 
As nineteen are to be appointed under the first increment 
you ought to stand a good chance. Apply through channel. 

_E. E. asks: (1) Can a soldier in the U.S. Army purchase 
his discharge at the present time? (2)If so, does he have to 
serve on the reserve? Answer: (1) Privilege temporarily 
suspended. (2) Yes, unless the Secretary of War decides to 
discharge him. 


C. C. asks: Has the state of Washington issued any medal 
or badge for Washington Volunteers of the Spanish-American 
War? Answer: Apply to The Adjutant General, state of 
Washington, for this information. 

B. asks: Cen you inform me when those officers on the re- 
tired list, who are entitled to promotion, will be promoted ? 
Answer: When the Army Appropriation bill comes from con- 
ference certain Senate amendments relating to this matter may 
be retained in the bill. Watch the Congressional news in this 
paper. 

M. A. P.—Your continuous service counts from Aug. 22, 
1902. In May, 1908, you were in third period and on re- 
enlistment Aug. 28, 1908, entered fourth period. You are 
now in sixth period. For retirement count all your time, con- 
tinuous and otherwise, and add for double time your foreign 
service, in accordance with rule set down in A.R. 134. The 
A.G. can give you your full credits. 

H. B. C. asks: I am a soldier driving a truck in Mexico 
and I will have three years in the Service Aug. 21. Will there 
be any chance for me to go on the reserve at that time? My 
character is excellent. Answer: Doubtful on account of bor- 
der conditions. Costs nothing to apply through channel. This 
should have been done thirty days before the three years 
were up.

W. R. C.—Regulations regarding purchase of discharge 
apply equally to those enlisted prior to June 3, 1916, and 
to those enlisted hereafter. It is understood that the privi- 
lege is being withheld temporarily on account of border con- 
ditions. 

T. W.—tTell The Adjutant General about your aged 
mother’s dependence upon you, and it may be that you will be 
discharged without expense.

Fort Bliss, Texas, July 29, 1916. 

Major Gen. Charles Clement, commanding the 7th Division 
of the Army, with headquarters at Camp Stewart, his staff and 
several hundred of the militiamen and Regulars who are mem- 
bers of the Masonic lodge, were guests of the local Masons on 
Friday evening at the Masonic Temple. General Clement is a 
past master of the Maclay Lodge of Sunbury, Pa., and replied 
to the address of welcome made by E. M. Whitaker. A thou- 


sand men participated in the regular work of the lodge, 
listened to an enjoyable program, and partook of a delicious 
supper served by the ladies of the Eastern Star.

overflowing with men eager for the restful opportunity to 
write letters home. A piano added to the Massachusetts 
camp this week was sent by the Emmet Guards, of Worcester. 

The National Guardmen who were in the employ of the 
Wells Fargo Company have been notified that the company 
will continue to pay its employees who are on the border, A 
field bakery, which will employ thirty men, will soon be in- 
stalled by the U.S. Government at Camp Stewart, the camp 
of the Pennsylvania brigades. Last Saturday evening the 
Civic Association of Battery B, 1st Pennsylvania Artillery, 
entertained with an informal dance on the tennis court of the 
old Country Club. Officers of the battery and a number of 
staff officers, with presidents of the Y.W.C.A. and Woman's 
Club of El Paso, were chaperones and brought out a number 
of society girls from the city. 

The Pitman Cattle Company, of El Paso, has opened a 
headquarters at Phoenix, Ariz., for the purchase of horses and 
cow-ponies for the use of the Army on the border. The Rhode 
Island Cavalry, stationed on the mesa near this garrison, has 
been having their first experience at ‘‘broncho busting,’’ but 
it must be said to the credit of the Militiamen that ‘‘they 
stay with’’ the broncho until they conquer. 

Eight companies of the 8th Massachusetts Infantry, in- 
cluding the machine gun platoon, have left the camp at Camp 
Cotton for various stations along the border for guard duty. 
Company H, of the regiment, is guarding the big guns on the 
mesa to the northwest of the city, overlooking the country into 
Mexico for many miles. The officers are building a club house 
on the rim of the mesa overlooking the city and when this is 
completed, which will be shortly, the weekly dances will be 
held there instead of in the Administration building. % 

The base hospital at this post, recently enlarged to accom- 
modate 500 patients, is being further enlarged to take care 
of 1,000. Considering that this is the base hospital for the 
care of some 75,000 men or more, the per cent. is not very 
high.

El Paso, Capt. James Allison, provost marshal, has extended 
the time for the men to return to their camps from 9:30 to 
11 o’clock p.m., but at this hour all must be in their respective 
camps, unless with special ~permission from their company 
commander. 

Major William W. Reno, M.C., has a prodigious piece of 
work before him—that of inspecting the feet of the 150,000 
soldiers on duty along the Mexican border. The Massachu- 
setts Militiamen were the first to be inspected and the medical 
nigga complimented the men for wearing common sense 
shoes. 

The Michigan troops will begin regular maneuvers the first 
of the week with a five-mile daily hike and this will be in- 
creased until a fifteen-mile walk daily is mere pastime. The 
Field Artillery is holding daily practice on the mesa to the 
west of this post. 

Eight hundred horses were issued the last of the week to 
the men of the recently organized 17th Cavalry at this post 
from the remount station in charge of Capt. R. J. Reaney. 
This regiment will begin its regular drills next week. 

As traffic over the roads leading from the post and city to 
Camp Stewart, where the Pennsylvania’ troops are encamped, 
has made the roads all but impassable, the Militiamen of 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island and Massachusetts will build a 
good road to the Pennsylvania camp. The necessary imple- 
ments have been loaned by the city. Lieutenant Colonel Dunn, 
who when at home is chairman of the Board of Street Com- 
missioners of Boston, will be in charge of the work. The 
road will be leveled and then receive a layer of crushed rock 
and oil. Such a road will last for many years and will be of 
great value to the camp. The officers and enlisted men of the 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island N.G. entertained with an 
informal dance at the Paso del Norte Hotel on Friday evening. 
Through the courtesy of Col. Charles W. Taylor, 8th Cav., the 
orchestra of the 8th furnished music for dancing.

What travel discomforts our soldiers endured in the 
Civil War was illustrated in the Senate recently, during 
the discussion of the Army Appropriation bill, by an ex- 
perience related by Senator Warren, of Wyoming. “I 
recall,” Mr. Warren said, “that in my service in the 








. Civil War I never saw the inside of a passenger car dur- 


ing my service. When we returned home from Louisiana, 
by river part way and by rail from Cairo, IIl., to Pitts- 
field, Mass., we were in cattle cars; and if we undertook 
to lie down we, of course, had to lie on the floor, and 
some of the company would lie down while the others 
stood. The train was only stopped once in each twenty- 
four hours for our accommodation, in some lone spot 
along the line, usually at a point to which we had wired 
ahead to get fresh bread and fresh meat. In spite of the 
conditions, however, we did not complain.
